For the better underſtanding the following 
Treatiſe, and to prevent a Confuſion of the 
Reader's Ideas, he is deſired to attend well to 
the following Particulars, which are treated of 
more fully in our Author's other Works.

the Lord ſees expedient and gives Permiſſion. 
V. What the Author ſays of Spirits departed 
from any particular Earth, and his Converſa-

fays of the Inbabilants of thoſe Earths who are 


ſtill in the material Body. — By paying a proper 


Attention to theſe Particulars, the Reader may

and whereas I had a Defire to know whether 
other Earths exiſt, and of what Sort they are, 
and what is the Nature and Quality of their 


Inhabitants, therefore it hath been granted 


me of the Lord, to diſcourſe and converſe with 


Spirits and Angels who are from other Earths, 


with fome for a Day, with ſome for a Week, and 
with ſome for Months, and to be inſtructed by 
them concerning the Earths, from which and 
near'which they were, and concerning the Lives, 
Cuſtoms, and Worſhip of the Inhabitants thereof, 


with various other Things worthy to be noted :

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And whereas in this Manner it hath been granted 
me to become acquainted with ſuch Things, it 
is permitted to deſcribe them according to what 
hath been heard and ſeen. It is to be obſerved, 
that all Spirits and Angels are from the Human 
Race; (a) and that they are near their reſpective 
Earths; (4) and that they are acquainted with 
Things on thoſe Earths; and that by them Man 
may be inſtructed, if his Interiors be ſo open, 
as to be enabled to ſpeak and converſe with them ; 
for Man in his Eſſence is a Spirit, (c) and 
together with Spirits as to his Interiors; (d)

2. That there are ſeveral Earths, and Men 
upon them, and. thence Spirits and Angels, is 
a Thing moſt perfectly well known in another 
Life, for it is there granted to every one, who 
deſires it from a Love of Truth and conſequent 
Uſe, to diſcourſe with the Spirits of other 
Earths, and thereby to be confirmed concerning 
a Plurality of Worlds, and to be informed, that 
the Human Race 1s not confined to one Earth 
only, but extends to Earths innumerable; and 
Moreover to know, what 1s the particular 
Genius, Manner of Life, and alſo Divine 
Worſhip, prevailing amongſt the Inhabitants 
of each particular Earth. a in. 


3. I have occaſionally diſcourſed on this Subject 
with the Spirits of our Earth, and the Reſult of

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various Conſiderations, that there are ſeveral 
Earths, and that they are inhabited by Men ; for 
it is a Suggeſtion of Reaſon, that ſo great 
material Maſſes as the Planets are, ſome of which 
far exceed this Earth in Magnitude, are not 
empty Maſſes, and created only to be conveyed 
in their Revolutions round the Sun, and to ſhine 
with their ſcanty Light for the Benefit of one 
Earth, but that their Uſe muſt needs be more 
enlarged and diſtinguiſhed. He who believes, 
as every one ought to believe, that the Deity 
created the Univerſe for no other End, than 
that Mankind, and thereby Heaven, might 
have Exiſtence, (for Mankind is the Seminary 


of Heaven,) muſt needs believe alſo, that 


whereſoever there is any Earth, there likewiſe 
are Men-Inhabitants. That the Planets, which 
are viſible to our Eyes, as being within the 
Boundaries of this folar Syſtem, are Earths, 
may appear manifeſt from this Conſideration, 
that they are Bodies of earthy Matter, becauſe 
they reflect the Light of the Sun, and when ſeen 
through optical Glaſſes, they appear not as Stars 
glittering by Reaſon of their Flame, but as 
Farths variegated by Reaſon of their opake 
Spots : The ſame may further appear from this 
Conſideration, that they, in like Manner as 
our Earth, are conveyed by a progreſſive Motion 


round the-Sun, in the Way of the Zodiac, 


whence they have their Years, and Seaſons of the 


Lear, 
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Vear, as Spring, Summer, Autumn, and Winter; 


and in like Manner revolve about their own 
Axis, whence they have their Days, and Times 
of the Day, as Morning, Mid-Day, Evening, 


and Night; moreover ſome of them have Moons, 


which are called Satellites, and which perform 
their Revolutions round their central Globes, as 
the Moon doth round our Earth ; the Planet 
Saturn hath beſides a large luminous Belt, as 
being furtheſt diſtant from the Sun, which Belt 
ſupplies that Earth with much Light, although 
reflected. How is it poſſible for any reaſonable 
Perſon, acquainted with theſe Circumſtances, 
to aſſert, that ſuch Bodies are void and without 
Inhabitants ? 


4. Moreover in my Diſcourſe with Spirits I 
have at ſuch Times ſuggeſted, that it is very 
credible that in the Univerſe there are more 
Earths than one, from this Conſideration, that 


the Starry Heaven is ſo immenſe, and the 


Stars therein are ſo innumerable, cach of which 
in it's Place, or in it's World, is a Sun, and 
like our Sun, in various Magnitude: Every 
conſiderate Perſon is led to conclude, that fo 


immenſe a Whole muſt needs be a Means to 


ſome End, the Ultimate of Creation, which End 
is the Kingdom of Heaven, wherein the Divine 
[Principle] may dwell with Angels and Men; 
for the viſible Univerſe, or the Heaven reſplen-

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dent with Stars ſo innumerable, which are ſo 
many Suns, is only a Means, or Medium, for 
the Exiſtence of Earths, and of Men upon them, 
of whom may be formed a Celeſtial Kingdom. 
From theſe Conſiderations every reaſonable 
Perſon muſt needs be. led to conceive, that ſo 
immenſe a Means, adapted to ſo great an End, 
was not conſtituted for a Race of Men from one 
Earth only, and for a Heaven thence derived ; 
for what would this be to the Divine [Principle] 
which is infinite, and to which Thouſands, yea 
Ten Thouſands of Earths, all full of Inhabirants, 
are comparatively ſmall, and ſcarce of any

5. Moreover the Angelic Heaven is ſo 
immenſe, that it correſponds with all and 
ſingular the Things appertaining to Man, 
Myriads correſponding to every Member and 
Organ, and to all the Viſcera, and the reſpective 
Affections of each; and it hath been given to 
know, that that Heaven, as to all it's Correſ- 
pondencies, can by no Means exiſt, except by 
the Inhabitants of very many Farths. (V

9. T= the Univerſal Heaven reſembles 

One Man, who 1s therefore called the 
GRAND Man, and that all and ſingular the 
Things appertaining to Man, both his Exteriors 
and Interiors, correſpond to that Man or Heaven, 
is an Arcanum not as yet known in the World; 
but that it is ſo, hath been abundantly proved. ) 
To conſtitute that Gxand Man, there is Need of 
Spirits from ſeveral Earths, thoſe who come from 
our Earth into Heaven not being ſufficient for 
this Purpoſe, being reſpectively few; and it is 
provided of the Lord, that whenſoever there be 
a Deficiency in any Place as to the Quality or 
Quantity of Correſpondence, a Supply be in- 
ſtantly made from another Earth, to fill up the 
Deficiency, that ſo the Proportion may be pre- 
ſerved, and thus Heaven be kept in due Conſiſ- 
tence. 


10. It was alſo diſcovered to me from Heaven, 
in what Relation to the GRAND Max the Spirits

material Objects. Since however it hath been 
granted to diſcourſe with them, and this during 
ſeveral Weeks, and to learn their Nature and 
Quality, and to obſerve how the Inhabitants of 
that Earth are particularly circumſtanced, I ſhall 
adduce what has been thus 5 made 
known to me. 


11. Ona Time ſome Spirits came to me, and 
it was declared from Heaven, that they were 
from the Earth which is neareſt to the Sun, and 
which in our Earth is known by the Name of the 
Planet Mercury ; immediately on their Coming, 
they explored my Memory in Search of all that 
J knew; (Spirits can do this moſt dexterouſly, for 
when they come to Man, they ſee in his Memory 
all Things contained therein :) (i) During their 
Search after various Things, and amongſt others, 
after the Citics and Places where I had been, I 
obſerved, that they had no Inclination to know 
any Thing of Temples, Palaces, Houſes, or Streets,

That Angels enter into the Affections and Ends, from 
which, and for the Sake of which, Man thinks, wills, and 
acts in ſuch and ſuch a Manner, in Preference to every 
other, n. 1317, 1045, 5844. 
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but only of thoſe Things which I knew were 
tranſacted in thoſe Places, alſo of whatever related 

to the Rule and Government therein prevailing, 
and to the Tempers and Manners of the Inhabi- 
tants, with other Things of a ſimilar Nature ; for 
ſuch Things cohere with Places in Man's Memo- 
ry, wherefore when the Places are excited in 
Remembrance, thoſe Things alſo are brought to 


Viev at the ſame Time. I was much ſurprized to 


find them of ſuch a Nature and Quality, where- 
fore I aſked them, why they diſregarded the 
Magnificence of the Places, and only attended to 
the Things and Circumſtances connetted there- 
with? They anſwered, becauſe they had no De- 
light in looking at Things material, corporeal, and 
terreſtrial, but only at Things real: Hence it was 
confirmed, that the Spirits of that Earth, in the 
GRAND Man, have Relation to the Memory of 
Things abſtracted from what is material and ter- 


reſtrial. 


12. It was told me, that ſuch is the Life of the 
Inhabitants of that Earth, viz. that they have no 
Concern about Things terreſtrial and material, but 
only about the | Statutes, Laws, and Forms of 
Government, which prevail amongſt the Nations 
therein; alſo about the Things of Heaven, which 
arc innumerable :' And I was further informed,

live after Death, are concerned about heavenl y 
Things, as being eternal and happy, but not 
about worldly Things, only ſo far as the Necef- 
ſities of Life require. Inaſmuch as the Inhabi- 
tants of the Planet Mercury are of ſuch a Nature 
and Quality, therefore alſo the Spirits, who are 
from thence, are of a like Nature and Quality. (5) 


13. With what Eagerneſs they inquire into and 
imbibe the Knowledges of Things, fuch as ap- 
pertain to the Memory elevated above the Senſu- 
alities of the Body, was made manifeſt to me 
from this Circumſtance, that when they looked 
into thoſe Things which I knew reſpecting hea- 
venly Subjects, they paſſed haſtily through them 
all, declaring every Inſtant the Nature and 
Quality of each : For when Spirits come to Man, 


they enter into all his Memory, and excite thence - 


whatever ſuits themſelves ; yea, what I have often 
obſerved, they read the Things contained there- 


with

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| with greater Dexterity and Expedition, becauſe 
they did not ſtop at ſuch Things as are heavy and 


ſluggiſh, and which confine, and conſequently 
retard the internal Sight, as all terreſtrial and 
corporeal Things do, when regarded as Ends, 


that is, when alone loved; but they looked into 


Things eſſential for ſuch Things, which are noc 
clogged with Things terreſtrial, elevate the Mind 
upwards, whereas mere material Things ſink the 


Mind downwards, and at the ſame Time contract 


and ſhut it up. Their Eagerneſs to acquire 
Knowledges, and to enrich the Memory, was 
manifeſt alſo from the following Circumſtance ; 
on a Time whilſt I was writing Somewhat con- 
cerning Things to come, and they were at a 
Diſtance, ſo that they could not look into thoſe 
Things from my Memory, becauſe I was not 
willing to read them in their Preſence, they were 


very indignant, and contrary to their uſual Beha- 
viour, they were deſirous to abuſe me, ſaying 


that I was one of the worſt of Men, with ſuch 
like Indignities; and that they might give a 
Proof of their Reſentment, they cauſed a Kind of 
ContraQion attended with Pain on the right Side 
of my Head even to the Ear; but theſe Things 


did not hurt me; nevertheleſs, in Conſequence . 


of having done Evil, they removed themſelves to 


a yet greater Diſtance, but preſently they ſtood 
ſtill again, deſirous to know what I had written: 


Such is their eager Thirſt after Knowledges. 
6 I 4. The

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le Spirits of Mercury, 3 all other 
Spirits, poſſeſs the Knowledges of Things, as 
well reſpecting this ſolar Syſtem, as reſpecting 
the Earths which are in the Starry Heaven; and 
what they have once acquired to themſelves, that 
they retain, and alſo recolle it, as often as any 
Thing ſimilar occurs : Hence alſo it may appear 
manifeſt, that Spirits have Memory, and that 
it is much more perfect than the Memory of 
Men ; and further, that what they hear, ſee, and 
perceive, they retain, and eſpecially ſuch Things 
as delight them, as thele Spirits are delighted 
with Knowledges; for whatever Things cauſe 
Delight, and affect the Love, theſe flow in as 
it were ſpontaneouſly, and remain ; other Things 
do not enter, but _ touch the Surface, and 


paſs by. 


15. When the Spirits of Mercury come to 
other Societies, they explore and collect from 
them what they know, and then they depart ; 
for ſuch Communication is granted amongſt Spi- 
rits, and eſpecially amongſt Angels, that when 
they are in a Society, 1f they are accepted and 
loved, all Things which they know are cominu=.

) That in the Heavens there is given a Communication 


of all good Things, wann as it is the Property of hea-

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_ 46; In Conſequence of their Knowledges, the 
Spirits of Mercury have an extraordinary Degree 
of Haughtineſs ; wheretore they are given to un- 
derſtand, that although they know innumerable 
Things, yet there are infinite Things which they 
do not know ; and that if their Knowledges ſhould 
increaſe to Eternity, the Notice even of all ge- 
neral or common Things would ſtill be unattain- 
able; they are told likewiſe of their Haughtineſs 
and High-mindedneſs, and how miſ-becoming 
ſuch a Temper is; but on ſuch Occaſions they 
reply, that it is not Haughtineſs, but only a 
Glorying by Reaſon of the Faculty of their 
Memory ; thus they have the Art of nn 
themſel ves, and excuſing their Foibles. 


17 They are averſe to Diſcourſe conſiſting of 
vocal Expreſſions, becauſe it is material, where- 
fore when I converſed with them without interme- 
diate Spirits, I could only do it by a Species of 
active Thought. Their Memory, as conſiſting 
of Things, not of Images purely material, affords 
a nearer Supply of it's Objects to the thinking 
Principle; for the thinking Principle, which is 
above the Imagination, requires for it's Objects 
Things 


venly Love to communicate all it's Poſſeſſions with others 


and that hence the Angels derive Wiſdom and Happineſs, .

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Things abſtracted from material: But notwith- 
ſtanding this, the Spirits of Mercury are little 
diftinguiſhed for their Judgment, having no De- 
light in the Exerciſe of that Faculty, and the 
deducing of Concluſions from Knowledges ; for 
bare Knowledges alone are the Things which give 
them Pleaſure. 


- x8. They were queſtioned, whether they pro- 
poſed to themſelves any Uſe from their Know- 
tedges ; and at the ſame Time it was repreſented 
Wi | to them, that it is not enough to be delighted 
"HE with Knowledges, becauſe Knowledges have 
| = Reſpect to Uſes, and Uſes ought to be the Ends 
1 . of Knowledges; from Knowledges alone no Uſe 
reſults to them, but to others with whom they 
are diſpoſed to communicate their Knowledges ; 
| | and that it is very inexpedient for any one, who 
106 | wiſhes to become wiſe, to reſt ſatisfied with mere 
Knowledges, theſe being only adminiſtering Cau- 
ſes, intended to be ſubſervient to the Inveſtigation 
of Things appertaining to Life: But they replied, 
that they were delighted with Knowledges, and 
that Knowledges to them are Uſes.

19. Some of them alſo are unwilling to appear 
as Men, like the Spirits of other Earths, and 
would rather appear as Chryſtalline Globes ; the 
Reaſon why they are deſirous to appear fo, altho' 
they 
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they do not appear ſo, is, becauſe the Know- 
ledges of Things immaterial are repreſented in 


another Life by Chryſtals. 


20. The Spirits of Mercury differ totally from 
the Spirits of our Earth, for the Spirits of our 
Earth have not ſo much Concern about immate- 
rial Things, but about worldly, corporeal, and 
terreſtrial Things, which are material; where- 
fore the Spirits of Mercury cannot abide together 
with the Spirits of our Earth, and of Conſe- 
quence, whereſoever they meet them, they fly 
away ; for the ſpiritual Spheres, which are cx- 
haled from each, are altogether contrary the one 


to the other. The Spirits of Mercury have a 
common Saying, that they have no Inclination 


to look at a Sheath, but at Things ſtripped of 


their Sheath, that is, at interior Things. 


21. On a Time there appeared a whitiſh 
coloured Flame, which burnt briſkly, and this 
for nearly an Hour; that Flame ſignified the 
Approach of Spirits of Mercury, who for Pene- 
tration, Thought, and Speech, were more prompt 
than the former Spirits: When they were come, 
they inftantly ran through the Things contained 
in my Memory, but I could not perceive what 
Obſervations they made, by Reaſon of their 
Promptitude; I heard them afterwards expreſs

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of the Numbers who ſpake at the ſame Time, 
and what is remarkable, it was conveyed towards 
my left Eye, although they were to the right; 
the Reaſon was, becauſe the left Eye correſponds 
to the Knowledges of Things abſtracted from 
what is material, conſequently to ſuch Things as 
appertain to Intelligence, whereas the right Eye 
correſponds to ſuch Things as appertain to Wiſ- 
dom. (m) They likewiſe perceived and judged

23. There was a Spirit from another Earth, 
who was well qualified to diſcourſe with them, 
being a quick and ready Speaker, but who affect- 

ed Elegance in his Diſcourſe; they inſtantly de- 
cided on whatever he ſpake, ſaying of this, that 
it was too elegant, of that, that it was too poliſhed; 


{o that the ſole Thing they attended to was, whe-

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ther they could hear any Thing from him which 
they had never known before, rejecting thus the 
Things which were as Shades to the Subſtance of 
the Diſcourſe, as all Affectations of Elegance 
and Erudition eſpecially are, for theſe: hide real 
Things, and inſtead thereof preſent Expreſſions, 
which are only material Forms of Things ; for 
the Speaker keeps the Attention fixed herein, 
and is deſirous that his Expreſſions ſhould be re- 
garded more than the Meaning of them, whereby 
the Ears are aftected more than the Minds of he 
Audience. 


24. The Spirits of the Earth Mercury do not 
abide long in one Place, or within Companies of 
the Spirits of one World, but wander through 
the Univerſe ; the Reaſon is, becauſe they have 
Relation to the Memory of Things, which Me- 
mory muſt be continually ſtored with freſh Sup- 
plics; hence it is granted them to wander about, 
and to acquire to themſelves Knowledges in every 
Place. During their Sojourning in this Manner, 
if they meet with Spirits who love material 
Things, that is, Things corporeal and terreſtrial, 
they avoid their Company, and betake themſelves 
- where ſuch Things are no Subjects of Diſcourſe. 
Hence it may appear, that their Mind is elevated 
above Things of Senſe, and thus that they are in 
an interior luminous Principle: This was alſo 
oh ” given 
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given me actually to perceive, whilſt they were 

near me, and diſcourſed with me; I obſerved at 
ſuch Times, that I was withdrawn from Things 
of Senſe, inſomuch that the luminous Principle 
of external Viſion began to grow dull and 
obſcure. 


25. The Spirits of that Earth go in Companies 
and Phalanxes, and when aſſembled together, they 
form as it were a Globe; thus they are joined 
together by the Lord, that they may act in Unity, 
and that the Knowledges of each may be commu- 
nicated with all, and the Knowledges of all with 
each, as is the Caſe in Heaven. (/) That they 
wander through the Univerſe to acquire the 
Knowledges of Things, appeared to me alſo from 
this Circumſtance, that once, when they ap- 
peared very remote from me, they diſcourſed 
with me thence, and ſaid, that they were then 
gathered together, and journeying out of the 
Sphere of this World into the Starry Heaven, 
where they knew-ſuch Spirits exiſted, as had no 
Concern about terreſtrial and corporeal Things, 
but only about Things elevated above them, and 
that they were deſirous to aſſociate with thoſe 
Spirits. It was given to underſtand, that they 
themſelves do not know whither they are journey= 
ing, but that they are led by the Divine Guidance 
to thoſe Places, where they may be inſtructed 

concerning 
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concerning ſuch Things as they are yet unac- 
quainted with, and which agree with the Know- 
ledges that they have already: It was given to 
underſtand further, that they do not know how 
to find the Companies with whom they are 
joined together, and that this alſo is of Divine 
Direction. | 


26. In Conſequence of their thus journeying 
through the Univerſe, and thereby being enabled 
to know more than others reſpecting the Worlds 
and Earths out of the Sphere of our ſolar Syſtem, 
I have alſo diſcourſed with them on this Subject ; 
they faid that in the Univerſe there are very 
many Earths inhabited by Men; and that they 
vonder how any ſhould ſuppoſe (whom they cal. 
led Men of little Judgment), that the Heaven of 

the Omnipotent God conſiſted only of Spirits 
and Angels who come from one Ezrth, when 
theſe comparatively are ſo few, that in Reſpect to 
the Omnipotence of God they are ſcarce any 
Thing, nor would it alter the Caſe even ſuppoſing 
there were Myriads of Worlds, and Myriads of 
Earths: They declared moreover, that they 
knew there were Earths exiſting in the Univerſe 
to the Number of ſome Hundred Thouſands and 
upwards; and yet what is this to the Divine 
[Principle] which is Infinite? 


27 Me 
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27. The Spirits of Mercury, who were attend- 


ant upon me, whilſt I was writing and explaining 


the Word as to it's internal Senſe, and who per- 
ceived what I wrote, ſaid, that the Things 
which I wrote were very groſs (admodum craſſa), 
and that almoſt all the Expreſſions appeared as 
material ; but it was given to reply, that to the 
Men of our Earth what was written ſeemed ſubtle 
and elevated, and many Things incomprehen- 
ſible ; I added, that ſeveral on this Earth do not 
know, that it is the Internal Man which acts on 
the External, and cauſes the External to live: 
and that they perſuade themſelves from the Fal- 
lacies of the Senſes, that the Body hath Life, and 
that in Conſequence thereof, ſuch as are wicked 
and unbelieving entertain Doubts reſpecting 
a Life after Death ; alſo, that the [Part or Prin- 
ciple | of Man, which is to live after Death, is 
not by them called Spirit, but Soul; and that 
they diſpute what Soul is, and where is it's 
Abode, and believe, that the material Body, 
although diſperſed throughout the Atmoſphere, is 
to be joined again to it, in Order that Man may 
live as Man; with many other Things of a like 
Nature. The Spirits of Mercury, on hearing 
theſe Things, aſked, whether ſuch Men could 
become Angels? and it was given to anſwer, 
that they become Angels, who have lived in the 
Good of Faith and Charity, and that then they 

. | are 
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are no longer in external and material Things, 


but in internal and ſpiritual ; and when they 


come into that State, that they are in a Light ſu- 
perior to that in which the Spirits from Mercury 
are: To convince them that it was fo, an Angel 
was allowed to diſcourſe with them, who had 
come into Heaven from our Earth, having lived 
in the Good of Faith and Charity, concerning 
whom more will be ſaid preſently. | 


28. On another Occaſion, there was ſent me 
by the Spirits of Mercury a long Piece of Paper, 
of an irregular Shape, conſiſting of ſeveral Pieces 
paſted together, which appeared as if covered 


with Print, like our printed Books; I aſked 


whether they had the Art of Printing amongſt 
them? but they ſaid, they had not, nevertheleſs 
they knew that on our Earth we had ſuch printed 
Papers; they had no Inclination to ſay more; but 
I perceived that they thought that Knowledges 
with us were upon our Paper, and not ſo much 
in our Underſtandings, thus in a ſneering Way 
inſinuating, that our Papers knew more than we 


ourſelves did: They were inſtructed however 


how the real Caſe was in this Reſpect. After 
fome Time they returned, and ſent me another 
Paper, which appeared alſo printed like the for- 
mer, but not ſo paſted together and irregular, 
but neat and handſome; they ſaid, that they 

5 ä were 
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were further informed, that in our Earth there 
are ſuch Papers, and Books made of them. 


29. From the above Account it appears 
manifeſt, that Spirits retain in the Memory 
what they ſee and hear in another Life, and that 
they are capable of being inſtructed alike as when 
they were Men in the World, conſequently of 
being inſtructed in Things appertaining to Faith, 
and thereby of being perfected : In Proportion 
as Spirits and Angels are of a more interior 
Character and Quality, in the ſame Proportion 
they receive Inſtruction more readily, and in a 
greater Fulneſs, and retain it more pertectly ; 
and inaſmuch as this Faculty abides for ever, 
it is evident that they are continually advancing 
in Wiſdom : With the Spirits of Mercury there 
is a conſtant Growth in the Science of Things, 
but not in Wiſdom thence derived, becauſe they 
love Knowledges, which are Means, but not 
Uſes which are Ends, 


30. The particular Genius and Character of 
the Spirits, who are from the Planet Mercury, 
may ſtill further appear from the following 
Account. It is to be obſerved, that all Spirits 
and Angels whatſoever were once Men; for the 
human Race is the Seminary of Heaven ; alſo 


that Spirits are altogether ſuch, as to Affections 
- and 
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and Inclinations, as they were during their Life 
in the World whilſt Men; for every one's Life 
follows him into another World: (2) This being 
the Caſe, the Genius and Character of the Men 
of every Earth may be known from the Genius 


and Character of the Spirits who come from 


| thence. 


31. Inaſmuch as the Spirits of Mercury, in 


the GRAND Man, have Relation to the Memory 


of Things abſtracted from what is material, 
therefore when any one diſcourſes with them 
concerning Things terreſtrial, corporeal, and 


merely worldly, they are altogether unwilling 


to hear him ; and if they are forced to hear, 
they tranſmute the Things ſpoken of into other 
Things, and for the moſt Part into Things con- 
trary, that they may avoid attending to them, 


32. That I might be fully convinced of this 


their particular Genius and Character, it was 
allowed to repreſent to them Meadows, - fallow 
Lands, Gardens, Woods, and Rivers, (to repre- 
ſent ſuch Things is imaginatively to exhibit them 
before 

(n) That every one's Life remains with him and follows 
him after Death, n. 4227, 7440. That the Externals of 


Life are kept cloſed after Death, and the Internals opened, 
n. 4314, 5128, 6495. That then all and ſingular the Things. 


of Thought are made manifeſt n. 4633, 5128, 
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before another, in which Caſe, in another 


World, they appear to the Life; ) but they 
inſtantly tranſmuted them, obſcuring the Mea- 
dows and fallow Fields, and by Repreſenta- 
tions filling them with Snakes; the Rivers they 
made black, ſo that the Water no longer 
appeared limpid: When aſked them why they 
did ſo, they ſaid, that they had no Inclination 
to think of ſuch Things, but of Things real, 


which are the Knowledges of Things abſtracted 


from what is terreſtrial, eſpecially of ſuch Things 
as exiſt in the Heavens. 


33. Afterwards I repreſented to them Birds 
of different Sizes both large and ſmall, ſuch as 
exiſt on our Earth; for in another Life ſuch 


Things may be repreſented to the Life; when 


they ſaw the Birds repreſented, they were 
diſpoſed at firſt to change them, bur afterwards 
they were delighted with them and ſeemed 
ſatisfied; the Reaſon was, becauſe Birds ſignify 


the Knowledges of Things, and the Perception 


of this Signification flowed in alſo at that Inſtant ; 
(o) thus they deſiſted from tranſmuting them, 
and thereby from averting the Ideas of their 

2 D 2 Memory. 


(o) That Birds ſignify Things rational, Things intellectual, 
Thoughts, Ideas, and Knowledges, n. 40, 745, 776, 778, 


865, 988, 993, 5149, 7441. And this with a Variety accord - 


ing to the Genera and Species of Birds, 3219. 
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Memory. Afterwards it was allowed to repreſent 
before them a moſt pleaſant Garden full of 
Lamps and Lights; inſtantly they pauſed, and 
their Attention "——_— by Reaſon that Lamps 
with Lights ſignify Truths which are lucid by 
Virtue of Good. (p) Hence it was made manifeſt 
that their Attention might be fixed in viewing 
Things material, if the Signification of thoſe 
Things in a ſpiritual Senſe was but inſinuated at 
the ſame Time; for the Things appertaining to 
ſuch ſpiritual Senſe are not ſo abſtracted from 
Things material, being repreſentative thereof. 


34. Moreover I diſcourſed with them con- 
cerning Sheep and Lambs, but they were no: 
diſpoſed to hear of ſuch Things, becauſe they 
were perceived by them as Things terreſtrial: 
The Reaſon was, becauſe they did not underſtand 
what Innocence is, which Lambs ſignify, as was 
perceivable from this Circumſtance, that when 
J told them that Lambs, repreſented in Heaven, 
ſignify Innocence, (2) they immediately ſaid, 
that they did not know what Innocence was, but 
only knew it as to the Name ; the Reaſon was, 
| becauſe they are affected only with Knowledges, 
| and 
(e) That Lamps with Lights ſignify Truths which are 
lucid by Virtue of Good, n, 4638, 9548, 978g. 


(2) That Lambs in Heaven, and in the Word, gnafy 
Innocence, n. 3994, 7840, 10132, 
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and not with Uſes, which are the Ends of 
Knowledges, conſequently they cannot know, 


from internal Perception, what Innocence is. 


35. Some of the Spirits of the Earth Mercury 
on a Time came to me, being ſent by others 
with Intent to learn what I was employed abour, 


to whom one of the Spirits of our Earth ſaid, 


that they might tell thoſe who ſent them, not 
to ſpeak any Thing but what was true, and nor, 
according to their uſual Practice, ſuggeſt Things 
oppoſite to what they are queſtioned about; for 
if any of the Spirits of our Earth was to do ſo, 
he would be chaſtiſed for it ; but immediately 
the Company, which was at a Diſtance, from 
which thoſe Spirits were ſent, made Anſwer, 
that if they muſt be chaſtiſed on that Account, 
they muſt all be chaſtiſed, inaſmuch as by Reaſon 
of acquired Habit they could not do otherwiſe : 
They added, that when they diſcourſe with the 
Men of their own Earth, they alſo do fo, but 
this not with any Intention of deceiving, but 
to inſpire a Deſire of Knowledge; for when they 
ſuggeſt Things oppoſite, and conceal Things 
in a certain Manner, then a Deſire of Knowledge 


is excited, and thereby from an Earneſtneſs 


to ſearch out and diſcover thoſe Things, the 
Memory is perfected. I alſo diſcourſed with 
them at another Time on the ſame Subject, and 

6 | +. becauſe 
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' becauſe I knew that they converſed with the Men 
of their Earth, I aſked them in what Manner 
they inſtruct their Inhabitants ? They ſaid, that 
they do not inſtruct them as to all Particulars in 
Relation to the Subject Matter of InſtruQion, 
but ſtill inſinuate ſome Perception thereof, that 
thus a Deſire of examining and acquiring the 
Knowledge of it-may be excited and cheriſhed ; 
which Defire would die away, in Caſe they fully 
explained all Particulars: They added, that 
they ſuggeſt Objections of Things oppoſite alſo 
for this Reaſon, that the Truth afterwards may 
appear more ſtriking; for all Truth is made 
manifeſt by Relation to it's Oppoſites. 


36. 1t is their conſtant Cuſtom not to declare 
to another what they know, but ſtill they deſire 
to learn from all others what is known to them : 
Nevertheleſs, with their own Society they 
communicate all Things, inſomuch that what 
one knows all know, and what all know each 
one knows in that Society. (I) 


37. Inaſmuch as the Spirits of Mercury abound 
with Knowledges, they are principled in a Species 
of Haughtineſs ; hence they imagine that they 
know ſo much, that it is almoſt impoſſible to 


know more : But it has been told them by the. 


Spirits of our Earth, that their Knowledge is not 
ſo 
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ſo extenſive as they imagine, but comparatively 
ſcanty, and that the Things which they do not 
know are infinite in Reſpect to what they do 
know, and as the Waters of the largeſt Ocean 
compared with the Waters of a very ſmall Foun- 
tain; and further, that the firſt Step in the 
Ladder of Wiſdom is to know, acknovledge, 


and perceive, that what is known 1s little, and 


ſcarce any Thing, in Compariſon with what is 
unknown. To convince them that this is the 
Caſe, it was given, that a certain Angelic Spirit 
ſhould diſcourſe with them, and ſhould tell them 
in general what they knew, and what they did 
not know, and that there were infinite. Things 
which they did not know, alſo that Eternity 
would not ſuffice for their acquiring even a 
general Knowledge of Things: He difcourſed 
by angelic Ideas, much more readily than they 
did, and becauſe he diſcovered to them what they 
knew, and what they did not know, they were 
ſtruck with Amazement. Afterwards I faw 
another Angel diſcourſing with them, he ap- 
peared in ſome Altitude to the right; he was 
from our Earth, and enumerated very many 
Things which they did not know; afterwards 
he diſcourſed with them by Changes of State, 
which they ſaid they did not underſtand ; then 


he told them, that every Change of State contains 


infinite Things, as did alſo every ſmalleſt Part of 
5 ſuch 
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ſuch Change. When they heard theſe Things, 
inaſmuch as they had been puffed up with Self- 
Conceit by Reaſon of their Knowledges, they 
began to humble themſelves: Their Humiliation 
was repreſented by the ſinking downwards of their 
Volume (Voluminis); (*) (for that Company then 
appeared as a Volume, in Front at a Diſtance 
towards the left, in the Plane of the Region below 
the Navel,) but the Volume appeared as it were 
hollowed in the Middle, and elevated on the 
Sides ; a reciprocal Moving was alſo obſerved 
therein: They were likewile given to underſtand 
what that ſignified, viz. what they thought in 
their Humiliation, and that they, who appeared 
elevated on the Sides, were not as yet in any 
' Humiliation : Then I ſaw that the Volume was 
ſeparated, and that they, who were not in 
Humiliation, were remanded back towards their 
Orb, the reſt remaining where they were. - 


38. On a Time the Spirits of Mercury came 
to a certain Spirit from our Earth, who, during 
his Abode in the World, had been moſt diſtin- 
guiſhed for his great Learning, (it was Chriſtian 
H«lf,) deſiring to receive Information from him 
on 


: (*) By the Term Volume, as here uſed by our Author, 
is meant the collective Body of thoſe Spirits, who in their 
conjunctive State repreſented a Kind of Volume or Roll, 
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on various Subjects; but when they perceived 
that what he ſaid was not elevated above the 
ſenſual Things of the natural Man, inaſmuch 
as in his Diſcourſe his Thoughts were intent on 
Fame and honorary Diſtinction, and he was 
deſirous as in the World (for in another Life 
every one is like his former Self) to connect 
various Things into Serieſes, and from thoſe 
Serieſes again and continually to form other 
Concluſions, and thus to conſtruct a Chain of 
ſeveral Conſequences and Deductions grounded 
therein, which they did not ſee or acknowledge 
to be true, and which therefore they declared to 
be Chains which neither cohered in themſelves, 
nor with the Concluſions, calling them Obſcurity 
grounded in Authority (ob/curum Auctoritatis); 
they then deſiſted from aſking him further Queſ- 
tions, inquiring only, how this is called, and 
how that; and whereas he anſwered theſe In- 
quiries alſo by material Ideas, and by no ſpiritual 
ones, they retired from him: For every one, 
in another Life, diſcourſes ſpiritually, or by 
ſpiritual Ideas, only ſo far as he had believed on 
God during his Abode in the World, and mate- 
rially, ſo far as he had not believed on God. An 
Occaſion here offering itſelf, it may be expedient 
to mention how it fares in another Life with 
the Learned, who imbibe Intelligence from their 
own Meditation kindled with the Love of know- 
| E ing 
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ing Truths for the Sake of Truths, thus for the 


Sake of Uſes abſtracted from worldly Conſidera- 


tions, and how with thoſe, who imbibe Intelli- 


. gence from others without any Meditation of 
their own, as is the common Caſe with ſuch as 


deſire to know Truths ſolely for Reputation's 
Sake, that they may be accounted learned, and 
thereby attain worldly Honour or Gain, thus who 
deſire to know Truths, not for the Sake of Uſes 
abſtracted from worldly Conſiderations : : Concer- 


ning ſuch, it is allowed to relate the following 


- — 


Experience. There was perceived on a Time 
Somewhat noiſy, or ſonorous, ( /onorum quoddam,) 
penetrating from beneath, near the left Side, 
even to the left Ear: 1 obſerved that they were 
Spirits, who there attempted to force a Way, 
but of what Sort they were I could not know ; 


however when they had forced a Way, they 


ſpake with me, ſaying that they were Logicians 
and Metaphy ſicians, and that they had immerſed 
their Thoughts in the Sciences of Logic and Me- 
taphyſics, with no other End than to acquire the 
Character of being learned, and thus to be ad- 
vanced to Honour and Emolument, lamenting 


that they now led a miſerable Life, in Conſe- 


quence of applying to thoſe Sciences with no 
other End, and thus not having cultivated thereby 
their Rational Principle; their Speech was ſlow, 
11 of a mute Tun ( mute ſonans). In the mean 


Time 
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Time there were two diſcourſing with each other 
above my Head, and on inquiring who they were, 
it was ſaid that one of them was a moſt diſtin- 
guiſhed Character in the learned World, and it 
was given me to believe that it was Ariflotle ; 
who the other was, remained untold : The for- 


mer was then let into the State, in which he was 


during his Life in the World; for every one 
may eaſily be let into the State of his Life, which 
he had in the World, inaſmuch as he hath with 
him every State of his former Life : But, what 
ſurprized me, he applied himſelf to the right 
Ear, and there ſpake, but in a hoarſe Tone of 
Voice, yet with ſound Senſe : From the Purport 


of his Diſcourſe I perceived, that he was altoge- 


ther of a different Genius and Temper from thoſe 


School-men who firſt aſcended, in that he wrote 
from a Ground of Thought and Diſcernment in 


himſelf, and thence produced his philoſophical 
Diſcoveries ; ſo that the Terms, which he in- 
vented, and which he impoſed on ſpeculative 
Subjects, were Forms of Expreſſion by which he 
deſcribed interior Things; alſo that he was 
excited to ſuch Purſuits by a Delight of the 


Aﬀection, and by a Deſire of knowing the Things 


appertaining to the thinking and intellectual 
Faculties; and that he followed obediently 
whatever his Spirit had dictated ; wherefore he 


applicd himſelf to the right Ear, contrary to the 
ES © .- - 
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Cuſtom of his Followers who are called the 
School-men, and who do not go from Thought 
to Terms, but from Terms to Thoughts, thus in 
a contrary Way; and ſeveral of them do not 


even proceed to Thoughts, but ſtick ſolely in 


Terms, which if they apply, it is to confirm 
whatever they defire, and to impoſe on falſe 


Principles an Appearance of Truth according to 


their Eagerneſs to perſuade others: Hence 
philoſophical Inveſtigations lead them rather to 
Folly than to Wiſdom ; and hence they have 
Darkneſs inftead of Light. Afterwards I diſ- 
courſed with him concerning the analytic Science, 


obſerving, that a Child, in half an Hour's 


Converſation, fpeaks more philoſophically, 


| analytically, and logically, than would be in his 


Power to deſcribe by a Volume, inaſmuch as 


all Things appertaining to Thought, and to 
human Speech thence derived, are analytical, 
the Laws whereof are from the Spiritual World; 


and ne who deſires to think artificially from 
Terms, is not unlike a Dancer, who would 
learn to dance. by the Science of the moving 
Fibres and Muſcles, in. which Science if he 
ſhould fix his Mind whilſt he is dancing, it 
would be almoſt impoſſible for him to move a 
Foot; and yet, without that Science, he moves 


all the moving Fibres throughout the whole 


Body, and in Subordination thereto he moves 
the 
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the Lungs, the Diaphragm, the Sides, the Arms, 


the Neck, and other Organs of the Body, to deſ- 
cribe all which would require many Volumes; 


and the Caſe is exactly fimilar with thoſe, who 


are deſirous to think from Terms: He approved 
of theſe Obſervations, and ſaid, that to learn to 
think in that Way is proceeding in an inverted 


Order; adding, it any one will be ſo filly, let 


him ſo proceed; but let the Thoughts be ground- 
ed -in Uſe, and flow from an interior Principle. 
He next ſhewed me, what Idea he had conceived 
of the Supreme Deity, viz. that he had repre- 
fented him to his Mind as having an human 
Face, and encompaſſed about the Head with a 
radiant Circle; and that now he knew that the 


Lord is Himſelf That Man, and that the radiant 


Circle is the Divine Principle proceeding from 
Him, which not only flows into Heaven, but 


_ alſo into the Univerſe, diſpoſing and ruling all 


Things therein : He added, Whoſoever diſpoſes 
and rules Heaven, he alſo diſpoſes and rules the 
Univerſe, becauſe the one cannot be ſeparated 
from the other: He alſo ſaid, that he believed 
only in One God, whole Attributes and Qualities 
were diſtinguiſhed by a Variety of Names, and 
that theſe Names were by others worſhipped as 
ſo many Gods. There appeared to me a Woman, 
who ſtretched out her Hand, deſiring to ſtroak 


my Cheek, at which when I expreſſed my 


6 Surprize, 
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Surprize, he ſaid, that whilſt he was in the 
World, ſuch a Woman had often appeared to 
him, as it were ſtroaking his Cheek, and that 
her Hand was beautiful: The angelic Spirits 
ſaid, that ſuch Women ſometimes appeared to 
the Ancients, and were by them called Pallaſes, 
and that ſhe appeared to him from the Spirits, 
who, during their Abode on Earth in ancient 
Times, were delighted with Ideas, and indulged 
in their Thoughts, but without Philoſophy; and 
whereas ſuch Spirits were attendant upon him, 
and were delighted with him becauſe he thought 
from an interior Principle, therefore they repre- 
ſentatively exhibited ſuch a Woman to his View. 
Laſtly he informed me what Idea he had con- 
ceived of the Soul or Spirit of Man, which he 
called Pueuma, viz. that it was an inviſible vital 
Principle, like Somewhat of ther; and he 
ſaid, that he knew that his Spirit would live 
after Death, inaſmuch as it was his interior 
Eſſence, which cannot die, becauſe it is capable 
of thinking; and that moreover he was not able 
to think clearly concerning it, but only obſcurely, 
becauſe he had not formed any Thought about 
it from any other Source but that of his own 
Mind, and a little alſo from the Ancients. It is 
to be noted that Ariſtotle is amongſt ſound and 
ſober Spirits in another Life, and that ſeveral 
of his Followers are amongſt the infatuated. 
39. On 
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39. On a Time I ſaw that Spirits of our Earth 
were with Spirits of the Earth Mercury, and I 
heard them diſcourſing together, and the Spirits 
of our Earth, amongſt other Things, aſked them, 
on whom they believed? They replied, that 
they believed on God; but when they inquired 
further concerning the God on whom they be- 
lieved, they would give no Anſwer, it being 
cuſtomary with them not to anſwer Queſtions 

directly. Then the Spirits from the Earth 
Mercury, in their Turn, aſked the Spirits from 
our Earth, on whom they believed? They ſaid, 
that they believed on the Lord God: The Spirits 
of Mercury then ſaid, that they perceived that 
they believed on no God, and that they had 
contracted a Habit of profeſſing with the Mouth 
that they believe, when yet they do not believe: 
(Tbe Spirits of Mercury have exquiſite Percep- 
tion, in Conſequence of their continually exploring 
by Means of Perception what others know:) 
The Spirits of our Earth were of the Number of 
thoſe, who in the World had made Profeſſion 
of Faith agreeable to the Doctrine of the Church, 

but ſtill had not lived the Life of Faith, and they 
who do not live the Life of Faith, in another 
Life have not Faith, becauſe it is not in the 
Man: (r) On hearing: this they were ſilent, 
inaſmuch 


{ ') That _y who make * of Faith agreeable to 
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inaſmuch as, by a Perception then given .them, 
they acknowledged that it was fo. 


40. There were certain Spirits who knew from 
Heaven, that on a Time a Promiſe was made to 
the Spirits of the Earth Mercury, that they ſhould 
-fee the Lord; wherefore'they were aſked by the 
Spirits about me, whether they recollected that 
Promiſe ? They ſaid that they did recollect it ; 
but that they did not know, whether the Promiſe 
'was of ſuch a Nature, as that they might depend 
with Certainty on it's Accompliſhment. Whilſt 
they were thus diſcourſing together, inſtantly the 


Sun of Heaven appeared to them: (The Sun of 


Heaven, which is the Lord, is ſeen only by thoſe 
who are in the inmoſt or third Heaven; others 
fee the Light thence derived :) On ſeeing the 
-Sun, they ſaid, that this was not the Lord God, 
becauſe they did not ſee a Face. In the mean 
while the Spirits diſcourſed with each other, but I 
did not hear what they ſaid. But on a ſudden, 
at that Inſtant, the Sun again appeared, and in 
the Midſt thereof the Lord, encompaſſed with a 
folar Circle; on ſeeing this, the Spirits of Mer- 
cury humbled themſelves profoundly, and ſub- 

faded. 


Doctrine, and do not live the Life of F aith, have no Faith, 
n. 3865, 7766, 7778, 7790, 7950, 8094. And that their 


Interiors are contrary to the Truths of Faith, although in | 1 


the World they do not know this, n. 7790, 7950. 
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fided. Then alſo the Lord, from that Sun, 
appeared to the Spirits of this Earth, who, when 
they were Men, ſaw him in the World, and they 
all, one after another, and thus ſeveral in Order, 
confefſed, that it was the Lord Himſelf; this 
Confeſſion they made betore all the Company. 
At the ſame Inſtant alſo the Lord, out of the Sun, 
appeared to the Spirits of the Planet Jupiter, who 
declared with open Voice, that it was He 
Himſelf, whom they had ſeen on their Earth, 

when the God of the Univerſe. e to 
them. (). 


41. Certain of them, aſter that the Lord ap- 
peared, were led off Front-wards to the right, 


and as they advanced, they ſaid, that they ſaw a 


Light much clearer and purer than they had ever 
ſcen before, and that it was impoſſible any Light 
could 


(s) That the Lord is the Sun of Heaven, from whom all 
Light therein is derived, n. 1053, 3636, 4060. And that 
the Lord thus appears to thoſe who are in his celeſtial 
Kingdom, where Love to Him 1s prevalent, n. 1521, 1529, 
1530, 1531, 1837, 4696. That he appears at a middle 
Diſtance above the Plane of the right Eye, n. 4321, 7078. 
That therefore by Sun in the Word is ſignified the Lord as 
to Divine Love, n. 2495, 4060, 7083. That the Sun of 
this World doth not appear to Spirits and Angels, but in 
the Place thereof there appears Somewhat as it were darkifh, 
not in Front, but behind, in a Direction oppoſite to the Sun 
ot Heaven, or to the Lord, n. 9755« 
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could excced it ; and it was then Even-tide here: 


There were ſeveral who made this Declaration. (?) 


42. It is to be obſerved, that the Sun of this 


World does not appear at all to any Spirit, nor 


any Thing of Light thence derived; the Light 
of that Sun is as thick Darkneſs to Spirits and 
Angels: That Sun remains only in the Percep- 
tion appertaining to Spirits from having ſeen it 
during their Abode in the World, and is pre- 
ſented to them in Idea as Somewhat darkiſh, and 
this behind at a conſiderable Diſtance, in an Al- 
titude a little above the Plane of the Head. The 
Planets, which are within the Syſtem of that Sun, 
appear according to a determinate Situation in 
Reſpect to the Sun; Mercury behind a little to- 
wards the right; Venus to the leſt a little back- 

wards; 


(t) That there is in the Heavens great Light, which ex- 
eecds, by many Degrees, the Mid-day Light of this World, 
n. 1117, 1521, 1533, 1619 to 1632, 4527, 5400, 8644. 
That all Light in the Heavens is from the Lord as a Sun 
there, n. 1053, 1521, 3195, 3341, 3636, 3643, 4415, 9548, 
9684, 10809. That the Divine h proceeding from the 
Divine Good of the Divine Love of the Lord appears in 
the Heavens as Light, and preſents all the Light that is 
therein, n. 3195, 3222, 5400, 8644, 9399, 9548, 9684. 
That the Light of Heaven illuminates both the Sight and 
the Underſtanding of the Angels, n. 2776, 3138. That 
when Heaven is ſaid io be in Light and Heat, it ſignifies 


being in Wiſdom and in Love, n. 3643, 9399, 9497+ 
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wards; Mars to the left in Front; Jupiter in 
like Manner to the left in Front, but at a greater 
Diſtance; Saturn directly in Front, at a con- 
ſiderable Diſtance; the Moon to the left at a 
conſiderable Height: The Satellites alſo to the 
left in Reſpect to their particular Planet. Such 
is the Situation of the above Planets in the Ideas 
of Spirits and Angels: Spirits alſo appear near 
their reſpective Planets, but out of them. As 
to what particularly concerns the Spirits of Mer- 
cury, they do not appear in any certain deter- 
minate Quarter, or at any certain determinate 
Diſtance, but ſometimes in Front, ſometimes to 
the left, ſometimes a little to the Back; the 
- Reaſon is, becauſe they are allowed to wander 
througa the Univerſe to procure for themſelves 


Knowledges. 


43. On a Time the Spirits of Mercury ap- 
peared to the left in a Globe, and afterwards in 
a Volume extending itſelf length-ways; I wonder= 
ed whither they were defirous of going, whether 
to this Earth, or elſewhere, and preſently I ob- 
ſerved that they inclined to the right, and as they 
rolled along, approached to the Earth or Planet 
Venus towards the Quarter in Front ; but when 
they came thither they ſaid, that they would not 
abide there, becauſe the Inhabitants were wicked; 
wherefore they turned about to the back Part of 
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that Earth, and then ſaid, that they would wil. 


lingly ſtay there, becauſe the Inhabitants were 


good. Immediately on this, I was made ſenſible 


of a remarkable Change in the Brain, and of a 
powerful Operation thence proceeding. Hence 
it was given to conclude, that the Spirits of 
Venus, who are on that Part of the Planet, were 


in Concord with the Spirits of Mercury, and that 


they had Relation to the Memory of Things ma- 
terial which was in Concord with the Memory of 


Things immaterial, to which latter Memory the 


Spirits of Mercury have Relation: Hence a more 
powerful Operation was felt from them when 
they were there. 


44. I was defirous to know what Kind of Face 
and Body the Men in the Earth Mercury had, 
whether they were like the Men on our Earth ; 
inſtantly there was preſented before my Eyes a 
Woman exactly reſembling the Women in that 
Earth; ſhe had a beautiful Face, but it was 
ſmaller than that of a Woman of our Earth; her 
Body alſo was more flender, but her Height was 
equal; ſhe wore on her Head a Linen Cap, which 
was put on without Art, but yet in a Manner 
becoming: A Man alſo was preſented to View, 


who was more ſlender in Body than the Men of 


our Earth are; he was clad in a Garment of a 
dark blue Colour, cloſely fitted to his Body, 
— | without 
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without any Foldings or Protuberances : It was 
given to underſtand, that ſuch was the Form of 
Body, and ſuch the Dreſs of the Men of that 
Farth. Afterwards there was preſented to View 


a Species of their Oxen and Cows, which indeed 


did not differ much from thoſe on our Earth, 


only that they were leſs, and in ſome Degree ap- 
proached to a Species of Deer. 


45. They were queſtioned alſo concerning the 
Sun of the Syſtem, how it appears from their 


Earth? They faid, that it appears large, and 
larger there than when ſeen from other Earths, 


and that they knew this from the Ideas of other 
Spirits concerning the Sun. They ſaid further, 
that they enjoy a middle Temperature, neither 
too hot nor too cold; it was on this Occaſion 


given me to tell them, that it was ſo provided of 
the Lord in Regard to them, that they ſhould 


not be expoſed to too much Heat, by Reaſon of 


their greater Nearneſs to the Sun, inaſmuch as 


Heat does not ariſe from the Sun's Nearneſs, but 


from the Altitude and Denſity of the Armoſphere, 
as appears from the Cold on high Mountains even 
in hot Clunates ; alſo that Heat is varied accord- 
Ing to the director oblique Incidence of the Sun's 7 
Rays, as is plain from the Seaſons of Winter and 
Summer in every Region. Theſe are the Things 


which it was given to know concerning the Spirits 
and Inhabitants of the Earth Mercury. 


Concerning 


Concerning the Earth or Planct 
JUPITER, it's Spirits and 
Inhabitants. 


46. J was granted me to enjoy longer Com- 
merce with the Spirits and Angels of the 
Planet Jupiter, than with the Spirits and Angels 
from the reſt of the Planets, where fore I am at 
Liberty to be more particular in Regard to the 
State of Life of them, and of the Inhabitants of 
that Planet. That thoſe Spirits were from that 
Planet, was evident from many Circumſtances, 

and was allo confirmed by a Declaration from 


Heaven. 


27. The real Earth or Planet Jupiter doth not 
indeed appear to Spirits and Angels; for to the 
Inhabitants of the Spiritual World no material 
Earth is viſible, but only the Spirits and Angels 
who come thence: They who are from the. 
Planet Jupiter appear in Front to the left, at a 
contiderable Diſtance, and this: conſtantly, ſee 
above, n. 42; there alſo is the Planet; the Spirits 
of every Earth are near their reſpective Earth, in 
Conſequence of having been Inhabitants thereof, 
(for every Man after Death becomes a Spirit) and 
in 
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in Conſequence of being thus of a ſimilar Genius 
and Temper with the Inhabitants, and of being 
in a Capacity thereby of aſſociating with and 
ſerving them. 


48. The Spirits from the Earth Jupiter related, 
that the Multitude of Men therein was as great as 
the Earth could ſupport ; and that the Earth was. 
fruicful and plentiful in all Productions; and that 
the Inhabitants had no Deſires beyond the Neceſ- 
ſaries of Life; and that they accounted Nothing 
uſeful but ſo far as it was neceſſary ; and that 
hence the Number of Inhabitants was ſo great. 
They ſaid, that the Education of their Children 
was their greateſt Concern, and that they loved 
them moſt tenderly. 


49. They further related, that the Inhabitants 
are diſtinguiſhed into Nations, Families, and 
| Houſes,” and that they all live apart with their 
own Kindred, and that hence their Connections , 
are confined to Relatives ; likewiſe that no one 
covets another's Property, and that it never 
enters into their Minds to deſire the Poſſeſſions 
of another, ſtill leſs to obtain them fraudulently, 
and leaſt of all to extort them by Violence ; ſuch 
Violence they conſider as a criminal Act contrary 
to human Nature, and regard it as horrible. 


When I would have told them, that on this Earth 
there

there are Wars, Depredations, and Murders, 
they inſtantly turned away from me, and expreſſed 
an Averſion to hear. It was declared to me by 
the Angels, that the moſt ancient People on this 
Earth lived in like Manner as the Inhabitants of 
the Planet Jupiter, viz. that they were diſtin- 
guiſhed into Nations, Families, and Houſes, and 
that all at that Time were content with their own 
Poſſeſſions; and that it was a Thing altogether 
unknown for one Perſon to enrich himſelf at the 


Expence of another, or to aſpire at Dominion | 


from a Principle of Self-Love; and that on this 
Account the ancient Times, and eſpecially the 
moſt ancient, were more acceptable to the Lord 
than ſucceeding Times: And ſuch being the 
State of the World, Innocence alſo then reigned, 
attended with Wiſdom ; every one did what was 
good from a Principle of Good, and what was 
juſt from a Principle of Juſtice; to do what is 
good and juſt with a View to Self- Advancement, 
or for the Sake of Gain, was a Thing unknown ; 


at the ſame Time they ſpake Nothing but what 


was true, and this not ſo much from a Principle 
of Truth, as from a Principle of Good, that is, 


not from an intellectual Principle ſeparate from 


the Will-Principle, but from a Will-Principle 
Joined with the intellectual. Such were the 
ancient Times, wherefore Angels could then con- 


verſe with Men, and convey their Minds, almoſt 
5 e ſeparate 
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ſeparate from Things corporeal, into Heaven, 
yea, could conduct them through the heavenly 
Societies, and ſhew them the magnificent and 
bleſſed Things abounding therein, and likewiſe 
communicate to them their Happineſſes and De- 
lights: Theſe Times were known alſo to the 
ancient Writers, and were by them called the 
Golden and alſo Saturnian Ages. The ſupetior 
Excellence of thoſe Times; as was obſerved, was 
owing to this, that Men were then diſtinguiſhed 
into Nations, Nations into Families, and Families 


into Houſes, and every Houſe lived apart by it- 
ſelf; and it then never entered into any one's 


Mind to invade another's Inheritance, and thence 
acquire to himſelf Opulence and Dominion; 


Self-Love and the Love of the World were then 


far from Men's Aﬀections; every one rejoiced in 
his own, and not leſs in his Neighbour's Good. 
But in ſucceeding Times this Scene was changed, 
and totally reverſed, when the Luſt of Dominion 
and of large Poſſeſſions invaded the Mind; then 
Mankind, for the Sake of Self- Defence, collected 
themſelves into Kingdoms, and Empires; and 
inaſmuch as the Laws of Charity and of Con- 


| ſcience, which were inſcribed on the Hearts, 


ceaſed to operate, it became neceſſary to enact 
external Laws in Order to reſtrain Violence, and 
to ſecure Obedience thereto by temporal Rewards 
and Puniſhments. When the State of the World 
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vas thus changed, Heaven removed itſelf from 
Man, and this more and more even to the preſent 
Time, when the very Exiſtence of Heaven and 
Hell is unknown, and by ſome denied. This 
Account of the primitive State of the Inhabitants 
of this Earth is given, in Order to ſhew more 
clearly by the Parallel, what is the State of the 
Inhabitants of the Earth Jupiter, and whence they 
have their Probity and alſo their Wiſdom, con- 
cerning which more will be ſaid hereafter. 


50. By long and frequent Converſation with 
the Spirits of the Earth Jupiter, it was made very 
manifeſt to me, that they were better diſpoſed 
than the Spirits of ſeveral other Earths; the 
Manner of their Approach to me, their Abode 
with me, and their Influx at that Time, was in- 
expreſſibly gentle and ſweet ; in another Life the 


Quality of every Spirit manifeſts itſelf by an In. 


flux, which is the Communication of it's Affec- 
tion; Goodneſs of Diſpoſition manifeſts itſelf by 
Gentleneſs and Sweetneſs, by Gentleneſs, in that 
it is afraid to do Hurt, and by Sweetneſs, in that 
it loves to do Good: I could clearly diſtinguiſh a 
Difference between the Gentleneſs and Sweetneſs 
of the Influx proceeding from the Spirits of 
Jupiter, and of that which proceeds from the 
good Spirits of our Earth. When any flight 
Diſagreement exiſts amongſt them, they ſaid that

there appears a Sort of ſlender bright Irradiation, | 
like that of Lightning, or like the little Swath 
encompaſſing glittering and wandering Stars; but 
all Diſagreements amongſt them are ſoon ad- 
juſted: Glittering Stars, which are at the ſame 
Time wandering, ſignify what is falſe, but glit- 
tering and fixed Stars ſignify what is true; thus 
mm former ſignify Diſagreement, 6 ; 


[4 could diſtinguiſh the Prefence of the 
Spirits of Jupiter, nor only by the Gentleneſs and 
Sweetneſs of their Approach and Influx, but alſo 
by this Circumſtance, that for the moſt Part their 
Influx was into the Face, to which they commu- 
nicated a ſmiling Chearfulneſs, and this continu- 
ally during their Preſence : They faid, that they 
communicate a like Chearfulneſs of Countenance 
to the Inhabitants of their Earth, when they come 


to them, being deſirous thus to inſpire them with 


Heart-felt Tranquillity and Delight: That Tran- 


quillity and Delight, with which they inſpired 


me, filled my Breaſt and Heart very ſenſibly ; at 
the ſame Time there was a Removal of all evil 
Luſts and Anxiety concerning Things to come,

(4) That Stars in the Word fignify the Knowleges of 
Good and Truth, conſequently Truths, n. 2495, 2849, 


4697. And that in anather Life Truths are repreſented by | 


fixed Stars, but Falſes by wandering Stars, n. 1128. 
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which cauſe Unquiet and Diſturbance, and ex, 
cite various Commotions in the Mind. Hence 5 
was diſcoverable the Nature and Quality of the | 
Life of the Inhabitants of the Earth Jupiter; for 
the Diſpoſition of the Inhabitants'of any Earth 
may be known by the Spirits who come thence, 
inaſmuch as every one retaineth his own proper 
Life after Death, and continueth to live it when 3 
he becomes a Spirit. It was very obſervable, that Tz 
they. had a State of Bleſſedneſs or Happineſs ſtill 
more interior, which was manifeſt from this Cir- E | 
cumſtance, that their Interiors were perceived B 
not to be cloſed, but open to Heaven ; for in 
Proportion as the Interiors are more open ta 
Heaven, in the ſame Proportion they are more 
ſuſceptible of receiving Divine Good, and there- 
with Bleſſedneſs and interior Happineſs: The 
Caſe is altogether otherwiſe with thoſe, who do 
not live in the Order of Heaven; the Interiors 4 
with ſuch are cloſed, and the Exteriors open to 
the World. | 6 | 
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52. I was 1 ſhewn me what Sort of 
F aces the Inhabitants of the Earth Jupiter had; 
not that the Inhabitants themſelves appeared to 6 | 
me, but that the Spirits appeared with Faces 
ſimilar to what they had during their Abode on 
their Earth : But previous to this Manifeſtation, 
one of their W a HERA behind a bright 

Cloud, 
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Cloud, wh oave Permiſſion ; and inſtantly two 


Faces were preſented to View ; they were like the 
Faces of the Men of our Earth, fair and beautiful; 
Sincerity and Modeſty ſeemed to beam forth 
from them. During the Preſence of the Spirits 
of Jupiter, the Faces of the Men of our Earth 
appeared leſs than uſual, which Circumſtance 
was owing to this, that there was an Influx from 
thoſe Spirits of the. Idea which they had con- 


cerning their own Faces, as being larger; for 
they believe, during their Abode in their Earth, 


that after their Deceaſe their Faces will be larger; 
and of a round Shape ; and whereas this Idea is 


impreſſed on them, it conſequently remains with 


them, and when they become Spirits, they 
appear to themſelves as having larger Faces. 
The Reaſon why they believe that their Faces 


will be larger, is, becauſe they ſay that the Face 


isnot Bady, inaſmuch as through it they ſee, hear, 


' ſpeak, and manifeſt their Thoughts; and whereas 


the Mind is thus tranſparent through the Face, 
they hence form an Idea of the Face as of Mind 


in a Form; and inaſmuch as they know that 
they ſhall become wiſer when they ceaſe to live in 


the Body, therefore they believe that the Form of 
the Mind, or the Face, will become larger. 


They believe alſo, that after their Deceaſe they 


ſhall perceive a Fire, which will communicate 


Warth to their Faces; this Belief takes it's Riſe 
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from hence, that the wiſer amongſt them know 


that Fire in a ſpiritual Senſe ſignifies Love, and 


that Love is the Fire of Life, and that the Angels 


have Life from this Fire: (x) Such of them alſo 


as have lived in celeſtial Love, have their Wiſhes 
herein gratified, and perceive a Warmth in the 


Face, and at the ſame Time the Interiors of the 


Mind are kindled with Love. It is on this Ac- 
count that the Inhabitants of that Earth frequent- 


ly waſh and make clean their Faces, and alſo 


carefully ſecure them from the Sun's Heat: 


They uſe a Covering for the Head, made of 


the Bark of a Tree of a blueiſh Colour, which 
ſerves as a Shade for the Face. Concerning the 
Faces of the Men of our Earth, which they ſaw 
through my Eyes, (y) they ſaid that they were 
not handſome, and that the Beauty which they 
had, conſiſted in the external Skin, but not in' 


the Fibres my from what is internal; they 
were

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| were ſurprized to ſee the Faces of ſome full of 


Pimples and Carbuncles, and in other Reſpects 
deformed, and faid, that they have no ſuch Faces 
amongſt them: Some of their Faces retained a 
ſmiling Caſt [even in the Spiritual World, | viz. 
{uch as were of a chearful and ſmiling Habit, and 


ſuch as were a little prominent about the Lips. 


£3. The Reaſon why the Faces, which were 
prominent about the Lips, retained a ſmiling 
Caſt, was, becauſe the chief Part of their Diſcourſe 


is effected by the Face, and eſpecially by the 


Region about the Lips, and alſo becauſe they 
never uſe Deceit, that is, never ſpeak otherwiſe 
than they think, the Conſequence of which is, 
that they uſe no Reſtraint in Regard to the Face, 
but let all the Features and Fibres have free Play : 


The Caſe is otherwiſe with thoſe, who from their 


Childhood have been practiſed in Deceit; the 


Face is thereby contracted from within, to pre- 


vent the inward Thoughts from being manifeſted ; 
neither hath it free Play from without, but is 


kept in Readineſs either to put itſelf forth, or to 


contract itſelf, according to the Suggeſtions of 
Craft and Cunning. The Truth of this may ap- 
pear from an Examination of the Fibres of the 
Lips, and of the Parts thereabouts, for the Series 
of Fibres in thoſe Parts are manitold, complex, 
and interwoven together, being created not only 

| | for 
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for the Purpoſes of receiving and chewing. the 
Food, and of forming Expreſſions of Speech, but 
alſo of manifeſting the Ideas of the Mind "7 their 
various Configurations. 


54. It was alſo ſhewri me how the Thoughts 
are expreſſed by the Face; the Aﬀections, which 
appertain to the Love- Principle, are manifeſted 
by the Features and their Changes, and the 
Thoughts in thoſe Affections by Variations as to 
the Forms of interior Things therein; it is im- 
poſſible to deſcribe them further. The Inhabi- 
tants of the Earth Jupiter uſe alſo vocal Diſcourſe, 
but it is not fo loud as with us; one Kind of Dif- 


cCourſe is an Aid to the other, and Life is inſinu- 


ated into vocal Diſcourſe by that of the Coun- 


tenance. I am informed by the Angels, that the 


firſt Diſcourſe of all in every Earth was effected 


by the Face, and this from two Origins, the Lips 


and the Eyes: The Reaſon why this Kind of 


Diſcourſe was firſt in Uſe i is, becauſe the Face 


was formed to expreſs by it's Features all a Man's 
Thoughts and Inclinations; hence the Face is 
called an Effigy and Index of the Mind: A fur- 
ther Reaſon is, becauſe in the moſt ancient or 
primitive Times Man was influenced by a Prin- 
ciple of Sincerity, and cheriſhed no Thought, 
nor wiſhed to cheriſh any, but what he was wil- 
ling ſhould beam | forth viſibly in his Face: Thus 
alſo

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alſo the Aﬀections of the Mind, and the Thoughts 
therein originating, might be exhibited to the 
Life, and in their Fulneſs ; hereby likewiſe they 
were made viſible, as ſeveral Things united to- 
gether ina Form: This Kind of Diſcourſe there- 
fore excelled vocal Diſcourſe as much as the 
Senſe of Secing excels that of Hearing, or as the 
Sight of a fine Country excels a verbal Deſcrip- 
tion of it. Add to this, that ſuch Diſcourſe was 
in Agreement with the Diſcourſe of Angels, with 
whom Men in thoſe Times had Communication; 
and alſo that when the Face ſpeaks, or the Mind 
by the Face, the angelic Diſcourſe is exhibited 
with-Man in it's ultimate natural Form, but not 
ſo in verbal Diſcourſe. Every one alſo may con- 
ceive, that the moſt ancient People could not at 
firſt practiſe verbal Diſcourſe, inaſmuch as the 
Expreſſions of vocal Language are not infuſed 
immediately, but muſt have been invented, and 
applicd to the Things they were intended to ex- 
preſs; and this would require a Courſe of Time 
to effect. (2) So long as Man continued to be 


influenced by a Principle of Sincerity and Recti- 
A. tude, 


(2) That the moſt ancient People on this Earth uſed to 
diſcourſe by the Face and Lips, by Means of internal Aſpi- 
ration, n. 607, 1118, 7361. That the Inhabitants of ſome 
other Earths uſed to diſcourſe in like Manner, n. 4799, 
7359, 8248, 10587. Concerning the Perfection and Ex- 
cellence of that Diſcourſe, n. 7360, 10587, 10708, 
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tude, ſo long alſo ſuch Diſcourſe remained; but 
as ſoon as the Mind began to think one Thing 


and ſpeak another, which was the Caſe when 
Man began to love himſelf and not his Neigh- 
bour, then verbal Diſcourſe began to increaſe, 
the Face being either ſilent or deceitful; hence 
the internal Form of the Face vas changed, 
contracted itſelf, acquired Stiffneſs, and began to 
be nearly void of Life ; whilſt the external Form, 
inflamed by the Fire of Self- Love, appeared in the 
Eyes of Men as if it was alive; for a Want of 
Life in the internal Forms, which are hid under- 
neath the external, does not appcar before Men, 
but is manifeſt to the Angels, inaſmuch as the 
latter ſee interior Things. Such are the Faces 


of thoſe who think one Thing and ſpeak another; 


for Simulation, Hypocriſy, Cunning, and De- 
ceit, which at this Day are called Prudence, have 


a Tendency to produce ſuch Effects. But the 
Caſe is otherwiſe in another Life, where it is not 


allowable for the Speech and Thoughts to be at 
Variance; their Variance alſo is there clearly 
perceived in every ſingle Expreſſion, and when it 


is perceived, the Spirit, who is found guilty, is 


ſeparated from his Aſſociates, and fined ; after- 
wards he is reduced by various Methods to ſpeak 
as he thinks, and to think as he wills, until his 
Mind be one, and not divided; if he be a good 
Spirit, he is reduced to a State of willing what is 

1 | good, 
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good, and of thinking and ſpeaking what is true, 
from a Principle of Good ; and if he be an evil 
Spirit, he is reduced to a State of willing what is 


evil, and of thinking and ſpeaking what is falſe, 


from a Principle of Evil; until this is effected, 
the good Spirit is not elevated into Heaven, nor is 
the evil one caſt into Hell; and this to the End, 
that in Hell there may be Nothing but Evil and 
the Falſe grounded in Evil, and in Heaven No- 
thing but Good and Truth grounded in Good. 


55. I was further informed by the Spirits from 
that Earth, concerning various Particulars relating 
to it's Inhabitants, as concerning their Manner of 
Walking, concerning their Food, and their Ha- 
bitations. With Reſpect to their Manner of 


Walking, they do not walk erect like the Inhabi- 


tants of this and of ſeveral other Earths, nor do 
they creep on all four, like four-footed Beaſts, 
but as they go along, they aſſiſt themſelves with 
their Hands, and alternately half elevate them- 
ſelves on their Feet, and alſo at every. third Step 
turn the Face ſideways and behind them, and 
likewiſe at the ſame Time bend the Body a little, 


which is done ſuddenly ; for it is thought indecent 


amongſt them to be ſeen in any other Point of 
View than with the Face in Front. In walking 
thus, they always keep the Face elevated as with 
us, that ſo they may look at the Heavens as well 

H 2 - 
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as the Earth; holding the Face downwards ſo as 
to ſee the Earth alone, they call an accurſed 
Thing; the moſt vile and abject amongſt them 
give into this Habit, but if they continue in it, 
they are baniſhed the Society. When they fit, 
they appear like Men of our Earth, erect as to 
the upper Part of the Body, but they uſually ſit 
erols- legged: They are particularly cautious, 
not only when they walk, but alſo when they ſit, 
to be ſeen with the Face in Front, and not as to 
the back Parts; they are alſo very willing to 
have their Faces ſeen, becauſe thence their Mind 
appears; for with them the Face is never at Va- 
riance with the Mind, nor indeed have they 
Power to make it ſo; hence it evidently appears, 
on an Interview with them, what Diſpoſitions 
they entertain towards all who are preſent, eſpe- 
cially whether their apparent Friendſhip be 
ſincere or forced, for this they never conceal. 
| Theſe Particulars were declared to me by their 
Spirits, and confirmed by their Angels: Hence 
alſo their Spirits are ſeen to walk, not ere& like 
others, but almoſt like Perſons ſwimming, ap- 
pearing to help themſelves forward with theix 
Hands, and by Turns to look around them. 


56. They who live in their warm Climates, 
go naked, except about the Loins; nor are they 


aſhamed of their FORDS, inaſmuch as their 
Minds - 
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Minds are chaſte, loving none but ſuch as they 
are in conjugal Connection with, and abhorring 
Adultery. They were very much ſurprized at 
the Spirits of our Earth, who, on hearing of 
their Method of walking, and alſo that they were 
naked, made a Joke of it, and gave Way to laſ- 
civious Thoughts, without attending at all to 
their heavenly Life: They ſaid, that this was a 
Proof that Things corporeal and terreſtrial were 
of more Concern to them than celeſtial Things, 
and that Things of an indecent Nature had Place 
in their Minds. Thoſe Spirits of our Earth were 
told, that Nakedneſs gives no Occaſion either of 
Shame or of Scandal to ſuch as live in Chaſtity 
and a State of Innocence, but only to ſuch as live 
in Laſciviouſneſs and Immodeſty. 


£7. When the Inhabitants of that Earth lie in 
Bed, they turn their Faces forward, or towards 
the Chamber, but not backward, or towards the 
Wall: This was told me by their Spirits, who 
aſſigned alſo the Reaſon for their ſo doing, viz. 
that they believe, that in turning the Face for- 
ward, they turn it to the Lord, but if they turn 
it backward, they avert it from the Lord. I have 
ſometimes obſerved, in Regard to myſelf, whilſt 
I was in Bed, ſuch a Direction of the Face, but 
I never knew before whence it was. 


5 8. They 
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58. They take Delight in making long Meals, 
not ſo much for the Pleaſure of eating, as for the 
Pleaſure of diſcourſing at ſuch Times. Whilſt 
they fit at Table, they do not fit on Chairs or 


Stools, nor upon an elevated Turf, nor yet upon 


the bare Ground, but on the Leaves of a certain 
Tree; they were not willing to tell of what Tres 
the Leaves were, but when I gueſſed at ſeveral, 
and at laſt named the Leaves of the Fig-Tree, they 
affirmed that to be the Tree. They ſaid more- 
over, that they did not dreſs their Food with any 
View to gratify the Palate, but chiefly with a 
View to Wholeſomeneſs, and that the Food 
which was wholeſome was alſo ſavoury. In a 
Converſation which took Place amongſt the Spi- 
rits on this Subject, it was urged, that it would 
be well for Man to prepare his Food according to 
this Rule, for by ſo doing he would ſhew his At- 
tention to the Health of his Mind and Body at 
the ſame Time; whereas, when the Gratification 


of the Palate is the chief Thing attended to, the 


bodily Health is frequently loſt thereby, at leaſt 
loſes much of it's inward Vigour, and conſequent- 
ly the Mind alſo is affected, inaſmuch as the Ex- 
ertions of the Mind depend on the interior State 
ef the recipient bodily Parts, as Seeing and Hear- 
ing depend on the State of the Eye and Ear; 
hence the Madneſs of ſuppoſing, that all the De- 


_ of Life conſiſts in Luxury and Prone 
Indul-

Indulgencies; hence alſo comes Dulneſs and Stu- 


pidity in Things which require Thought and 


judgment, whilſt the Mind is diſpoſed only for 


the Exertions of Cunning and Contrivance reſ- 
pecting bodily and worldly Things; hereby Man 
acquires a brutal Image and Likeneſs, and there- 
fore ſuch Perſons are not improperly compared 
with Brutes. | 


59. Their Habitations were alſo ſhewn me 3 


they are low, and conſtructed of Wood, but 


within they are coated over with Bark of a paliſh 
blue Colour, the Walls and Ceiling being ſpotted 
as with ſmall Stars, to repreſent the Heavens ; 
for they are fond of thus picturing the viſible 
Heavens and Stars in the Inſides of their 


Houſes, becauſe they belicve the Stars to be the 


Abodes of Angels. They have alſo Tents, which 
are rounded above, and ſtretched out to a con- 
ſiderable Length, ſpotted likewiſe within with 
little Stars in a blue Plane; into theſe they be- 
take themſelves in the Middle of the Day, to 


prevent their Faces ſuffering from the Heat of 


the Sun: They are very attentive to the Con- 


ſtruction, Neatneſs, and Cleanlineſs of theſe 


their Tents: They have alſo their Meals in 
them. 


60. When 
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8146, 8148. And that the white Horſe in the Revelation 
| * the Underſtanding of the Word, n. 2760, 
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50. When the Spirits of Jupiter ſaw the 
Horſes of this Earth, the Horſes appeared to me 


of a leſs Size than uſual, although they were 
tolerably robuſt and large; this was in Conſe- 


quence of the Idea of thoſe Spirits concerning the 


Horſes they ſaw; they ſaid, that they alſo had 
Horſes amongſt them, but of a much larger Size, 
and that they were wild, running at large in the 


Woods, and that when they come in Sight, the 


Inhabitants are terrified, although they never 


ſuffer any Hurt from them; they added, that the 
Fear of Horſes is innate or natural to them: 


This led me to a Conſideration of the Cauſe of 
that Fear, and it ſeemed to be grounded in the 


ſpiritual Signification of Horſes; for a Horſe in 


a ſpiritual Senſe ſignifies the intellectual Principle 
formed of Scientifics, (aa) and inaſmuch as the 


Inhabitants of Jupiter are afraid of cultivating 
the intellectual Principle by worldly Sciences, 


hence comes an Influx of the Fear of Horſes. 
That they pay no Attention to Scientifics, which 
appertain to human Erudition, will be ſeen 
preſently. | |

(aa) That Horfe ſignifies the intellectual Principle, 1

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61. The Spirits of the Earth Jupiter are not 
willing to aſſociate with the Spirits of our Earth, 


becauſe they differ both in Minds and Manners ; 


they ſay that the Spirits of our Earth are cunning, 
and that they are prompt and ingenious in the 


Contrivance of Evil; and that they know and 
think little about what is good. Moreover, the 


Spirits of the Earth Jupiter are much wiſer than 


was permitted the Spirits of our Earth, by their 
wicked Arts, to act upon and infeſt the Spirits of 
jupiter who were with me; the latter endured 


the Spirits of our Earth; they ſay allo of our Spi- 


rits, that they talk much and think little, and 


thus that they are not capable of an interior Per- 
ception of many Things, not even of what is 


good; hence they conclude, that the Men of 


our Earth arc external Men. On a Time alſo it 


ſuch Action for a conſiderable Time, but at length 


confeſſed that they could endure no longer, and 
that they belicved it impoſſible for worſe Spirits 


to exiſt, inaſmuch as they perverted their Ima- 
gination and alſo their Thoughts in ſuch a 


Manner, that they ſeemed to themſelves as it 


were bound, and that they could not be extricated 
and ſet at Liberty without Divine Aid. Whilſt I 


was reading in the Word ſome Paſſages concern- 
ing our Saviour's Paſſion, certain European 


Spirits infuſed dreadful Scandals, with Intent to 
ſeduce the Spirits of Jupiter: Inquiry was made 
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who they were, and what had been their Profeſſion 
in the World, and it was diſcovered that ſome of 
them had been Preachers, and that the greater 
Part were of thoſe who call themſelves of the | 
Lord's Society, or Jeſuits ; I ſaid, that they, du- 
ring their Abode in the World, by their Preach- 
ing concerning the Lord's Paſton, were able to 
move the Vulgar to Tears; I further added what 
was the Cauſe of the Difference between what 
they appeared to be in the World, and what they 
were at preſent, viz. that in the World their 
Thoughts and their Words were at Variance, 
conſequently they entertained one Opinion in 
their Hearts, and profeſſed another with their 
Lips, but that now they are not allowed to ſpeak 
under ſuch Diſguiſe, for in becoming Spirits. 
they are compelled to ſpeak in all Reſpects as 
they think. The Spirits of Jupiter expreſſed 
the utmoſt Aſtoniſhment at hearing of ſuch Va- 
riance between Men's Interiors and Exteriors, 
and that they were able to think one Thing and 
| fay another, which to themſelves (viz. the Spirits 
of Jupiter) was impoſſible. They were ſurprized 
alſo, when they were informed that great Num- 
bers, who are from our Earth, become Angels, 
and that ſuch are in Heart altogether different 
from the above Spirits; for they imagined at 
that Inſtant, that in our Earth all were like the 
Spirits then preſent ; but they were informed, 
that 
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that there are not many of ſuch a Character, and 


that there are alſo ſome whoſe Thoughts are under 
the Influence of Goodneſs, and not of Evil like 
the above, and that all whoſe Thoughts are un- 
der the Influence of Goodneſs become Angels. 
To convince them that this was the Caſe, there 
came Choirs out of Heaven, conſiſting of Angels 


from our Earth, one Choir after another, who 


together with one Voice and in harmonious Con- 
cert glorified the Lord: Thoſe Choirs affected 
the Spirits of Jupiter who were preſent with ſuch 
Delight, that they ſeemed to themſelves to be 
caught up as it were into Heaven: The Glorifi- 
cation by the Choirs (45) laſted about an Hour: 
It was given me to perceive ſenſibly a Communi- 
cation of the Delights occaſioned thereby: The 
Spirits of Jupiter ſaid, that they would relate 
what had happened, to the other Spirits from 
their Earth, who were in other Parts of the 
Spiritual World. 


62. The Inhabitants of the Earth Jupiter 
make Wiſdom to conſiſt in thinking well and 
| 2 juſtly 


(5) That it is called a Chorus or Choir, when ſeveral 
Spirits ſpeak together and unanimouſly, concerning which 
ſee n. 2595, 2596, 3350. That in their Speech there is an 
harmonious Agreement, concerning which ſee n. 1648, 
1649, That by Choirs in another Life there is a Preparation 
for and Introduction to Unanimity, n. 3182. 
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juſtly on all Occurrences in Life; they imbibe * 
this Wiſdom from their Parents at an carly Age, 


ceiving an Increaſe in each Generation from the 
Love thereof, in Conſideration of it's having been 
the Wiſdom of their Forefathers. They are al- 
together unacquainted with the Sciences, ſuch as 
are cultivated on our Earth, nor have they any 
Deſire to be acquainted with them; they call 
them Shades, and compare them to Clouds 
which intercept the Light of the Sun; this Idea 
concerning the Sciences they have conccived, in 
Conſequence of ſome Spirits from our Earth 
boaſting that they were wiſe by Reaſon of their 
Skill in the Sciences. The Spirits from our 
Farth, who thus boaſted, were ſuch as made 
Wiſdom to conſiſt in Things appertaining merely 
to the Memory, as in Languages, eſpecially the 
Hebrew, Greek, and Latin, in a Knowledge of 
all important Particulars reſpecting the learned 
World, in Criticiſm, in bare experimental Diſ- 
coverics, and in Terms, particularly ſuch as are 
philoſophical, with other Things of a like 
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to Wiſdom, but making Wiſdom to conſiſt in 
the Things themſelves; ſuch Perſons, inaſmuch 
as they have not cultivated their rational Faculty 
by the Sciences, as by Means leading to Wiſdom, 
have little Perception in another Life, for they 
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ſee only in Terms, and from Terms, in which 
Caſe thoſe Things are as Clots and Clouds ob- 
ſtructing the intellectual Sight, ſee above, n. 38; 


and they who have been vain and conceited by 


Reaſon of their Erudition thus grounded, have 
ſtill leſs Perception; but they who have uſed the 
Sciences as Means of invalidating and annihilating 
the Things appertaining to the Church and to 
Faith, are found to have totally deſtroyed their 
intellectual Principle, in Conſequence whereof 
they ſee in the dark like Owls, miſtaking what is 
falſe for what is true, and what 1s evil for what 


is good. The Spirits of Jupiter, from the Con- 


verſation they had with ſuch, concluded, that 
the Sclences occaſion a Shade in the Intellect, and 
tend to make it blind; but they were informed, 


that on our Earth the Sciences are Means of 
opening the intellectual Sight, which, Sight is in 
the Light of Heaven, but inaſmuch as there is a 


Prevalence of ſuch Things as appertain to the 


mere natural and ſenſual Life, therefore the Sci- 
ences to the Men of our Earth are Means of 


becoming unwiſe, or of confirming them in 


_ Favour of Nature againſt Divine Agency, and in 


Favour of the World againſt Heaven: They 
were further informed, that the Sciences in them- 
ſelves are ſpiritual Riches, and that they who 
poſſeſs them are like thoſe who poſſeſs worldly 
Riches, which in like Manner are Means whereby 
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Man may do Service to himſelf, his Neighbour, 
and his Country, and whereby alſo he may do 
Miſchief; moreover that they are like Dreſs, 
which ſerves for Uſe and Ornament, and alſo for 
the nouriſhing of Pride and Vanity, as in the 
Caſe of thoſe who would be honoured for their 
fine Cloaths. This was perfectly intelligible to 
the Spirits of Jupiter; but they were ſurprized at 
the Inhabitants of our Earth, that, being Men, 
they ſhould reſt in Means, and prefer Things 
leading to Wiſdom before Wiſdom itſelf; and 
that they ſhould not fee, that to immerſe the Mind 
in ſuch Things, and not to elevate it above them, 
was to becloud and blind it. 


63. A certain Spirit at that Inſtant, riſing 
from the lower Earth, came to me and faid, that 
he had heard what I had been diſcourſing upon 
with other Spirits, but that he did not under- 
ſtand at all what was ſaid concerning ſpiritual 
Life and the Light thereof: He was aſked whe- 
ther he was willing to be inſtructed on that Head ? 
He faid that he did not come with any ſuch In- 
tention : Hence it was given to conclude, that he 
would not comprehend what might be ſaid on the 
Subject : He was exceedingly ſtupid, yet it was 
declared by the Angels, that, during his Abode 
in the World, he was much celebrated for his 
Learning: He was cold, as was manifeſtly per- 

ceived 
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ceived from his Breathing, which was a Sign of 
an Illumination merely natural, and of none 
ſpiritual, conſequently that by the Sciences he had 
not opened, but cloſed his Way to the Light of 
Heaven. 


64. Inaſmuch as the Inhabitants of the Earth 
Jupiter procure Intelligence for themſelves by a 
different Way from the Inhabitants of our Earth, 
and are moreover of a different Genius and Tem- 
per as grounded in the Life, therefore they cannot 
abide long together, but either ſhun or remove 
each other. There are Spheres, which may be 
called ſpiritual Spheres, which continually flow 
forth, yea, overflow from every Spirit; they 
flow from the active Principle of the Affections 


and conſequent Thoughts, thus from the Lite 


itſelf ; (cc) all Conſociations in another Life are 
regulated according to theſe Spheres, thoſe which 
agree being joined together according to their 


Agreement, and thoſe which diſagree being ſepa- 


rated according to their Diſagreement. The 


Spirits 


(cc) That a ſpiritual Sphere, which is the Sphere of the 
Life, flows forth and overflows from every Man, Spirit, 
and Angel, and encompaſſes them about, n. 4464, 5179, 


7454. That it flows forth from the Life of their Affections 


and conſequent Thoughts, n. 2489, 4464, 6206. That in 
another Life Conſociations and alſo Diſſociations are regu- 


lated according to Spheres, n. 6206, 9606, 9607, 10312. 
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Spirits and Angels, who are from the Earth Ju- 
piter, in the Grand Man have Relation to the 


IMAGINATIVE PRINCIPLE oF THOUGHT, and con- 


ſequently to an active State of the interior Parts; 


but the Spirits of our Earth have Relation to the 
various Functions of the exterior Parts of the 


Body, and when theſe are defirous to have 
Dominion, the active or imaginative Principle of 
Thought from the Interior cannot flow in: 


Hence come the Oppoſitions between the Spheres 


of the Life of each. 


65. As to what concerns their Divine Wor- 
ſhip, it is a principal Characteriſtic thereof, that 
they acknowledge our Lord as the Supreme, who 
governs Heaven and Earth, calling Him the 
OxrLy Lord; and inaſmuch as they acknowledge 
and worſhip Him during their Life in the Body, 


they hence ſeek Him after Death, and find Him; 


he is the ſame with our Lord. They were aſked, 
whether they Enow that the OnLy Lord is a Man ? 
They replied, that they all know that he is a 


Man, becauſe in their World 'he hath been ſeen 


by many as a Man; and that he inſtructs them 


concerning the Truth, preſerves them, and alſo 
gives cternal Life to thoſe, who worſhip Him 
from a Principle of Good. They ſaid further, 


that it is revealed to them from Him, how they 
ſhould live, and how believe; and that what is 
3 | revealed, 


r

Lord was the ſame 
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revealed, is handed down from Parents to Chil- 
dren, and hence there flows forth Doctrine to all 
the Families, and thereby to the whole Nation 
which is deſcended from one Father. They 
added, that it ſeems to them as if they had the 
Doctrine written on their Minds, and they con- 
clude ſo from this Circumſtance, becauſe they 
perceive inſtantly, and acknowledge as of them- 
ſelves, whether it be true or not what is ſaid by 
others concerning the Life of Heaven in Man. 


They do not know that their Only Lord was born 


a Man on our Earth; they ſaid, that it is of no 
Concern to them to know it, only that He is a 
Man, and governs the Univerſe. When I in- 


formed them, that on our Earth he is named 
_ Chriſt Jeſus, and that Chriſt ſignifies Anointed or 


King, and Jeſus Saviour, they ſaid, that they do 
not worſhip Him as a King, becauſe King ſuggeſts 
the Idea of what is worldly, but that they worſhip 
Him as a Saviour. On this Occaſion a Doubt 
was injected from the Spirits of our Earth, whe- 
ther their Only Lord was the ſame with our Lord, 
but they removed it by the Recollection that they 
had ſeen Him in the Sun, and had acknowledged 
that it was He Himſelf whom they ſaw on their 
Earth, ſee above, n. 40. On a Time alſo the 
Spirits of Jupiter, who were with me, were ſeized 
with a momentary Doubt, whether their Only 
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Doubt, which was. inſtantaneouſly injected, was 
alſo inſtantaneouſly diſperſed ; it was ſuggefted 
by an Influx from ſome Spirits of our Earth ; and 
what ſurprized me much on this Occaſion, the 


Spirits of Jupiter were ſo aſhamed of themſelves, 


for having doubted herein, though but for a Mo- 
ment, that they requeſted me not to publiſh it, 
leſt they ſhould be charged with any Incredulity, 


when yet they were now convinced of the Truth 


more than others. They were moſt exceedingly 
affected and rejoiced when they heard it declared, 
that.the Only Lord is Alone Man, and that all 
have from Him what entitles them to be called 


Men; but thatthey are only ſo far Men, as they 


are Images of Him, that is, as they love Him, 


and love their Neighbour, conſequently as they 
are principled in Good; for the Good of Love 


and Faith 1s an Image of the Lord. 


66. There were with me ſome Spirits of the 
Earth Jupiter, whilſt I was reading the. ſeven- 
tcenth Chapter in John, concerning the Lord's 
Love, and concerning his Glorification ; .and 5 
when they heard the Contents, an holy Influence 1 | 
ſeized them, and they confeſſed that all Things 
therein were Divine : But at that Inſtant, ſome 2 
Spirits of our Earth, who were Infidels, ſuggeſted . 
various Scandals, ſaying, that he was born an 3 


Infant, lived as a Man, appeared as another 
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Man, was crucified, with other Circumſtances 


of a like Nature: But the Spirits of the Earth 
Jupiter paid no Attention to theſe Suggeſtions ; 
they ſaid, that ſuch are their Devils, whom they 
abhor ; adding, that Nothing of a celeſtial Prin- 
ciple bath any Place in their Minds, but only an 
earthly Principle, which they called Droſs; and 
which they ſaid they had diſcovered from this 
Circumſtance, that when Mention was made of 
going naked on their Earth, obſcene Ideas im- 


mediately occupied their Thoughts, and they paid 


no Attention to their celeſtial Life, which was 
alſo ſpoken of at the ſame Time, 


67. The clear Perception, which the Spirits of 
Jupiter have concerning ſpiritual Things, was 
made manifeſt to me from their Manner of repre- 
ſenting how the Lord converts depraved Aﬀec- 
tions into good Affections: They repreſented the 
intellectual Mind as a beautiful Form, and im- 
preſſed upon it an Activity fuitable to the Form 
anſwering to the Life of Affection; this they 
executed in a Manner which no Words can 
deſcribe, and with ſuch Dexterity that they were 
commended by the Angels. There were preſent 
on this Occaſion ſome of the Learned from our 
Earth, who had immerſed the intellectual Prin- 
ciple in ſcientific Terms, and had thought and 


written much about Form, about Subſtance, 
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about Materiality and Immateriality, and the 
like, without applying ſuch Things to any Uſe ; 
theſe could not even comprehend that Repreſen- 
tation. 85 


68. They are exceedingly cautious on their 
Earth, leſt any one ſhould fall into wrong 
Opinions concerning the Only Lord; and if 
they obſerve that any begin to think not rightly 


concerning Him, they firſt admoniſh, then uſe 


Threats, and laſtly deter by Puniſhment : They 
ſaid, that they had obſerved, if any ſuch wrong 
Opinions inſinuate themſelves into any Family, 


that Family is taken from amongſt them, not by- 


the Puniſhment of Death inflicted by their Fel- 
lows, but by being deprived of Reſpiration, and 
conſequently of Life, by Spirits, when they have 
. firſt threatened them with Death: For in that 
Farth Spirits ſpeak with the Inhabitants, and 
chaſtiſe them if they have done Evil, and even if 
they have intended to do Evil, of which we ſhall 
ſay more preſently ; hence if they think evil con- 
cerning the Only Lord, and do not repent, they 
are threatened with Death: In this Manner the 
Worſhip of the Lord, who to the Inhabitants of 
that. Earth is the Supreme Divinity, is preſerved 
pure, | | | 


69. They 
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69. They ſaid, that they have no particular 
Days ſet apart for Divine Worſhip, but that every 

Morning at Sun-Riſe, and every Evening at Sun- 
Setting, they perform holy Worſhip to their Only 
Lord in their Tents; and that they alſo ſing 
Pſalms after their Manner. 


* 
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70. I was further informed, that in that Earth 
there are alſo ſome who call themſelves Saints, 
and who command their Servants, of whom they 
wiſh to have great Numbers, to give them the 
Title of Lords, threatening them with Puniſh- 
ment if they omit it ; they likewiſe forbid their 
Servants to adore the Lord of the Univerſe, ſay- 
ing that themſelves are Lords Mediators, and 
that they will preſent the Supplications of others 
to the Lord of the Univerſe. They call the Lord 
of the Univerſe, who is our Lord, not the Only 
Lord, as the reſt do, but the Supreme Lord, by 
Reaſon: that they call themſelves alſo Lords. 
The Sun of the World they call the Face of the 
Supreme Lord, and believe that his Abode is 
there, - wherefore they alſo adore the Sun. The 
reſt of the Inhabitants hold them in Averſion, 
and are unwilling to converſe with them, as well 
becauſe they adore the Sun, as becauſe they call 
themſelves Lords, and are worſhipped by their 
Servants as mediatory Gods. There was ſhewn 
me by Spirits the Covering of their Head, which 

was 
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was a tufted Cap of a darkiſh Colour. In the 
other Lite ſuch appear to the left in a certain Al- 
| titude, and there fit as Idols, and for ſome Time 
are alſo worſhipped by the Servants who have 
attended upon them, but are afterwards held in 


Deriſion by the ſame Servants. What ſurprized 


me was, that their Faces ſhine there as by the 
Light of a Fire, which is in Conſequence of their 
having believed that they were Saints; but not- 
withſtanding this fiery Appearance of their Faces, 
they are nevertheleſs cold, and have an intenſe 


Deſire to be made warm; hence it is evident that 
the Fire, whereby they ſeem to ſhine, is the Fire 
of Selt-Love and a falſe Fire. In Order to make 


themſelves warm, they ſeem to themſelves to cut 
Wood, and whilſt they are thus employed, there 


appears underneath the Wood Something of a 


Man, whom at the ſame Time they attempt to 
ſtrike; this Appearance is in Conſequence of 
their attributing to themſelves Merit and Sanctity, 
for all who do ſo in this Life, ſeem to themſelves 


in another Life to cut Wood, as was the Caſe 


likewiſe with ſome Spirits from our Earth, whom 
we have ſpoken of elſewhere; For the further 


Illuſtration of this Subject, I ſhall here ad- 


duce what has been experimentally made known 
10 me; © In the lower Earth, beneath the Soles 
« of the Feet, are thoſe who have placed Merit in 
« their good Deeds and Wart ; ſeveral of them 
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« appear to themſelves to cut Wood; the Place 
« where they are collected is very cold, and they 
« ſeem to themſelves to acquire Warmth by their 
« Labour: I have alſo diſcourſed with them, and 
* it was given me to aſk them, Whether they _ 
had any Inclination to leave that Place? They 
* replied, that as yet they had not merited it by 
« their Labour : When that State however is 
« finiſhed and paſt, they are taken away thence : 
« All ſuch Spirits are in a mere natural State, in- 
« aſmuch as in the Deſire of meriting Salvation 
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. there is Nothing of a ſpiritual Principle, ſuch 
Deſire originating in Self and not in the Lord; 
Mi © moreover ſuch prefer themſelves above others, 


« and in ſome Caſes deſpiſe others; and if in 
« another Life they do not receive more Blifs 
te than others, they have Indignation againſt the 
« Lord, wherefore whilſt they are cutting Wood, 
te it appears as if Somewhat of the Lord was un- 
« derneath the Wood ; this is in Conſequence of 
re their Indignation.” (dd)

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71. It is common in che Earth Jupiter for 
Spirits to diſcourſe with the Inhabitants, to in- 
ſtruct them, and alſo to chaſliſe them if they have 
done evil; on which Subject I wiſh to be more 
particular, as ſeveral Things were related to me 


by their Angels concerning it. The Reaſon why 


Spirits in that Earth diſcourſe with Men is, be- 
cauſe they think much about Heaven and a Life 
aſter Death; and becauſe reſpectively they are 
little ſolicitous about the preſent Life ; for they 
know that they ſhall live after their Deceaſe, and 
in a happy State according to the State of their 


internal Man formed in the World. To diſcourſe . 


with Spirits and Angels was alſo common on this 


Earth in ancient Times, and for the ſame Reaſon, 


viz. becauſe they then thought much of Heaven 
and little of the World: But that living Com- 
munication with Heaven in Proceſs of Time was 
cloſed, as Man from Internal became External, 
or what is the ſame Thing, as he began to think 
much about the World and little about Heaven; 
and eſpecially when he ceaſed to believe in the 
Exiſtence of Heaven or Hell, and that in himſelf 
there was a ſpiritual Man which would live after 
Death: For at this Day it is believed, that the

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Body liveth by a Virtue of it's own, and not by 
Virtue of it's Spirit; wherefore unleſs Man now 
entertained a Belief that he ſhould riſe again with 
his natural Body, he would have no Belief at all 
about a Reſurrection.

72. As to what particularly concerns the 

Preſence of Spirits with the Inhabitants of Ju- 

piter,. there are ſome Spirits who chaſtiſe, ſome 

who inſtruct, and ſome who rule over them: The 

Spirits who chaſtiſe apply themſelves to the left 

by Side, and incline themſelves towards the Back, 
5 and when they are there, they preſs forth from 
Man's Memory all that he hath done or thought; 
for this is an eaſy Thing to Spirits, inaſmuch as 
when they come to Man, they enter into all his 
Memory. (i) If they find that he hath done 
Evil, or hath thought Evil, they reprove him, 
and alſo chaſtiſe him by Pain in the Joints of his 
Feet or Hands, or about the Region of the Bel- 
ly; this alſo Spirits can effect with much Dex- 
terity when they are permitted; on the Approach 
of ſuch Spirits to Man, he is ſtruck with Horror 
attended with Fear, and hence he is aware of 
their Coming Fear may be excited in any Per- 
ſon by evil Spirits, on their Approach, eſpecially 
buy thoſe, who, during their Abode in the World, 
E have been Thieves and Robbers. In Order that 
z I might know how thoſe Spirits act, when they 
[2 Ek . 
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come to a Man of their own Earth, it was per- 


mitted that ſuch a Spirit ſhould alſo come to me ; 
when he was near, Horror attended with Fear 
manifeſtly affected me, yet it was not an interior 
but exterior Horror, becauſe J was aware of the 
Spirit from whom it proceeded; he was alſo 


ſeen by me, and appeared as a darkiſh Cloud 


with moveable Stars in it; moveable Stars ſignify 
Falſities, but fixed Stars Truths: () He applied 
himſelf to my leſt Side towards the Back, and 
likewiſe began to reprove me on Account of 
Things done and thought, which he produced 
from my Memory, and alſo interpreted unfa- 
vourably; but he was checked by the Angels: 
When he perceived that he was with a Man who 
did not betong to his own Earth, he began to 
diſcourſe with me, ſaying, that when he came to 
any Man, he knew all and fingular the Things 
which he was doing and thinking; alfo that he 
ſeverely reproved him, and likewiſe chaſtiſed 


him by various, Pains. At another Time again 


ſuch a chaſtiſing Spirit came to me, and applied 


himſelf to my left Side below the Middle of the 


Body, like the former, and alſo deſired to puniſh 


me; but he likewiſe was reſtrained by the An- 


gels: He ſhewed me however the Kinds of 
Puniſhment, which they are permitted to inflict on 
the Men of their Earth, if they do evil, or intend 


eo do evil; beſides Pains of the Joints, they cauſe 
| alſo 
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alſo a painful Compreſſion about the Middle of 
the Belly, which ſeems as if it proceeded from a 
tight ſharp Belt; likewiſe a Ceſſation of Reſpira- 
tion at Times even to apparent Suffocation; 
another Kind of Puniſhment is that of Prohibition, 


whereby the Perſon puniſhed is forbid eating any 
Thing but Bread for a Time; laſtly, Death is 
denounced, in Caſe the Offender doth not ceaſe 


trom his evil Acts and Intentions, and at the 
ſame Time he is deprived of all Satisfaction 
ariſing from the Company of his Wife, his Chil- 
dren, and Aſſociates; Grief alſo is inſinuated on 
ſuch Occaſions by Reaſon of ſuch Deprivation. 

| 73. The Spirits who inſtruct, apply themſelves 
alſo to the left Side of the Perſons inſtructed, but 


more to the Front ; they reprove likewiſe, but 


mildly, and preſently teach them how they ought 
to live: They appear alſo of a darkiſh Hue, yet 
not like Clouds as the former, but as if they were 
clad in Sackcloth : Theſe are called Inſtructors, 
but the former Chaſtiſers. When the inſtructing 
Spirits are preſent, angelic Spirits are preſent 


alſo, ſitting cloſe to the Head, and filling it in a 
peculiar Manner; their Preſence likewiſe is per- 


ceived there like a mild and gentle Aſpiration, 
for they are afraid of Man's perceiving the leaſt 
Pain or Anxiety from their Approach and Influx; 
They govern the chaſtiſing and inſtructing Spirits, 
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preventing the former from putting Man to more 
Pain than is permitted by the Lord, and 
prompting the latter to teach what is true. 
During the Time that a chaſtiſing Spirit was 
with me, there were preſent alſo angelic Spirits, 
who kept my Countenance in a conſtant Smile | 
and Chearfulneſs, and the Region about the Lips 
prominent, and my Mouth a little open; this 
the Angels cafily effect by Influx, when it is 
permitted of the Lord: They ſaid, that with the 
Inhabitants of their Earth, they induce ſuch a 
Countenance when they are preſent. | 


74. It Man after Chaſtiſement and Inſtruction _ 
again does Evil, or thinks to do Evil, and doth 

not check himſelf by the Precepts of Truth, when | 

the chaſtiſing Spirit returns, he is puniſhed more 
ſeverely : But the angelic Spirits moderate the 
Puniſhment according to the Intention in what 
was done, and according to the Will-Prin- 
Ciple in what was thought. Hence it may appear, 
that their Angels, who ſit at the Head, exerciſe 
a Species of judicatory Power over Man, inaſ- 
much as they permit, moderate, reſtrain, and 
operate by Influx ; but it was declared, that they 
do not judge, but that the Lord Alone is Judge, 
and that from Him into them flow all Things 
which they enjoin to the chaſtiſing and inſtructing 
Spirits, and that it appears as if it was from them. 


— 5 75. In 
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75. In the Earth Jupiter Spirits ſpeak with 
Man, but Man in his Turn doth not ſpeak with 


Spirits, only theſe Words when he is inſtructed, 


1 will do ſo no more: Nor is it allowed him to tell 
any one that a Spirit hath ſpoken with him, for if 
he doth this he is afterwards puniſhed. Thoſe 


Spirits of Jupiter, when they were with me, ſup- 


poſed ar firſt that they were with a Man of their 


own Earth; but when I ſpake with them again, 
and when they perceived that I had Thoughts of 
publiſhing what paſled between us, and thus of 


telling it to others, and that it was not allowed 


them either to chaſtiſe or inſtruct me tor ſo doing, 
they then. diſcovered that they were with a 
Stranger. | 


76. There are two Signs which appear to thoſe 
Spirits, during their Abode with Man; they -ſce 
an elderly Man (Virum) of a fair Countenance, 
which 1s a Sign to them to ſpeak Nothing bur 
what is true, and to do Nothing but what is juſt: 
They ſee alſo a Face in a Window, which is a 
Sign to them to depart thence. Such anelderly 
Man alſo appeared to me, and likewiſe a Face 
was ſeen in a Window, and on ſeeing the Face 
thoſe Spirits immediately departed from me. 


— 


77. Beſides the Spirits above mentioned, there 


_ qre alfo Spirits who ſt uggeſt contrary Perſuaſions ; 


theſe 
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theſe are they who, daring their Abode in the 
World, were baniſhed from the Society of the 


reſt on Account of their Wickedneſs : When they 


approach, there appears as it were a flying Fire, 
which paſſes downwards near the Face: They 
place themſelves beneath near Man's back Parts, 
and ſpeak thence towards the upper Parts. What 
they fay is directly contrary to the Inſtructions 
which the Inſtructor Spirit gave from the Angels, 


and is to this Purport, that they need not live 


according to Inſtruction, but according to their 
own Will and Pleaſure, without any Check or 
Reſtraint. They generally make their Approach 


as ſoon as the former Spirits are departed ; but 


the Men on that Earth are aware who and what 
thoſe Spirits are, and therefore are unconcerned 
about them ; nevertheleſs they are taught hereby 
what is Evil, and conſequently what is Good, for 
by Evil is learnt what Good is, the Quality of 
Good being difcerned by it's Oppoſite ; for all 
Perception in every Caſe is according to Reflec- 
tion in Relation to Differences and Diſtinctions 
ſuggeſted by Oppoſites in various Manners and 


various Degrees. 


78. The chaſtiſing and inſtructing Spirits do 


not approach thoſe who call themſelves Saints 


and Lords Mediators, concerning whom ſee 
above, n. 70, becaule they do not ſuffer them- 
ſelves 
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: ſelves to be inſtructed, nor are amended by Dif- 
cipline, being inflexible in Conſequence of being 


under the Influence of Self-Love : The chaſtiſing 


and inftructing Spirits ſay, that they diſcern ſuch 


by their Coldneſs, and that when they perceive 


Cold they depart from them. 


79. There are alſo Spirits amongft thoſe from 
the Earth Jupiter, whom they call Sweepers of 
Chimnies, becauſe they appear in like Garments, 


and likewiſe with ſooty Faces; who, they are, and 


what is their Nature and Quality, I ſhall alſo 


deſcribe. One of theſe Spirits came to me, and 
anxiouſly requeſted: that I would intercede for 


him to be admitted into Heaven; he ſaid, that 
he was not conſcious of having done any Evil, 
only that he had reprimanded the Inhabitants of 
his Earth, and that after reprimanding he in- 


| ſtructed them: He applied himſelf to my left 


Side a little lower than the Elbow, and ſpake as 
it were with a divided Faith: He had alſo the 


Power of exciting Pity ; but all I could fay in 


Reply was, that it was not in my Power to help 
him, tor that all Help was from the Lord alone ; 
nor could I intercede for him, becauſe I did not 
know whether it was uſeful or not; but that if he 
was, deſerving, he might have Hope: At that 
Inſtant he was remanded back amongſt ſome up- 
right — from his own Farch, but they ſaid

that he could not be in Conſort with them, be- 


cauſe he differed in Quality; ſtill however he re- 
queſted with an intenſe Defire to be let into 
Heaven, and in Conſequence thereof he was in- 


troduced to a Society of upright Spirits of this 


Earth; but theſe alſo declared that he could not 
abide with them: He was likewiſe of a black 
Colour in the Light of Heaven, but he himſelf 


faid that he was not of a black Colour, but of a 
darkiſn brown. I was informed that they are 


ſuch at firſt, whoare afterwards received amongſt 
thoſe who conſtitute the Province of the SEMINAL 


Vrsskls in the Grand Man or Heaven; for in 


thoſe Veſſels the Semen is collected, and is en- 
compaſſed with a Covering of ſuitable Matter, 
ſit to preſerve the prolific Principle of the Semen 
from being diſſipated, but which may be put off 


in the Neck of the Uterus, that thus what is re- 


ſerved within may ſerve for Conception or the 


Impregnation of the Ovulum; hence alſo that 


ſeminal Matter hath a ſtrong Tendency and as it 


were a burning Deſire to put itſelf off, and leave 


the Semen to accompliſh it's End: Somewhat 
{imilar to this appeared likewiſe in this Spirit: 
He came again to me, in vile Raiment, and again 
faid, that he had a burning Deſire to be admitted 
into Heaven, and that now he perceived himſelf 
to be qualified for that Purpoſe; it was given me 


to tell him, that poſſibly this was a Token that

he would ſhortly be admitted: At that Inſtant 
the Angels called to him to caſt off his Raiment, 
which he did immediately, with inconceivable 
Quickneſs from the Vehemence of his Deſire; 


whereby was repreſented what is the Nature of 


their Deſires, who are in the Province to which 


the ſeminal Veſſels correſpond. I was informed 


that ſuch, when they are prepared for Heaven, 
are ſtripped of their own Garments, and are 
cloathed with new ſhining Raiment, and become 
Angels. They are likened unto Caterpillars, 
which having paſſed through that vile State of 
their Exiſtence, are changed into Nymphs, and 
thus into Butterflies, in which laſt State they are 
gifted with new Cloathing, and alſo with Wings 
of various Colours, as blue, yellow, filver, or 


| golden; at the ſame Time they have Liberty to 


fly in the open Air as in their Heaven, and to 
celebrate their Marriages, and to lay their Eggs, 
and thus to provide for the Propagation of their 
Kind; and then alſo ſweet and pleaſant Food is 


allotted them from the Juices and Odours of 


various Flowers. 


80. Hitherto we have ſaid Nothing concern- 
ing the Natures and Qualities of the Angels who 
are from the Earth Jupiter; for they who come 
to the Men of their Earth, and fit at the Head, 
(concerning whom ſee n. 73,) are not Angels in 
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their interior Heaven, but are Angelic Spirits, 
or Angels in their exterior Heaven ; and inaſmuch 
as the Natures and Qualities of the former An- 
gels have been made known to me, I ſhall here 
relate what has been diſcovered on that Subject. 
A certain Spirit, belonging to thoſe of the Earth 
Jupiter, who inſpire Terror, approached to my 


left Side beneath the Elbow, and thence ſpake to 


me, but his Speech was harſh, nor were his Ex- 
preſſions very diſtinct, ſo that I was obliged to 
wait ſome Time before I could colle& his Mean- 


ing; and whilſt he was ſpeaking, he injected 


Somewhat of Terror, admoniſhing me hereby to 


give a kind Reception to the Angels when they 


came: But it was given me to reply, that this 


did not depend on Myſelf, for that all were re- 


ceived by me according to what they were in 
Themſelves. Preſently the Angels of that Earth 


| approached, and it was given to perceive from 


their Diſcourſe that they differed altogether from 
the Angels of our Earth; for they did not diſ- 
courſe by verbal Expreſſions, but by Ideas which 
diffuſed themſelves through every Part of my In- 
teriors; and hence alſo they had an Influx into 
the Face, ſo that the Face concurred in every 
Particular, beginning from the Lips, and pro- 
ceeding towards the Circumference in every 
Direction : The Ideas, which were inſtead of 
verbal Expreſſions, were diſcrete, but in a ſmall 
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Degree. Afterwards they diſcourſed with me by 


Ideas ſtill leſs diſcrete, ſo that ſcarce any Thing 


of Interſtice was perceivable; it appeared in my 
Perception like the Meaning of verbal Expreſſions 
with thoſe, who attend only to the Meaning ab- 
ſtracted from the Expreſſions; this Diſcourſe was 
more intelligible to me than the former, and was 
alſo more full; it flowed in like Manner as the 
former into the Face; but the Influx was more 
continuous according to the Quality of the Diſ- 
courſe; it did not however begin as the former 
from the Lips, but from the Eyes. Afterwards 
they diſcourſed in a Mauner ſtill more continuous 
and full; and then the Face could not concur by 
a ſuitable Motion, but the Influx was made ſen- 
ſible on the Brain, which was acted upon in like 
Manner. Laſtly, they diſcourſed ſo, that the 
Diſcourſe fell only on the interior Intellect; it's 
Volubility was like that of an attenuated Atmo- 
ſphere. I was made ſenſible of the Influx, but 
not diſtinctly of the Particulars diſcourſed on. 
Theſe ſeveral Kinds of Diſcourfe may be com- 
pared with different Fluids, the firft Kind with 
fluent Water, the ſecond with Water more 
attenuated, the third with the atmoſpherical Air, 


and the fourth with attenuated Air. The Spirit 


above-mentioned, who was on the left Side, 


ſomerimes interrupted the Diſcourſe, admoniſh- 


ing me particularly to behave modeſtly with his 
; M 2 Angels; 
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Angels; for there were attendant Spirits from our 
Earth who ſuggeſted Things which gave Dif- 
pleaſure : He ſaid, that he did not underſtand at 
firſt what the Angels diſcourſed about, but that 
he did afterwards when he removed to my left 
Ear; then alſo his Specch was not harſh as before, 
but like that of other Spirits. 


81. I afterwards diſcourſed with the Angels 
concerning ſome extraordinary-Particulars on our 
Earth, eſpecially concerning the Art of Printing, 
concerning the Holy Word, and concerning the 
Doctrinals of the Church derived from the Word; 
and I informed them, that the Word and the 
Doctrinals of the Church were printed and pub- 
liſhed, and were thus learnt ; they e wad: ex- 
ceedingly that Things of ſuch a Nature could be 
made public by writing and printing. 


82. It was given to ſee how the Spirits of 
that Earth, when they are prepared, are taken up 
into Heaven, and become Angels: On ſuch Oc- 
caſions there appear Chariots and bright Horſes 
as of Fire, by which they are carried away in like 
Manner as Elias: The Reaſon of this Appearance 
of Chariots and bright Horſes as of Fire is, be- 
cauſe thus it is repreſented that they are inſtructed 
and prepared to enter Heaven, inaſmuch as 
Chariots ſignify the Doctrinals of the Church, 

s | and 
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and bright Horſes ſignify an enlightened VO» 
ſtanding. (ee) 


83. The Heaven, into which they are carried 
away, appears on the right to their Earth, con- 
ſequently ſeparate from the Heaven of the Angels 


of our Earth. The Angels, who are in that 


Heaven, appear cloathed in ſhining blue Rai- 
ment ſpotted with little Stars of Gold, and this 
by Reaſon of their having loved that Colour in 
the World, and having believed alſo that it was 
the very eſſential celeſtial Colour, and eſpecially 
becauſe they are principled in ſuch Good of Love 
as that Colour correſponds to. ( ) 


84. There 


(ce) That Chariots ſignify the Doctrinals of the Church, 


n. 2760, 5321, $215. That Horſes ſignify the intellectual 
Principle, n. 2760, 2761, 2762, 3217, 5321, 6125, 6400, 


6:34, 7024, 8136, 8148, 8381. That the white Horſe in 
the Revelation ſignifies the Underſtanding of the Word, 
n. 2760. That by Elias in a repreſentative Senſe is meant 
the Word, n. 2762, 5247, And whereas all Doctrine of 
the Church and the Underſtanding thereof are from the 
Word, Elias is called the Chariots of Iſrael and the Horſe- 
men thereof, n. 2762. That on this Account he was taken 
up by a fiery Chariot and fiery Horſes,

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84. There appeared to me a bald Head, but 
only the upper Part thereof, which was bony ; 
and I was told, that ſuch an Appearance is ſeen 
by thoſe who are to die within a Year, and that 
they inſtantly prepare themſelves. The In- 
habitants of that Earth do not fear Death, except 


on this Account, that they leave their conjugal 


Partner, their Children, or Parents, for they 
know that they ſhall, live after Death, and that 


in dying they do not quit Life, becauſe they go 


to Heaven; wherefore they do not call it dying, 
but being Heaven-made. Such amongſt them as 
have lived in true conjugal Love, and have taken 
ſuch Care of their Children as becometh Parents, 
do not die of Diſeaſes, but in Tranquillity as in 
Sleep; and thus they emigrate from the World 


to Heaven. The Age to which the Inhabitants 


live, is, on an Average, about thirty Years, 
eftimated according to Years on our Earth if 
is by the Providence of the Lord that they die at 


ſo early an Age, leſt their Numbers ſhould in- 


creaſe 2 what that Earth is capable of ſup- 
porting ;- and whereas, when they have fulfilled 
thoſe Years, they do not ſuffer themſelves to be 
guided by Spirits and Angels, like thoſe who are 
not ſo far advanced in Age, therefore Spirits and 
Angels ſeldom attend them when arrived at their 


thirtieth Tear; they come to Maturity alſo ſooner 


than on our Earth; even in the firſt Flower of 
— Youth 
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Youth they connect themſelyes in Marriage, and 


then it is their chief Delight to love the Partner 
of ſuch Connection, and to take Care of their 


Children; other Delights they indeed call De- 


lights, but reſpectively external. 


Concerning 
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Concerning the Earth or Planet 
MARS, its Spirits and 
Inhabitants. 


8. H E Spirits of Mars are amongft the 


beſt of all Spirits, who come from the 
Farths of this ſolar Syſtem, being for the moſt 


Part Celeſtial Men, not unlike thoſe who were 


of the moſt Ancient Church on this Earth. (gg) 
When they are repreſented according to their 
true Nature and Quality, they are repreſented 
with the Face in Heaven, and the Body in the 
World of Spirits ; and ſuch of them as are An- 
gels, are repreſented with the Face towards the 


Lord, and with the Body in Heaven. 


86. The Planet Mars appears in the Idea of 
Spirits and Angels, (like all the other Planets) 
— 


| 3g) That the firſt and maſt ancient Church on this 
Farth was a celeſtial Church, which is the chief of all, 
concerning which ſee n. 607, 893, 920, 1121, 1122, 1123, 
1124, 2896, 4493, 8891, 9942, 10545, That a Church 
is called celeſtial, wherein Love to the Lord is the ruling 
Principle, but ſpiritual, wherein the ruling Principle is

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in it's Place conſtantly, which Place is to the left 
in Front, at ſome Diſtance in the Plane of the 


| Breaſt, and thereby out of the Sphere where the 


Spirits of our Earth are. The Spirits of one 
Earth are ſeparate from the Spirits of another 
Earth, by Reaſon that the Spirits of each par- 
ticular Earth have Relation to ſome particular 
Province in the GRAND MAN; (Y) and conſe- 
quently they are each in other and different States; 
and it is owing to this Diverſity of State, that they 
appear ſeparate from each other either to the 


right or to the left, at a greater or N Diſ- 


tance. (%) 


87. Spirits came thence to me, and applied 


themſelves to my left Temple, where they 
breathed upon me with their Diſcourſe, but I 
did not underſtand it; as to it's Flow, it was ſoft, 


beyond what I had ever before perceived, being 


like the ſofteſt Breeze ; it breathed firſt upon the 
left Temple and upon the upper Part of the left 
Ear; and the Breathing proceeded thence to the 
left Eye, and by Degrees to the right, and flowed 


down afterwards, eſpecially from the left Eye, to 


the Lips; and when it was at the Lips, it entered 
N through 


(1h) That Diſtances in another Life are real Appearances, 
which are preſented viſible by the Lord, according to the 
States of the Interiors of Angels and Spirits, n.

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through the Mouth, and by a Way within the 
Mouth, and this through the Euſtachian Tube 
into the Brain; when the Breathing arrived 
thither, then I underſtood their Speech, and it 
was given to diſcourſe with them: I obſerved, 
whilſt they were ſpeaking with me, that my Lips 
were put in Motion, and alſo my Tongue in a 
ſlight Degree, and this by Reaſon of the Correſ- 
pondence of interior Speech with the exterior: 
Exterior Speech is that of articulate Sound con- 
veyed to the external Membrane of the Ear, and 
thence to the Brain by Means of the ſmall Organs, 
Membranes, and Fibres, which are within the 
Ear. Hence it was given to know, that the 
Speech of the Inhabitants of Mars was different 
from that of the Inhabitants of our Earth, in that 
it was not ſonorous, but almoſt tacit, infinuating 
itſelf into the interior Hearing and Sight by a 
ſhorter Way; and conſequently, that it was 
more perfect, fuller of Ideas, and thereby ap- 
proaching nearer to the Speech of Spirits and 
Angels; the eſſential Affection alſo of the Speech 
is repreſented amongſt them in the Face, and 
the Thought thereof in the Eyes; for the Thought 
and the Speech, and likewife the Affection and 
the Face, with them act in Unity; they account 
it wicked to think one Thing and ſpeak another, 
and to will or deſires one Thing whilſt the Fea- 
tures of the Face expreſs the contrary ; they are 

| altogether 
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altogether unacquainted with Hypocriſy, and 
likewiſe with fraudulent Pretence and Deceit. 
That the ſame Kind of Speech prevailed amongſt 
the moſt ancient People on our Earth, was given 
me to know by Converſation with ſome of them 


in another Life; and for the further Elucidation 


of this Subject, J ſhall here relate the following 
Particulars, communicated to me on the Occa- 
fion: © It was ſhewn me by an Influx which I 


cannot deſcribe, what was the Nature and 


* Quality of the Speech which prevailed amongſt 
* the Men of the moſt ancient Church; that it was 


* not articulate, like. the verbal Speech of our 


« Time, but tacit, being effected not by external 
% Reſpiration, but by internal, thus it was Speech 
« cogitative; it was alſo given to perceive the 


Nature of their internal Reſpiration, how it 


* proceeded from the Navel towards the Heart, 
*« and thus through the Lips without any Thing 
« of Sound whilſt they were ſpeaking ; and that 
« it did not enter into the Ear of another by an 


« external Way, and beat on what is called the 


« Prum of the Ear, but by a certain internal Way, 
and by what is called at this Day the 7 
« Euſtlachiana. It was further ſhewn me, that by 


«ſuch Speech they were enabled to expreſs more 


* fully the Purpoſes of the Mind, and the Ideas 
* of the Thought, than can poſſibly be done by 
© articulate Sounds, or Expreſſions of the out- 
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« ward Voice, which Speech is in like Manner 
« directed by Reſpiration, but ſuch as is external, 
te for there is not a ſingle Expreſſion, nor any 
*« Conſtituent of Expreſſion, which is not directed 
« by Applications of the Reſpiration ; this how- 
« ever was effected with the Antediluvians more 
e perfectly, as being directed by internal Reſpi- 
e ration, which being of a more interior Nature, 
« is alſo more perfect, and more applicable and 
te conformable to the Ideas of Thought: More- 
© over they were enabled to expreſs their Meaning 
e by ſlight Motions of the Lips, and by correſ- 
% ponding Changes of the Countenance ; for 
ce being celeſtial Men, whatſoever was the Object 
« of their Thoughts ſhone forth from their Faces 
* and their Eyes, which underwent a conformable 
« Variation, the Face as to it's Form according 
« to the Life of the Affection, and the Eyes as to 
* Light; it was not poſſible for them on any Ac- 
« count to expreſs with the Countenance what 
they did not think in their Hearts; and whereas 
s their Speech was effected by internal Reſpira- 
« tion, which is that of the Spirit of Man, there- 
* fore they were enabled to hold Conſort and 
* Diſcourſe with Angels.” The Reſpiration of the 
Spirits of Mars was alſo communicated to me, 
(i) and it was perceivable that their Reſpiration | 
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proceeded from the Region of the T horax to- 
wards the Navel, and thence flowed upwards 
through the Breaſt with an imperceptible Breath- 
ing towards the Mouth; from which Circum- 
ſtances it was manifeſt to me, as alſo from other 
experimental Proofs, that they were of a celeſtial 
Genius, conſequently not unlike thoſe who were 
of the moſt ancient Church on this Earth. 


88. I was inſtructed that the Spirits of Mars, 
in the GRAND Manx, have Relation to the middle 
Principle between the Intellectual and the Will- 
Principle, conſequently that they have Relation 


to THouGHT GROUNDED IN AFFECTION, . and the 


beſt of them to the ArręcrIoN or THouGHT : 
Hence it is that their Faces act in Unity with 


their Thoughts, nor can they in any Caſe play 


the Hypocrite. And inaſmuch as this 1s their 


Relation in the GRand Man, therefore the mid- 


dle Province, which is between the Cerebrum 
and the. Cerebellum, correſponds to them: For 
where. the Cerebrum and the Cerebellum are 
Joined together as to ſpiritual Operations, with 
ſuch Perſons the Face acts in Unity with the 


Thoughts, ſo that the very Affedtion of Thought 


beams forth from the Face, and the general Prin- 
ciple of the Thought beams forth from the 
Affection, which is diſcoverable alſo by certain 
nes from the Eyes: Wherefore whilſt the 

Spirits 
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Spirits of Mars were with me, I had a ſenſible 
Perception of a drawing back of the fore-part of 
the Head towards the hind- part, conſequently of 
the Cerebrum towards the Cerebellum. (kk) 

89. On a Time, whilſt the Spirits of Mars 
were with me, and occupied the Sphere of my 
Mind, there came ſome Spirits from our Earth; 
and deſired alſo to infuſe themſelves into that 
Sphere : But inſtantly the Spirits of our Earth 
became as it were inſane, by Reaſon of the utter 
Diſagreement between them and the Spirits of 
Mars; for the Spirits of our Earth, in the GRAND 


Max, Lane to External Senſe; hence they 
were in Idea turned to the World and to Self, 


whereas the Spirits of Mars were in Idea turned 
from Self to Heaven and their Neighbour; hence 
came the Contrariety.: But at that Inſtant there 


approached ſome angelic Spirits of Mars, and at 


their Approach the Communication was cloſed, 


and thus the Spirits of our Earth retired. 
90. The 


(% That human Faces on our Earth in ancient Times 
received Influx from the Cerebellum, and that then Faces 


acted in Unity with Men's interior Affections; but that 
afterwards they received Influx from the Cerebrum, when 
Man began to pretend to Affections which were not his 


own, and to faſhion his Countenance falfly according to 


fach Pretence ; concerning the Changes hereby occaſioned 
in Faces in Proceſs of Time, ſee n. 4325 to 4328. 
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90. The angelic Spirits diſcourſed with me 
concerning the Life of the Inhabitants on 
their Earth, informing me, that they are not 
under any Forms of Government, but that they 
live arranged into greater and leſſer Societies, 
and that they are aſſociated with each other ac- 
cording to their Agreement in Mind, which 
Agreement they diſcover inſtantly by the Face 
and Speech, being ſeldom deceived in their 
Judgment herein, and that then they are inſtantly 
united in Friendſhip. They informed me fur- 


ther, that their Conſociations are delightful, and 


that they diſcourſe with each other about what 


paſſes in their Societies, and eſpecially about 


what paſſes in Heaven, for ſeveral of them have 
manifeſt Communication with the Angels of 
Heaven. Such amongſt them as begin to think 
perverſely in their Societies, and thereby to in- 
cline to Evil, are diſſociated, and left to them- 
ſelves alone, in Conſequence whereof they lead a 
moſt wretched Life out of all Society, in Dens or 
other Places, being no longer regarded by the 
reſt. Certain Societies endeavour to compel 
ſuch Perſons to Repentance by various Methods, 


but if they cannot ſucceed herein, they ſeparate 
themſelves from all Connection with them. Thus 


they are careful to provide againſt the Contagion 
of the Luſt of Dominion and the Luſt of Gain, 
that is, againſt any Perſons, under the Influence 
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of the Luſt of Dominion, ſubjecting to themſelves 
any Society, and by Degrees ſeveral Societies; 
and againſt any, under the Influence of the Luſt 
of Gain, depriving others of their Poſſeſſions: 
Every one on that Earth lives content with his 
own Property, and every one with his own Share 
of Honour, accounting it enough to be reputed 
upright and a Lover of his Neighbour ; this de- 
lightful and tranquil -Principle of Mind would 
periſh, unleſs ſuch as incline to evil Thoughts 
and Diſpoſitions were baniſhed from the reſt, and 
unleſs a prudent but ſevere Check was given to 
the firſt Incroachments of Self-Love and the 


Love of the World; for it was owing to theſe. 
Loves that Empires and Kingdoms were firſt. 


eſtabliſhed, .under which Eſtabliſhments there 


are few but what deſire to have Dominion, and 
to poſſeſs the Property of others, there being few 


. who do what is juſt and right out of a real Love 
_ thereto, and ſtill fewer who do Good from a real 
Principle of Charity, being rather influenced by 


other Motives, ſuch as the Fear of the Law, and 


a Regard to Gain, Honour, Reputation, and the 


91. In Regard to Divine Worſhip as practiſed 
by the Inhabitants of that Earth, they informed 
me, that they acknowledge and adore our Lord, 
laying, that He is the Only God, and that He 
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governs both Heaven and the Univerſe; and that 
every good Thing is from Him, and that He 
leads and directs them; alſo that he often appears 
amongſt them on their Earth: It was then given 
me to tell them, that Chriſtians alſo on our Earth 
know that the Lord governs Heaven and Earth, 
agreeable to his own Words in Matthew, “ All 
Power is given to Me in Heaven and in Earth,” 
xxvili. 18; but that they do not believe it like 
the Inhabitants of the Earth Mars. They ac- 
quainted me further, that on their Earth the 
Inhabitants belicve, that with themſelves there is 


Nothing but what is filthy and infernal, and that 


all Good is of the Lord; yea they added further, 
that of themſelves they are Devils, and that the 
Lord draws them out of Hell, and continually 
keeps them from falling into it again. On a 
certain Occaſion, when the Name of the Lord 
was mentioned, I obſerved that thoſe Spirits 
humbled themſelves in ſuch inward and profound 
Abaſement as no Words can deſcribe; for in 
their Humiliation it was ſuggeſted to them, that 


of themſelves they were in Hell, and that thus 


they were altogether unworthy to look to the 
Lord, who is eſſential Holineſs; and ſo deeply 
was this Suggeſtion implanted in them, being 
grounded in a true Faith, that they were in a 
Meaſure out of themſelves, and remained in that 
State on their Knees, until the Lord elevated 
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them, and at the ſame Time as it were drew 
them out of Hell; when they emerge thus from 
Humiliation, they are full of Goodneſs and Love, 
and thereby repleniſhed with Joy of Heart. Du. 
ring their Abaſement they do not turn their Faces 
to the Lord, for this they dare not do, but turn 
them in a contrary Direction. The Spirits who 
were about me ſaid, that they never before were 
Witneſſes to ſuch Humiliation. 


92. It was Matter of Surprize to ſome Spirits 
who were from that Earth, that there were about 


me ſo many Spirits from Hell, and that they 


allo diſcourſed with me; but it was given to re- 


ply, 'that this was permitted them, to the In- 
tent that I might know their Natures and Qualities, 


and why they were in Hell, and that their infernal 


State was in Conſequence of and according to 


their evil Lives: It was given further to declare, 


that there were ſeveral amongſt them, whom 1 


had been acquainted with during their Abode in 
the World, and that ſome of them had lived in 
high Stations of Dignity and Preheminence, at 


which Time the World alone had Poſſeſſion of 


their Hearts; but that it was not in the Power of 
any evil Spirit, even the moſt internal, to hurt 
me, being continually under the Lord's Protec- 


93. There 
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93. There was preſented before me an In- 
habitant of that Earth; he was not indeed an 
Inbabitant, but like one; his Face reſembled the 
Faces of the Inhabitants of our Earth, but the 
lower Region of the Face was black, not owing 
to his Beard, for he had none, but to Blackneſs 
inſtead of a Beard: This Blackneſs extended 
itſelf underneath the Ears on both Sides; the 
upper Part of the Face was yellowiſh, like the 
Faces of the Inhabitants of our Earth who are not 
perfectly fair. They ſaid moreover, that on 
that Earth they feed on the Fruits of Trees, 


eſpecially on a Kind of round Fruit, which buds 
forth from the Ground; and likewiſe on Pulſe; 


and that they are cloathed with Garments wrought 
from the fibrous Bark of certain Trees, which 
hath ſuch a Conſiſtence, that it may be woven, 
and alſo ſtiffened by a Kind of Gum which they 
have amongſt them. They related further, that 
they are acquainted with the Art of making fluid 


Fires, whereby they have Light during Evening 


and Night. 


94. J obſerved on a Time a Sort of flaming 


Principle moſt beautiful; it was of various 
Colours, as purple and alſo a paliſh red, and the 
Colours likewiſe ſparkled beautifully by Reaſon 
of the Flame: I ſaw alſo a Kind of Hand to 
which that flaming Principle adhered, at firſt on 
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the back Part, afterwards on the Palm, and thence 
it played round the Hand on all Sides: This con- 
tinued for ſome Time: Preſently the Hand with [1 
the flaming Principle was removed at a Diſtance, : 
and where it reſted there was a bright lucid Ap- | 
pearance ; in that bright lucid Appearance the 4 
Hand retired from View, and inſtantly the 
flaming Principle was changed into a Bird, which 
at firſt was of like Colours with the flaming 
Principle, the Colours ſparkling in like Manner, 
but they ſucceſſively changed, and as the Colours 
changed, the Vigour of Lite in the Bird changed 
aiſo; It flew all around, and at firft about my 
Head, afterwards in a Direction in Front into a 
Kind of narrow Chamber, which appeared like 
ſome conſecrated Place, and as it flew more in a 
Front Direction it's Lite in Proportion departed, 
till at length 1t was changed into a Stone, at firſt 
of the Colour of a Pearl, but afterwards of an 
obſcure Colour ; but notwithſtanding i It's being 
without Life, it ſtill continued flying. During 
the Flight of this Bird around my Head, and 
whilſt it was ſtill in the Vigour of Life, there ap- p 
peared a Spirit from beneath riting through the | 
Region of the Loins to the Region of the Preaſt, 2] 
who thence deſired to take away the Bird; but 
| inaſmuch as it was ſo beautiful, he was prevented 
by the Spirits around me, who all kept their 
Eyes fixed attentively upon it: But the Spirit, 
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who roſe from below, powerfully perſuaded them 
that the Lord was with him, and conſequently 


that what he did was from the Lord; although 


moſt of them did not believe this, {till they no 
longer hindered him from taking away the Bird : 
He was not able however to retain it, by Reaſon 
of an Influx from Heaven at that Inſtant, and 
therefore preſently let it fly out of his Hand at 
perfect Liberty. When this had paſled, the 


Spirits around me, who had been exceeding 


attentive to the Bird and it's ſucceſſive Changes, 
began to diſcourſe with each other concerning it, 
and continued their Diſcourſe for a conſiderable 
Time: They had a Perception that ſuch an Ap- 


| pearance muſt needs ſignify Somewhat celeſtial ; 


they knew that a flaming Principle ſignifies ce- 


-leſtial Love and it's Affections; that Hand, to 


which the flaming Principle adhered, ſignifies 
Life and it's Power ; that Changes of Colour 


lignify the Varicues of Life as to Wiſdom and In- 
telligence; that Bird hath alſo a ſimilar Signifi- 


cation, but with this Difference, that a flaming 
Principle ſignifies celeſtial Love and the Things 


_ appertaining to that Love, whereas Bird ſignifies 


ſpiritual Love and the Things appertaining to 


| that Love; (celeſtial Love is Love to the Lord, 


and ſpiritual Love is Charity towards our Neigh- 
bour;) (zz) and that the Changes of Colours 
and at the ſame Time of Life in the Bird, till at 
| 5 length 
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length it became a Bird of Stone, ſignify the 
ſucceſſive Changes of ſpiritual Life as to Intelli- 
gence : They knew further that the Spirits, who 


aſcend from beneath through the Region of the 
| Loins to the Region of the Breaſt, are in a Prin- 


ciple of ſtrong Perſuaſion that they are in the 
Lord, and hence believe that whatever they do, 
howſoever evil it may be, is done by them 
agrecably to the Lord's Will. But though they 
knew all this, yet they could not hence know who 
were meant by this Appearance: At length they 
were inſtructed from Heaven, that the Inhabi- 
tants of Mars were meant ; that their celeſtial 
Love, wherein as yet ſeveral are principled, was 
ſignified by the flaming Principle which adhered 


to the Hand ; and that the Bird in the Beginning, 


whilſt it was in the Beauty of it's Colours and in 
the Vigour of it's Life, ſignified their ſpiritual 
Love; but that by the Bird's becoming as it were 
a Bird of Stone and void of Life, and at length 
of an obſcure Colour, were ſignified ſuch of the 
Inhabitants as had removed themſelves from the 


Good of Love, and were in Evil, and yet ſtill. 


believe that they are in the Lord; the like was 


ſignified by the Spirit, who roſe up and was de- 


ſirous to take away the Bird. 


95. By a Bird of Stone. were alſo repreſented 
the Inhabitants of that Earth, who after a ſtrange 
Manner 
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Manner tranſmute the Life of their Thoughts and 
Affections into almoſt no Life, concerning which 
Circumſtance I received the following Informa- 
tion. There was a certain Spirit above my Head, 
who diſcourſed with me, and from the Sound of 
his Voice it ſeemed as if he was in a State of 
Sleep; in this State he ſpake many Things, and 
all with a Prudence equal to that of a Perſon 
awake: It was given to perccive that he was a 
Subject by which the Angels ſpake, and he in 
that State perceived and produced what was ſaid 
by them; (/) for he ſpake Nothing but what was 
true; if any Thing flowed in from another 
Source, he admitted it indeed, but did not bring 
it forth. I queſtioned him concerning his State; 
he ſaid that that State was to him a peaccable 
State; and that it was free from all Solicitude 
reſpecting the Future; and that at the ſame 
Time he was fruitful in producing Uſes, whereby 
he had Communication with Heaven. I was 
told that ſuch, in the Grand Man, have Rela- 
tion to the Sinus Longitudinalis, which lies in the 
Brain between the two Hemiſpheres thereof, and 


is there in a quiet State, howſoever the Brain be 
diſturbed 


(41) That Communications are effected by Means of 
Spirits ſent forth from Societies of Spirits and Angels to 
other Societies, and that thoſe emiſſary Spirits are called 


Subjects, n. 4403, 6856, 5983, 5985 to 5989. 
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diſturbed on each Side. During my Converſa- 
tion with this Spirit, ſome Spirits introduced 


themſelves towards the fore-part of the Head 
| where he was, and preſſed upon him, wherefore 


he retired to one Side, and gave them Place. 
The Stranger Spirits diſcourſed with each other, 
but their Diſcourſe was unintelligible both to 
myſelf and to the Spirits about me: I was in- 
ſtructed by the Angels, that they were Spirits 
from the Earth Mars, who had the Art of dif. 
courſing with each other in ſuch a Manner, that 
the Spirits preſent would neither underſtand or 
perceive what they faid: I wondered how ſuch 
Diſcourſe could poſiibly be contrived, becaufe 
all Spirits have one Speech, which flows from 
the Thinking Principle, and conſiſts of Ideas, 


which are heard as Expreſſions in the Spiritual 


World : But I was informed, that thoſe Spirits 
by a certain Method form Ideas expreſſed by the 
Lips and the Countenance, unintelligible to 
others, and that in the ſame Inſtant they artfully 
withdraw the Thoughts, being particularly 
cautious leſt any Thing of Affection ſhould 
manifeſt itſelf, becauſe in ſuch Caſe the Thought 


would appear, inaſmuch as Thought flows from 


Affection, and is as it were in it. I was further 
inſtructed, that the Inhabitants of the Earth 
Mars, who make heavenly Life to conſiſt in 


Knowledges alone, and not in a Life of Love, 
| contrived 
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contrived ſuch Speech, but not all; and that the 
Contrivers thereof, when they become Spirits, 
retain the ſame Kind of Speech. Theſe are they, 
who were particularly ſignified by the Bird of 
Stone ; for to form a Speech by Modifications of 


the Countenance and Foldings of the Lips, with 


a Removal of the Aﬀections, and a Withdrawing 
of the Thoughts from others, is to deprive Speech 
of it's Life and Soul, and to make it like a dead 
Image, and by Degrees to do the like alſo to 
themſelves. But although they ſuppoſe that their 
Diſcourſe is not underſtood by others, yet angelic 
Spirits have a Perception of all and ſingular the 


Things which they diſcourſe about; the Reaſon 


is, becauſe it is not poſſible for any Thought to be 
withdrawn from angelic Spirits. This was alſo 
proved to them by living Evidence; I was think- 
ing concerning this Circumſtance, that the wicked 
Spirits of our Earth are not affected with Shame 
when they infeſt others; this Thought entered 
into me by Influx from ſome angelic Spirits who 
had a Perception of their Diſcourſe; thoſe Spi- 
rits of Mars inſtantly acknowledged that that was 


the Subject of their Diſcourſe, and they were 


much ſurprized: Moreover ſeveral Things, 
which they both ſpake and thought, were diſco- 
vered by an angelic Spirit, notwithſtanding all 
their Endeavours to withdraw their Thoughts 


irom him. _ Afterwards thoſe Spirits entered by 


P x Influx 
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Influx from above into my Face; the Influx felt 
like ſmall ſtriated*Rain, which was a Sign that 
they were not in the Affection of Truth and 
of Good, for this is repreſented by what is ſtriated 
(friatum): They then ſpake plainly with me, 
 faying, that the Inhabitants of their Earth dif. 
courſe in like Manner with each other. They 
were then told that this is evil, becauſe hereby 
they obſtruct the Influence of Things internal, and 
recede from them to Things external, which ex- 
ternal Things alſo they deprive of their proper 
Life; and particularly, becauſe to ſpeak in ſuch 
a Manner is not ſincere; for they who are ſincere, 
are never diſpoſed to ſpeak or even to think any 
Thing but what others may know, not caring if 
the whole World, yea if the whole Heaven was 
acquainted with their Words and Thoughts ; but 
they who are otherwiſe diſpoſed, judge and think 
evil of others, and well of themſelves, and at 
length are betrayed through Habit to think and 
ſpeak evil of the Church, of Heaven, yea and of 
the Lord Himſelf. I have been informed, that 
they who love Knowledges, and not fo much a 
Life according to Knowledges, in the GRAND 
Max have Relation to the interior Membrane of 
the Skull; but that they who accuſtom them- 
ſelves to ſpeak without Affection, and to draw 
the Thought to themſelves and withdraw it from 


others, have Relation to -that Membrane when 
become 
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become bony, becauſe from having ſome ſ. piritual 
Life, they come to have no Life. 


96. Inaſmuch as by a Bird of Stone are alſo 
repreſented thoſe, who are principled in Know- 
ledges alone, and in no Lite of Love, and inaſ- 
much as hence they have no ſpiritual Life, there- 
fore by Way of Appendix we ſhall take this 
Opportunity. of ſhewing, that they alone have 
ſpiritual Life, who are principled in celeſtial 


Love, and thence in Knowledges; and that each 


Kind of Love contains in itſelf every Principle of 
Knowledge appertaining thereto. This may be 


exemplified by the Caſe of all living Creatures, 
whether they be the Inhabitants of Earth, or of 


Air; each is in Poſleſſion of the Science of all 
Things appertaining to it's particular Love, 
which Love hath Reſpect to Nouriſhment, a ſafe 
Habitation, the Propagation of their Kind, the 

Care of their Young, and with ſome to provide 
for themaſelves during Winter; wherefore each is 


in Poſſeſſion of all Science that is requiſite, ſuch 


Science being implanted in it's Love, and flow- 
ing into each Animal as into it's proper Recepta- 
cle, and in ſome Caſes being of ſuch an extra- 
ordinary Nature, that Man cannot but be amazed 
at it: With the Animals, however, Science is 
connate, and is called Inſtinct; nevertheleſs it 
appertains to the natural Love in which they are 
FY2-- principled: 
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principled: And if Man was principled in 
his proper Love, which is Love to God and 
towards his Neighbour, (this is Man's proper 
Love, as diſtinguiſhing him from the Beaſts, 
being heavenly Love) then Man vould not 
only be principled in all requiſite Science, but 
likęwiſe in all Intelligence and Wiſdom, for 
Intelligence and Wiſdom would flow from 
Heaven into thoſe two Kinds of Love, that 
is, through Heaven from the Divine Principle 
or Being.] But inaſmuch as Man is not born 
to thoſe two Kinds of Love, but to their Con- 
traries, viz. to Self-Love and the Love of 
the World, therefore he muſt needs be born 

in all Ignorance and Want of Knowledge; 
nevertheleſs by Divine Means he is brought to 
Somewhat of Intelligence and Wiſdom, but 
ſtill not actually ſo, unleſs the Love of Self 
and of the World be removed, and thus a Way 
be opened for Love to God and towards his 
Neighbour. That Love to God and neighbourly 
Love contain in them all Intelligence and 
Wiſdom, may appear from the Caſe of thoſe 
in another Life, who, during their Abode in 
this World, have been principled in ſuch 
Love; when theſe after Death are admitted 
into Heaven, they there come into ſuch Know- 
ledge and Wiſdom as they before had no Con- 
ception of; yea, they think and ſpeak there, 
Ws 


\ 
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like the reſt of the Angels, ſuch Things as Ear 
hath not heard, neither hath it entered into the 
Heart of Man to conceive, which are ineffable; 
the Reaſon is, becauſe thoſe two Kinds of Love 


have the Faculty of receiving in themſelves 
ſuch Things. 


Concerning 
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Concerning the Earth or Planet 
SATURN, it's Spirits and 
ns ; 


97: N HE Spirits from the Ents Saturn 

appear in Front at a conſiderable 
Diſtance, beneath in the Plane of the Knees, 
where the Earth itſelf is; and when the Eye is 
opened to ſee thither, a Multitude of Spirits 
come into View, who are all from that Earth: 
They are ſcen on this Part of that Earth, and to 
the right of it. It was given alſo to diſcourſe 
with them, and thereby to diſcover their Natures 
and Qualities in Reſpect to others: They are 
upright, and they are modeſt; and inaſmuch as 
they eſteem themſelves little, therefore they alſo 
appear little in another Life. 


98. In Acts' of Divine Worſhip they are ex- 
ceedingly humble, for on ſuch Occaſions they 
account themſelves as Nothing. They worſhip 
our Lord, and acknowledge him as the only 
God: The Lord alſo appears to them at Times 
under an Angelic Form, and thereby as a Man, 
and at ſuch Times the Divine [Nature or Prin- 


Ciple] | 
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ciple] beams forth from the Face and affects the 
Mind. The Inhabitants alſo, when they arrive 
at a certain Age, diſcourſe with Spirits, by whom 
they are inſtructed concerning the Lord, how he 
ought to be worſhipped, and likewiſe how they 
ought to live. When any Attempt is made to 
ſeduce the Spirits who come from the Earth 
Saturn, and to withdraw them from Faith in the 
Lord, or from Humiliation towards Him, and 
from Uprightneſs of Life, they ſay that they 
-would rather die; on ſuch Occaſions there appear 
in their Hands little Knives, with which they 
ſeem deſirous to ſtrike their Boſoms ; on being 
_ queſtioned why they do ſo, they ſay, that they 
would rather die than be drawn aſide from the 
Lord: The Spirits of our Earth ſometimes de- 
ride them on this Account, and infeſt them with 
Reproaches ; but their Reply is, that they are 
well aware they do not kill themſelves, and that 
this is only an Appearance flowing from their 
Will-Principle, inclining them rather to die 
than to be withdrawn from the Worſhip of the 
Lord. | 


99. They faid, that ſometimes Spirits from 
our Earth come to them, and aſk them what 
God they worſhip? and that the Anſwer they 
give them is, that they are out of their Senſes, 
and that there cannot be a greater Proof of 

4 Inſanity 
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Inſanity than to aſk what God any one worſhips, 
when there is but one only God for all in the 
Univerſe to worſhip ; and that they are ſtill more 
befide themſelves in this, that they do not ac- 
knowledge the Lord to be that one only God, 
and that he rules the univerſal Heaven, and 
thereby the univerſal World; for whoſoever 
rules Heaven rules alſo the World, inaſmuch as 
the World is ruled by and through Heaven. 


100. They ſaid, that on their Earth there are 
alſo ſome, who call the nocturnal Light, which 
is great, the Lord, but that they are ſeparated 
from the reſt, and are not tolerated by them. 
That nocturnal Light comes from the great Belt, 
which at a Diſtance encompaſſes that Earth, and 
from the Moons which are called Saturn's: Sa- 
lies.” | 


101. They related further, that another Kind 
of Spirits, who go in Companies, frequently 
come to them, deſiring to know all Particulars 
relative to their Circumſtances, and that by 
various Methods they extract from them what- 
ever they know; they obſerved concerning thefe 
Spirits, that they were not beſide themſelves, 
only in this, that they deſire to know fo much for 
no other Intent than to poſſeſs Knowledge. They 
were afterwards inſtructed that theſe Spirits were 
| from 
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from the Planet Mercury or the Earth neareſt the 
Sun, and that they are delighted with Know- 
ledges alone, and not ſo much with the Uſes 


thence derived. 


102. The Inhabitants and Spirits of the Planet 
Saturn have Relation, in the Grand Man, to the 
MIDDLE SENSE BETWEEN THE SPIRITUAL AND 
THE NATURAL Max, but to that which recedes 
from the natural and accedes to the ſpiritual : 
Hence it is that thoſe Spirits appear to be carried 
or ſnatched away into Heaven, and preſently to 
be let back again; for whatever appertains to 
ſpiritual Senſe is in Heaven, but whatever apper- 
rains to natural Senſe is beneath Heaven. Inaſ- 
much as the Spirits of our Earth, in the Grand 
Man, have Relation to natural and corporeal 
Senſe, it was given to know by manifeſt Expe- 
rience how the ſpiritual Man and the natural fight 
and ſtrive with each other, when the latter is not 


principled in Faith and Charity. The Spirits of 


the Earth Saturn came from afar into View, and 
inſtantly there was opened a living Communica- 
tion between them and ſuch Spirits of our Earth 
as were not principled in Faith and Charity; the 
latter, on thus perceiving the former, became 
like Perſons inſane, and began to inſeſt them, by 
infuſing unworthy Suggeſtions concerning Faith, 
and alſo concerning the Lord; and whulſt they 
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were buſied in theſe Invectives and Abuſes, they 


alſo caſt themſelves into the Midſt of them, and 
in the Spirit of Inſanity by which they were 
poſſeſſed, endeavoured to do them Miſchief; 
but the Spirits of Saturn were not at all afraid, 
becauſe they were ſecure and in Tranquillity ; 
whereas the Spirits of our Earth, when they were 
in the Midft of them, began to be tortured, and 
to reſpire with Difficulty, and in Conſequence 
thereof made their Eſcape with all Precipitation, 
one this Way and another that, till they all diſ- 


appeared. The Spirits who were preſent per- 


ceived from this Circumſtance, what is the 


Nature and Quality of the natural Man when 


ſeparate from the ſpiritual, and when he comes 


into a ſpiritual Sphere, viz. that he is inſane; 


for the natural Man ſeparate from the ſpiritual is 
wiſe only with a Wiſdom that originates in the 
World, and not with the Wiſdom that is from 


Heaven; and he who is wiſe only with the Wiſ- 


dom that originates in the World, believes 
Nothing but what he can apprehend with his 
Senſes, and the Things which he believes are 


grounded in the Fallacies of the Senſes, which, 


unleſs they are removed by an Influx from the 
Spiritual World, produce falſe Principles and 
Perſuaſions : Hence it is that ſpiritual Things are 
Things of Nought to ſuch * Perſons, inſomuch 
that they can ſcarce bear to hear Mention made 


ol 
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of any Thing ſpiritual; wherefore they become 
inſane when they are kept in a ſpiritual Sphere: 
It is otherwiſe during their Abode in the World, 
where they either think naturally concerning 
ſpiritual Things, or avert their Ears that” they 
may not hear them, that is, they hear and do 
not attend. It was alſo manifeſt from this ex- 
perimental Evidence, that the natural Man cannot 
introduce itſelf into the ſpiritual, that is, aſcend ; 
but when Man is principled in Faith, and there- 
by in ſpiritual Life, in this Caſe the ſpiritual 
Man flows into the natural, and thinks therein; 
for there 1s given a ſpiritual Influx, that 1s, an 
Influx from the Spiritual World into the Natural, 
but not vice ver/a, or from the Natural into the 


Spiritual. (mm) 


103. I was further informed by the Spirits of 
that Earth reſpecting the Conſociations of the 


Inhabitants, with ſeveral other Particulars : They 


ſaid, that they live divided into Families, every 


Family apart by itſelf; each Family copſiſting 


of a Man and his Wife with their Children; and

(mm) That Influx is ſpiritual, and not phyſical or natu- 


ral, conſequently that Influx is from the Spiritual World 


into the Natural, and not from the Natural into the Spiritual,

appears as if Influx is from Externals into Man's Internaly, 
but this is a Fallacy, n. 3721. | 
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that the Children, when they enter on a married 
State, are ſeparated from the Houſe, and have no 
further Care about it ; wherefore the Spirits from 
that Earth appear two and two: That they are 
little ſolicitous about Food and Raiment ; that 
they feed on the Fruits and Pulſe which their 
Farth produces, and that they are cloathed 
ſlightly, being encompaſſed with a coarſe Skin 
or Coat, (*) which repels the Cold : Moreover, 
that all on that Earth know that they ſhall live 
after Death; and that on this Account alſo they 
make light of their Bodies, only fo far as regards 
that Life, which they ſay is to remain and ſerve 
the Lord; it is for this Reaſon likewiſe they do 
not bury the Bodies of the Dead, but caſt them 
forth, and cover them with Branches of Foreſt 
Trees. 


194. Being queſtioned concerning that great 
Belt, which appears from our Earth to riſe above 
the Horizon of that Planer, and to vary it's 
Situations, they ſaid, that it does not appear to 
them as a Belt, but only as Somewhat whitiſh like 
Snow in the Heaven in various Directions.

Spirits and Angels, appears to the left 
a little backwards, at ſome Diſtance from our 
Earth: It is ſaid, “ in the Idea of Spirits,” be- 
cauſe neither the Sun of this World, nor any 
Planet, appears to any Spirit, but Spirits have 
only an Idea that they exiſt; it is in Conſequence 
of ſuch Idea that the Sun of this World is pre- 
ſented behind as Somewhat darkiſn, and the 
Planets not moveable as in the World, but re- 
maining conſtantly in their ſeveral Places, ſee 


above, n. 42. 


106. In the Planet Venus there are two Kinds 


of Men, of Tempers and Diſpoſitions oppoſite to 


cach other; the firſt mild and humane, the ſecond 
ſavage and almoſt brutal; they who are mild and 
humane appear on the further Side of the Earth, 
they who are ſavage and almoſt brutal appear on 
the Side looking this Way. But it is to be 
pbſerved, that they appear thus according to the

States of their Life, for in the Spiritual World the

107. Some of thoſe who appear on the further 
Side of the Planet, and who are mild and humane, 
came to me, and were preſented viſibly above my 
Head, and diſcourſed with me on various Sub- 
jects - amongſt other Particulars they ſaid, that 

during their Abode in the World, and more ſo 
ſince they were become Spirits, they acknow- 
ledged our Lord as their Only God ; they added, 
that on their Earth they had ſeen Him, and they 
repreſented alſo how they had ſeen Him. Theſe 
Spirits in the GRAND Max have Relation to e 
Memory of Things material agreeing with the Me- 
mory of Things immaterial, to which the Spirits of 


Mercury have Relation: Wherefore the Spirits 


of Mercury have the fulleſt Agreement with theſe 
Spirits of Venus, and on this Account, when they 
were together, a remarkable Change, and a 
powerful Operation in my Brain, was perceivable 
from their Influx, fee above, n. 43. 


108. I did not however diſcourſe with thoſe 
Spirits who are on the Side that looks this Way, 
and who are ſavage and almoſt brutal, but I was 
informed by the Angels concerning their Nature 
and Quality, and-whence it comes that they are 

5 Ts ſo 
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ſo brutal; the Cauſe is this, that they are ex- 
ceedingly delighted with Rapine, and more 
eſpecially with eating of their Booty: The 


Delight thence ariſing, when they think about 


eating of their Booty, was communicated to 
me, and was perceived to be moſt extraordinary. 
That on this Earth there have been Inhabitants 


of a like brutal Nature, appears from the 


Hiſtories of various Nations; alſo from the 
Inhabitants of the Land of Canaan, 1 Sam. 
XXX. 16; and likewiſe from the Jewiſh and 
Ifraelitiſh Nation, even in the Time of David, 
in that they made yearly Excurſions, and plun- 
dered the Gentiles, and rejoiced in feaſting 
on the Spoils. I was informed further, that 
thoſe Inhabitants are for the moſt Part Giants, 
and that the Men of our Earth reach only to 
their Navels : Alſo that they are ſtupid, making 


no Inquiries concerning Heaven or eternal 


Life, but immerſed ſolely in earthly Cares, 
and the Care of their Cattle. 


109. In Conſequence of this their Nature and 
Quality, when they come into another Life, 
they are exceedingly infeſted there by Evils 
and falſe Perſuaſions. The Hells, which ap- 
pertain to them, appear near their Earth, and 
have no Communication with the Hells of the 
wicked of our Earth, by Reaſon of their different 
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Tempers and Diſpoſitions; hence alſo their 
Evils and falſe - Perſuaſions are totally of a 


different Sort. 


' 110. Such however amongſt them, as are in 
a Capacity of being ſaved, are in Places of 
Vaſtation, and are there reduced to the laſt 
State of Deſperation; for there is no other 
Method whereby Evils and falſe Perſuaſions 
of that Kind can be ſubdued and removed : 
When they are in a State of Deſperation, 
they cry out that they are Beaſts, that they 
are Abominations, that they are Hatreds, and 
that thereby they are damned: Some of them, 
when they are in this State, exclaim even againſt 
Heaven, but as this proceeds from Deſpera- 
tion, it is forgiven them; the Lord moderates 
on theſe Occaſions, and reſtrains within 
proper Limits their harſh and bitter Ex- 
preſſions. Theſe, when they have paſſed 
through extreme Suffering, are finally ſaved, 
inaſmuch as the corporeal Principles are here- 
by brought to a Kind of Death. It was further 
declared concerning theſe Spirits, that during 
their Life on their Earth, they believed in ſome 
great Creator without a Mediator, but when 
they are ſaved, they are alſo inſtructed that the 
Lord Alone is God, the Saviour and Mediator. 


I have ſeen ſome of them, after they have 
paſſed | 
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paſſed through extreme Suffering, taken up 
into Heaven, and when they were received 
there, I have been made ſenſible of ſuch a Ten- 
derneſs of Joy from them, as drew Tears from 
my Eyes, | 
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Concerning the Spirits and 
Inhabitants of the MOON. 


111. FAERTAIN Spirits appeared. over my 

| Head, and thence were heard Voices 
like Thunder, for the Thunder of their Voices 
exactly reſembled the Sound of Thunder from 
the Clouds after Lightning : I at firſt con- 
jectured, that it was owing to a great Multitude 
of Spirits, who had the Art of uttering Voices 
attended with ſo loud a Noiſe. The more ſimple 
Spirits, who were with me, ſmiled on the Occa- 
fion, at which I was much furprized ; but the 
Cauſe of their Smiling was preſently diſcovered 
to be this, that the Spirits, who thundered, were 
not many, but few, and were alfo as little as 
Children ; and that on former Occafions they had 
terrified them by ſuch Noifes, and yet were unable 
to do them any Hurt. In Order that J might 
know their Nature and Quality, ſome of them 
deſcended from on high where they were thun- 
dering, and what ſurprized me, one carried ano- 
ther on his Back, and thus two of them approach- 
ed me: Their Faces appeared not * 


put longer than the Faces of other Spirits; in 
. 
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Regard to Stature, they appeared like Children of 
ſeven Years old, but more robuſt; thus they 
were Dwarfs (Homuncicnes). It was told me by 
the Angels, that they were from the Moon. He 
who was carried on the other's Back, on coming 
to me, applied himſelf to my leſt Side under the 
Elbow, and thence diſcourled with me, ſaying, 
that whenever they utter their Voices, they thus 
thunder; and that thereby they terrify the Spirits 
who are inclined to do them Miſchief, and put 
ſome to Flight, and that thus they go with Secu- 
rity whitherſoever they are diſpoled. To con- 
vince me that the Noiſe they make was of ſuch a 
Sort, he retired from me to ſome other Spirits, 
but not entirely out of Sight, and thundered in 
like Manner. They ſhewed moreover, that the 
Voice being uttered from the Abdomen, like an 
Eructation, made this thundering Sound. It 
was perceived that this was owing to this particu- 
lar Circumſtance, that the Inhabitants of the 
Moon do not ſpeak from the Lungs, like the In- 
habitants of other Earths, but from the Abdomen, 
and thus from a certain Quantity of Air there 
collected, by Reaſon that the Moon is not en- 
compaſſed with an Atmoſphere like that of other 
Farths. I was inſtructed, that the Spirits of 
the Moon, in the GRAND MAN, have Relation 
to the enſiform Cartilage or X7phoides, to which 
the Ribs in Front are joined, and from which 
R 2 deſcends 
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deſcends the Faſcia alba, which is the Fulcrum of 
the abdominal Muſcles, 


112. That there are Inhabitants in the Moon, 
is well known to Spirits and Angels, and in like 
Manner that there are Inhabitants in the Moons 

or Satellites which revolve about Jupiter and 
Saturn. They who have not ſeen and diſcourſed 
with Spirits coming from thoſe Moons, ſtill en- 
tertain no Doubt but there are Men inhabiting 
them, becauſe they are Earths alike with the 
Planets, and wherever an Earth is, there are 
Men Inhabitants; for Man is the End for which 
every Earth was created, and Nothing was made 
by the Great Creator without an End: That the 
Human Race, as conſtituent of Heaven, is the 
End of Creation, may appear to every one who 
thinks from a rational Frinciple at all enli ghtened.

123. HEY who are in Hen can diſ- 
courſe and converſe with Angels and 

Spirits, who are not only from the Earths in this 
ſolar Syſtem, but alſo from other Earths in the 
Univerſe out of this Syſtem ; and not only with 
the Spirits and Angels there, but alſo with the 
Inhabitants themſelves, only however with thoſe 
whoſe Interiors are open, ſo that they can hear 
ſuch as ſpeak from Heaven: The ſame is the 
Caſe with Man, during his Abode in the World, 
to whom it hath been given of the Lord to diſ- 
courſe with Spirits and Angels; for Man is a 
Spirit as to his Interiors, the Body which he 
carries about in the World only ſerving him for 
the performing Functions in this natural or ter- 
reſtrial Sphere, which is the ultimate of all 
Spheres. But it is given to no one to diſcourſe as 
a Spirit with Angels and Spirits, unleſs he be 
ſuch, that he can conſociate with Angels as to 
Faith and Love; nor can he ſo conſociate, unleſs 
he have F aith and Love to the Lord, for Man is 

| joined 
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joined to the Lord by Faith and Love to Him, 
that is, by Truths of Doctrine and good Principles 
of Life derived from Him; and when he is joined 


to the Lord, he is ſecure from the Aſſaults of evil 


Spirits from Hell: With others the Interiors 
cannot be ſo far opened, ſince they are not in the 
Lord. This is the Reaſon why there are few at 
this Day, to whom it is given to ſpeak and con- 
verſe with Angels; a manifeſt Proof whereof is, 
that the Exiſtence of Spirits and Angels is ſcarce 
believed at this Day, much leſs that they are 


attendant on every Man, and that by them Man 


bath Connection with Heaven, and hy Heaven 
with the Lord; ſtill leſs is it belieyed, that Man, 
when he dies as to the Body, lives a Spirit, even 
in a human Form as before, 


I 24. e as there are many at this Day in 
the Church, who have no Faith concerning a 
Life after Death, and ſcarce any concerning 
Heaven, or concerning the Lord as being the 
God of Heaven and Earth, therefore the Inte- 
riors appertaining to my Spirit are open by the 
Lord, fo that I am enabled, during my Abode 
in the Body, to have Commerce with the Angels 
in Heaven, and not only to diſcourſe with them, 
but alſo to ſee the aſtoniſhing Things of their 
Kingdom, and to deſcribe the fame, in Order to 
check from henceforth the Cavils of thoſe wha 

urge, 
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urge, Did ever any one come from Heaven 
« and aſſure us that ſuch a Place exiſts, and ac- 
ce quaint us with what is doing there?“ Never- 
theleſs I am aware, that they who in Heart have 
heretofore denied a Heaven and a Hell, and a 
Life after Death, will even ſtill continue in the 
Obſtinacy of Unbelief and Denial; for it is eaſier 
to make a Raven white, than to make thoſe be- 
lieve, who have once in Heart rejected Faith; 
the Reaſon is, becauſe ſuch Perſons always think 
about Matters of Faith from a negative Principle, 
and not from an affirmative. May the Things 
however, which have been hitherto declared, and 
which we have further to declare, concerning 
Angels and Spirits, be for the Uſe of thoſe few 
who are principled in Faith! whilſt it is per- 
mitted, in Order to bring others to Somewhat of 
Acknowledgment, to relate ſuch Particulars, as 
delight and engage the Attention of Perſons de- 
firous of Knowledge; for which Purpoſe we ſhall 
now proceed to give an Account of the Earths in 
the Starry Heaven. 


125. He who is unacquainted with the Arcana 
of Heaven, cannot believe that Man is capable 
of feeing Earths ſo remote, and of giving any 
Account of them from ſenfible Experience : But 
let ſuch an one know, that the Spaces and 
Diftances, and conſequent Progreſſions, which 

Ks | exiſt 
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exiſt in the natural World, are, in their Origin 
and firſt Cauſe, Changes of the State of interior 
Things, and that with Angels and Spirits they 
appear according to ſuch Changes; () and that 
therefore Angels and Spirits may by ſuch 
Changes be apparently tranſlated from one Place 
to another, and from one Earth to another, even 
to Earths at the extreme Boundaries of the Uni- 
verſe: The Caſe is the ſame alſo with Man as to 
his Spirit, and therefore he alſo may be ſo tranſ- 
lated, whilſt his Body ſtill continues in it's own 
Place. This hath been the Caſe with myſelf, 
{ince by the Divine Mercy of the Lord it has 
been given me to converſe with Spirits as a Spirit, 
and at the ſame Time with Men as a Man. The 
ſenſual Man is not capable of conceiving that 
Man as to his Spirit can be thus tranſlated, inaſ- 
much as the ſenſual Man is immerſed in Space 
and in Time, and meaſures his Progreſſions 
accordingly. 


126. That there are ſeveral Worlds or Syſtems, 
may appear to every one from this Confideration, 
| that 


(g) That Motions, Progreſſions, and Changes of Place, 
in another Life are Changes of the States of the Interiors of 


Life, and that nevertheleſs it really appears to Spirits and

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chat ſo many Stars appear in the Univerſe, and 
it is well known to the Learned, that every Star is 
like a Sun in it's own Place, remaining fixed as 
the Sun of our Earth in it's Place; and that it is 
owing ſolely to Diſtance that it appears in a ſmall 
Form like a Star; conſequently, that each Star 
hath Planets revolving around it, which are ſo 


many Earths, in like Manner as the Sun of our 


Syſtem hath; and that the Reaſon why thoſe 
Planets, or Earths, do not appear, is, becauſe 
of their immenſe Diſtance, and of their having 
no Light but what they receive from their own 
Star, which Light cannot be reflected ſo far as 
to reach us. For what other End or Purpoſe, 
ſhall we ſay, was ſo large a Firmament created 
with ſo many Stars ? The End of the Creation of 


the Univerſe is Man, in Order that an Angelic 
Heaven might be formed of Men; but what 
would Mankind and an Angelic Heaven from 


one ſingle Earth avail to anſwer the Purpoſes of 
an infinite Creator, for which a Thouſand, yea 
Ten Thouſand Farths would not ſuffice? By 
Calculation it appeared, that ſuppoſing there 
were in the Univerſe 1,000,000 Earths, and on 
every Earth 300,000,000 Men, or 300 Millions, 
and 200 Generations within 6000 Years, and 
that to every Man or Spirit was allotted a Space 
of three cubic Ells, in this Caſe the Sum of Men 
or Spirits collectively would not occupy a Space

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equal to a thouſandth Part of this Earth, con- 


ſequently not more than the Space poſſeſſed by 


one of the Satellites of Jupiter or Saturn, which 
would be a Space ſo diminutive in Refpect to 

the Univerſe, that it would be ſcarce diſcernible, 
for a Satellite of Jupiter or Saturn is ſcarce viſible 
to the naked Eye: And what would this be in 
Regard to the Purpoſes of the Creator. of the 
Univerſe, to anſwer which, the whole Univerſe, 
though filled with Earths, would be inadequate, 
for He is infinite? In diſcourſing on this Subject 
with the Angels, they have told me, that they 
have a like Idea concerning the Fewneſs of the 
human Race in Reſpect to the Infinity of the 

Creator, but that their Thoughts om the Subject 
originate not from Spaces, but from States, and 
that according to their Idea, ſuppoſing the Num- 
ber of Earths to be as many Myriads as could 


be conceived in Thought, they would till be as 


Nothing to the Lord, The Information which 

Jam going to give concerning the Earths in the 
Starry Heaven, is from experimental Teſtimony, 
whereby it will likewiſe appear, how I was tranſ- 
lated Fhither as to my Spirit, whilſt my Body 
continued i in it's own Place, 
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Concerning the Firſt Earth in the 
Starry Heaven, it's Spirits and 
Inhabitants. 


127. J Was led by Angels from the Lord to a 
certain Earth in the Starry Heaven, 

where it was piven to take a View of the Earth 
itſelf, yet not to ſpeak with the Inhabitants, but 
with Spirits who came from thence (for all the 
Inhabitants' or Men of every Earth, after finiſh- 
ing their Courſe of Life in the World, become 
Spirits, and remain near their own Earth): From 
theſe however I received Information concerning 
the Earth, and concerning the State of the In- 
habitants thereof; for Men, when they leave the 
Body, carry with them all their former Life, and 
all their Memory. (t.) To be led to Earths in 
the Univerſe, is not to be led and tranſlated 
thither as to the Body, but as to the Spirit, and 
the Spirit is led by Variations of the State of in- 
terior Life, which appear to it as Progreſſions 
through 


72) That Man after Death retains the Memory of all his 
Concorns in the Werld, n. 2476 to 2486, 
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through Spaces. Approaches, or near Advance- 

ments, are alſo effected according to Agreements 

or Reſemblances of States of Life, for Agree- 
ment or Reſemblance produces Conjunction, 

whereas Diſagreement and Diſſimilitude produces 

. Disjunction. Hence it may appear how Tranſ- 
lation is effected as to the Spirit, and it's 

Approach or near Advancement to Things re- 

» mote, whilſt the Man ſtill remains in his own 
Place. But to lead a Spirit, by Variations of the 

State of it's Interiors, out of it's own Orb, and 

to cauſe the Variations ſucceſſively to advance 

even to a State agreeing with or like to thoſe to 

whom it is led, is in the Power of the Lord 

alone ; for there muſt be a continual Direction 

and Foreſight from firſt to laſt, both in advancing 

and in returning back again ; eſpecially when the 

Tranſlation is to be effected with a Man, who is 

ſtill as to the Body in the natural World, and 
thereby in Space. That ſuch a Tranſlation hath 

been effected, will appear incredible to thoſe who 

are immerſed in the fenſual corporeal Life, and 

whoſe Thoughts originate in ſenfual corporeal 

Things, nor can they be induced to believe it; 

the Reaſon is, becauſe the ſenſual corporeal Life 
cannot conceive of Progreſſion without Space 

but they who think from the ſenſual Principle 

of their Spirit, ſomewhat removed or withdrawn 

from the ſenſual Principle of the Body, conſe-

quently who think from an interior Principle in 
' themſelves, may be induced to believe and to 
conceive it, fince in the Idea of interior Thought | 
there is neither Space nor Time, but inſtead 
thereof the original Principles whence Spaces and 
Times had Birth. For the Uſe of theſe latter 
the following Account is written reſpecting the 
Earths in the Starry Heaven, and not for the 
former, (viz. ſuch as are immerſed in the ſenſual 
corporeal Life,) unleſs they be in a State to ſuffer 
themſelves to be inſtructed. 


128. At a Time when I was broad awake, I 
was led as to the Spirit by Angels from the Lord 
to a certain Farth in the Univerſe, accompanied 
by ſome Spirits from this Orb : Our Progreſſion 
was ina Direttion to the right, and continued for 
two Hours. Near the Boundary of our Solar 
Syſtem there appeared firſt a whitiſh Cloud, but 
thick; and behind it a fiery Smoke aſcending - 
from a great Chaſm; it was a vaſt Gulph ſepara- 
ting on that Side our Solar Syſtem from ſome 
other Syſtems of the Starry Heaven: The fiery 
Smoke appeared at a conſiderable Diſtance. I 
was conveyed through the Midſt of it, and in- 
ſtantly there appeared beneath in the Chaſm or 
Gulph ſeveral Men who were Spirits (for Spirits 
 aþpear all in a human Form, and are actually 
* L alſo heard man — with each 

other, 
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other; but whence they were, or of what Sort, ic 
was not given to know : One of them however 
told me that they were Guards, to prevent Spirits 
paſſing from this World to any other in the Uni- 
verſe without having obtained Leave. That this 
was the Caſe, was alſo confirmed by this Circum- 
ſtance, that ſome Spirits, who were in Company, 
to whom it was not permitted to paſs, when they 
came to that great Gulph or Interſtice, began to 
cry out vehemently that they were loſt and un- 
done ; for they were as Perſons ſtruggling in the 
Agonies of Death, wherefore they halted on that 
Side of the Gulph, nor could they be conveyed 
further ; for the fiery Smoke exhaling from the 
Gulph affected them powerfully with it's In- 
fluence, and thus put them to Torture. 


129. After T was conveyed through that great 
Chaſm, I at length arrived at a Place where I 
ſtopped; and immediately there appeared to me 
Spirits from above, with whom it was given to 
diſcourſe: From their Diſcourſe and their par- 
ticular Manner of apprehending and explaining 
Things, I clearly perceived that they were from 
another Earth, for they differed altogether from 
the Spirits of our Solar Syſtem : They alſo per- 
ceived from my Diſcourſe that I came from afar. 


130. Aſter 
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130. After diſcourſing for ſome Time on 
various Subjects, I aſked what God they wor- 
ſhipped? They ſaid, that they worſhipped ſome 
Angel, who appeared to them as a Divine Man, 
being bright and ſhining with Light ; and that he 
inſtructed them, and gave them to perceive what 
they ought to do. They ſaid further, that they 
knew that the Moſt High God is in the Sun of 
the Angelic Heaven, and that he appears to his 
Angel, and not to them; and that he is too great 
for them to dare to adore Him. The Angel, 
whom they worſhipped, was an Angelic Society, 
to which it was granted by the Lord to preſide 
over them, and to teach them the Way of what is 
juſt and right; therefore they have Light from 
a Kind of Flame, which appears like a Torch, 
fiery and yellow to a conſiderable Degree; the 
Reaſon is, becauſe they do not adore the Lord, 
_ conſequently they have not Light from the Sun 
of the Angelic Heaven, but from an Angelic So- 
ciety, for an Angelic Society, when it is granted 
of the Lord, can exhibit ſuch a Light to Spirits 
who are in an inferior Region, That Angelic 
Society was allo ſeen by me, and was on high 
above them; there was alſo ſcen the flaming 
Principle whence the Light proceeded. 


131. As to the reſt of their Character, they 


were modeſt, Somewhat fimple, but ſtill under 
tolerably 
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tolerably good Influence as to their Thoughts, 
From the Light which was amongſt them might 
be concluded what was the Nature and Quality 
of their intellectual Principle, for the Intelle& is 


according to the Reception of the Light which 


is in the Heavens, inaſmuch as Divine Truth, 
proceeding from the Lord as a Sun; Is what 
ſhines there, and enables the Angels not only to 
ſee but alſo to underſtand, (an) 


132. I was inſtructed that the Inhabitants and 
Spirits of that Earth, in the GRAND Man, have 


Relation to Somewhat in the SPLEEN, in which I 


was confirmed by an Influx into the Spleen whilſt 
they” were FER with me. 


133. Being quiitionza concerning the Sun of 
their Syſtem, which enlightens their Earth, they

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laid, that the Sun there has a flaming Appear- 
ance, and when I repreſented the Size of the 
Sun of our Earth, they ſaid, that their's was leſs; 
for their Sun to our Eyes is a Star, and I was told 
by the Angels that it was one of the leſſer Stars. 
They ſaid alſo, that from their Earth is likewiſe 

ſeen the Starry Heaven, and that a Star larger 
than the reſt appears to them Weſtward, which 
was declared from Heaven to be our Sun, 


134. After this my Sight was opened, ſo that J 
could look in ſome Degree upon their Earth; 
and there appeared ſeveral green Fields, and Fo- 
reſts with Trees in full Foliage, and alſo fleecy 
Sheep. Afterwards I ſaw ſome of the Inhabi- 
tants, who were of the meaner Claſs, cloathed 
nearly like the Country- people in Europe. There 
was ſeen alſo a Man with his Wife; ſhe appeared 
of handſome Stature and a graceful Mien, ſo 
likewiſe did the Man; but what ſurprized me, 
he had a ſtately Carriage, and a Deportment 
which had a Semblance of Haughtineſs, but the 
Woman's Deportment was humble: 1 was in- 
formed by the Angels, that ſuch is the Faſhion 
on that Earth, and that the Men, who are ſuch, 
are beloved, becauſe they are nevertheleſs well- 
diſpoſed. I was informed likewiſe, that it is not 
allowed them to have more Wives than one, be- 
cauſe it is contrary to the Laws. The Woman

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whom I ſaw, had before her Boſom a Cloak or 
Covering, broad enough to conceal herſelf behind 
it, which was ſo contrived, that ſne could put her 
Arms in it; and uſe it as a Garment to cover her, 
and ſo walk about her Buſineſs; it might be 
| tucked up as to the lower Part, and when tucked 
ap, and applied to the Body, it appeared like a 
Stomacher, ſuch as are worn by the Women of 
our Earth: But the ſame alſo ſerved the Man 
for a Covering, and he was ſeen to take it from 
the Woman, and apply it to his Back, and looſen 
the lower Part, which thus flowed down to his 
Feet like a Gown, and cloathed in this Manner 
he walked off. The Things ſeen on that Earth 
were not ſeen with the Eyes of my Body, but 
with the Eyes of my Spirit, for a Spirit may ſee 
the Things which are on any Earth, when it is 
mes by the Lord. | 


135. Being well aware, that many will doubt 
the Poſſibility of Man's being able to ſee, with 
the Eyes of his Spirit, any Thing on ſo dittant an 
Earth, it may be expedient to declare how the 
Matter is: Diſtances in another Life are not like 
Diſtances here on Earth; in another Life they 
are altogether according to the States of the Inte- 
riors of every particular Perſon ; they who are in 
a ſimilar State, are together in one Society and in 
one Place; every Thing is preſent by Virtue of 
U a Fi- 
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a Similitude of PIO) and every Thing is diſtant 
by Virtue of the Diſſimilitude of State; hence 1 
was, that I was near to the above Earth, when 1 
was brought by the Lord into a State fimilar to 
the State of the Spirits and Inhabitants thereof, 
and that in this Caſe being preſent I diſcourſed 
with them: Hence it is evident, that. Earths in 
the ſpiritual World are not diſtant as in the natural 
World, but only apparently according to the 
States of Life of the Inhabitants and Spirits of 
each: The State of Life is the State of the Aﬀec- 
tions as to Love and Faith. In Regard to 2 
Spirit, or what is the ſame Thing, a Man as to 
his Spirit, ſceing Things on any Earth, we ſhall 
alſo explain how this is; neither Spirits nor An- 
gels, by their own proper Sight, can ſee any 
Thing that is in the natural World; for the Light 
of the natural World, or the ſolar Light, is to 
them as groſs Darkneſs; in like Manner Man, 
by his bodily Sight, cannot fee any Thing that is 
in the other Life, for the Light of Heaven 1s to 
him as groſs Darkneſs: Nevertheleſs, both Spirits 
and Angels, when it pleaſes the Lord, may ſee 
; Things i in the natural World through the Eyes of 
Man. but this is not granted of the Lord except 
with thoſe, to whom he gives to diſcourſe with 
Spirits and Angels, and to be in Conſort with 
them: It hath been given them to ſee through 
my Eyes the Things of this World, and as plainly

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as I myſelf did; and alſo tohear Men diſcourſing 
with me: Sometimes it hath happened, that 
through me they ſaw their Friends, with whom 
they had been intimate when in the Body, alto- 
_ gether preſent as before, at which they were 
amazed ; Wives have in this Manner ſeen their 
Huſbands and Children, and have wiſhed me to 
tell them that they were preſent and looking on 
them, and that I would mention the Particulars 
of their State in the other Life; but this, I ſaid, 
was not allowed, by Reaſon that they would have 
called me mad, or would have pronounced my 
Information to be all a Delirium of the Imagina- 
tion, inaſmuch as I was well aware, that although 
they gave Aſſent with their Lips to the Doctrine 
of the Exiſtence of Spirits, and of the Reſurrec- 
tion of the Dead, and of their being amongſt 
Spirits, and that Spirits can ſee and hear by 
Means of Man, yet they did not believe theſe 
Things in their Hearts. When my interior 
Sight was firſt opened, and they who are in ano- 
ther Life ſaw through my Eyes the World and the 
Things contained therein, they were ſo amazed, 
that they called it the Miracle of Miracles, and 
were affected with a new Joy, to think that a 
Communication was thus opened of Earth with 
Heaven, and of Heaven with Earth: This Joy 
continued for ſome Months, but afterwards the 
Circumſtance which occaſioned it became ſo 
; U 2 familiar, 
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familiar, that now the Wonder hath ceaſed. 1 
am informed, that Spirits and Angels attendant 
on other Men ſee not the leaſt of the Things of 
this World, but anly perceive the Thoughts and 
AﬀeCtions of thoſe on whom they attend. Hence 
it may appear, that Man was ſo created, that 

during his Life here amongſt Men in the World, 

he might at the ſame Time live in Heaven among 
Angels, and vice verſd, ſo that Heaven and the 
World might be united together and act in Unity 
in Man, and Men might know what paſſes in 
Heaven, and Angels what paſſes in the World; 

and that when Men _ 29d this Life, they might 
into the Lord" ; Kingdom i in the Mens, not as 
into another, but as into the ſame, in which alſq 
they were during their Life in the Body ; but in 
Conſequence of becoming ſo corporeal, Man 
cloſed Heaven againſt | himſelf. 


136. Laſtly, I difcourſed with the Spirits, wha 
were from the aboye Earth, concerning various 
Particulars on our Earth, eſpecially concerning 
this Circumſtance, that there are Sciences culti- 
vated on our Earth which are not cultivated on 
other Earths, as Aſtronomy, Geometry, Me- 
chanics, Phyſics, Chymiſtry, Medicine, Optics, 
and Natural Philoſophy ; and likewiſe Arts, 
which are not known elſewhere, as the Art of 

| Ship- 
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Ship-Building, of Smelting Metals, of Writing, 
and of Printing, and thus of communicating with 
others in diſtant Parts of the Earth, and alſo of 

reſerving what is commumicated for Thouſands 


of Years, and that this Art hath been practiſed 


in Regard to the Word which was revealed by 


the Lord, and that conſequently Revelation is for 


ever permanent on our Earth. ; 


137. At length there was preſented to my 
View the Hell of thofe who are from that Earth, 
and very terrible was the Appearance of the In- 
fernals ſeen therein, inſomuch that J dare not 
deſcribe their monſtrous Faces. There were 
ſeen alſo Female Magicians, who praiſe direful 
Arts; they appeared clad in Green, and ſtruck 
me with Horror,

Concerning a Second Earth in thc 
Starry Heaven, it's Spirits and 
Inhabitants, 


1 38. 1 Was . led of the Lord to an 
c Earth in the Univerſe, which was fur 
they diſtant from our Earth than the foregoing, 
of which we have been juſt ſpeaking ; that it was 
further diſtant, was plain from this Circum- 
ſtance, that I was two Days in being led thither, 
as to my Spirit: This Earth was to the left, 
whereas the former was to the right. Inaſmuch 
as Remoteneſs in the Spiritual World doth not 
ariſe from Diſtance of Place, but from Difference 
of State, as was ſaid above, therefore from the 
Tediouſneſs of my Progreſſion thither, which 
laſted two Days, I might conclude, that the 
State of the Interiors with the Inhabitants of that 
Earth, which is the State of Aﬀections and of 
conſequent Thoughts, differed proportionably 
from the State of the Interiors with the Spirits 
from our Earth. Being conveyed thither as to 
the Spirit by Changes of the State of the Interiors, 
it was given to obſerve the ſucceſſive Changes 
themſelves 
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themſelves 13 I arrived thither : This was 
done whilſt I was awake. 


139. When I arrived thither, the Earth was 


not ſeen by me, but only the Spirits who were 


from that Earth; for, as was ſaid above, the 
Spirits of every Earth appear about their own 


particular Earth, by Reaſon that they are of a 


Genius and Temper. ſimilar to that of the Inha- 
bitants, and in Order that they may ſerve them. 
'Thoſe Spirits were ſeen at a conſiderable Height 
above my Head, whence they beheld me as I ap- 
proached: It is to be obſerved, that they who 
ſtand on high in another Life, can behold thoſe 
who are beneath them, and the higher they ſtand, 
the greater is.the Extent of their Viſion, and that 
they can not only behold thoſe who are beneath 
them, but likewiſe diſcourſe with them. From 
their State of Elevation they obſerved, that I was 
not from their Earth, but from ſome other at a 
creat Diſtance; wherefore they accoſted me in 
Queſtions concerning various Particulars, to 
which it was given me to reply; and amongſt 
other Things I related to them to what Earth I 
belonged, and what Kind of Earth it was; and 
afterwards I ſpake to them concerning the other 
EFarths in our Solar Syſtem ; and at the ſame Time 
alſo concerning the Spirits of the Earth or Planet 
Mercury, in that they wander about to ſeveral 
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Earths for the Purpoſe of procuring fot them 
ſelves Knowledges of various Matters; on hearing 
this they ſaid, that they had likewiſe ſeen thofe 
Spirits n them. 


140. It was cold me by the Angels from our 
Earth, that the Inhabitants and Spirits of that 
Earth, in the Grand Man, have Relation to 
Keznness or VisIon, and therefore they appear 
on high ; and that they are alſo remarkably clear- 
ſighted. In Conſequence of their having ſuch 
Relation, and of their ſeeing clearly and diſtinly 
what was beneath them, in diſcourſing with them 
I compared them to Eagles, which fly aloft, and 
enjoy a clear and extenfive View of Objects be- 
neath ; but at this they expreſſed Indignation, 
ſuppoſing that I compared them to Eagles as to 
their Rapaciouſneſs, and conſequently that I 
thought them wicked; but I replied, that J did 
not liken them to Eagles as to * but 
as to Sh arp-ſigh tedneſs. 


141. Being queſtioned concerning the God 
whom they worſhipped, they replied, that they 
worſhipped a God viſible and inviſible, a God 
viſible under a human Form, and a God invifible 
not under any Form; and it was diſcoverable

dein Theught as communicated to me, that the

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viſible God was our Lord Himſelf, and they alſo 
called Him Lord. To this it was given me to 
reply, that on our Earth alſo there is worſhipped 
a God inviſible and viſible, and that the inviſible 
God 1s called Father, and the viſible 1s called 
Lord; and that both are One, as He Himſelf 
taught, ſaying, that no one had ever ſeen the Ap- 
pearance of the Father, but that the Father and 
He are One, and that whoſo feeth Him ſeeth 
the Father, and that the Father is in Him and 
He in the Father; conſequently that each Divine 
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Principle is in One Perſon. That theſe are the 
Lord's own Words, may be ſeen, John 5. 
Chap. X. 30. Chap. xiv. 7, 9, 10, II. : 


142. Preſently 1 ſaw other Spirits from the 
ſame Earth, who appeared in a Place beneath the 
former, with whom alſo I diſcourſed; but they 
were Idolaters, for they worſhipped an Idol of . 
Stone, like to a Man, but not handſome : It is to 
be obſerved, that all who come into another Life, 
have at firſt a Worſhip like what they practiſed 
in the World, but that they are ſucceſſively ſe- 
parated from it; the Reaſon is, becauſe all Wor- 
ſhip remains implanted in Man's interior Life, 
from which it cannot be removed and eradicated 
but by Degrees. On ſeeing this, it was given 
me to tell them, that they ought not to worſhip 
what was dead, but what was living ; to which 
W | they 
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they replied, that they knew that God liveth and 
not a Stone, but that they thought of the Living 
God when they looked on a Stone like a Man, 
and that otherwiſe the Ideas of their Thought 
could not be fixed upon and determined to the 
inviſible God; it was then given me to tell them, 
that the Ideas of Thought may be fixed upon and 
determined to the inviſible God, when they are 
fixed upon and determined to the Lord, who is 
God viſible in Thought under a Human Form; 
and thus that Man may be joined with the in- 
viſible God in Thought and Affection, con- 
ſequently in Faith and Love, when he is joined 
with the Lord, but not otherwiſe, 


143. The Spirits who were ſeen on high were 
queſtioned, whether on their Earth they live under 
the Rule of Princes or Kings? to which they re- 
plied, that they know not what ſuch Rule is, and 
that they live under themſelves, being diſtin- 
guiſhed into Nations, Families, and Houſes: 
They were queſtioned further, whether they are 
thus in a State of Security? They replied in the 
Affirmative, inaſmuch as one Family never envies 
another in any Reſpect, or deſires to deprive 
another of it's juſt Rights: They expreſſed a De- 
gree of Indignation at being aſked theſe Queſtions, 
as arguing a Suſpicion of their Hoſtility, or of 
their Want of Protection againſt Robbers; what, 

ſaid 
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ſaid they, have we Need of but Food and Rai- 
ment, and thus to live content and quiet one 
under another? 


144. Being further queſtioned concerning their 
Farth and it's Produce, they ſaid, that they had 
green Fields, Flower-Gardens, Foreſts full of 
Fruit- Trees, and alſo Lakes abounding with Fiſh; 
and that they had Birds of a Blue Colour with 
golden Feathers, and alſo greater and leſſer Ani- 
mals; amongſt the leſſer they mentioned one 
Sort, which had the Back elevated like Camels 
on our Earth; nevertheleſs that they did not feed 
on their Fleſh, but only on the Fleſh of Fiſhes, 

and beſides on Fruits of Trees, and Pulſe of the 
Earth. They ſaid moreover, that they did not 
live in Houſes regularly built, but in Groves, 
in which amongſt the Leaves they made to them- 
ſelves Shelter againſt Rain and the Heat of the 


Sun. 


145. Being queſtioned concerning their Sun, 
which appears as a Star from our Earth, they 
ſaid, that it has a fiery Appearance, and not 
larger to look at than a Man's Head; I was told 
by the Angels, that the Star, which was their 
Sun, was amongſt the leſſer Stars, not far diſtant 
from the Equator. | 


2 146. There 
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1346. There were ſeen ſome Spirits, who were 

like what they had been during their Abode 
on their Earth as Men; they had Faces not 
unlike thoſe of the Men of our Earth, except 
that their Eyes and Noſe were leſs: This ap- 
pearing to me Somewhat of Deformiry, they 
faid, that little Eyes and a little Noſe were 
accounted Marks of Beauty with them. A 
Female was feen, clad in a Gown ornamented 
with Roſes of various Colours: I aſked, whence 
they were ſupplied vith Materials for Cloath- 
ing on their Earth? They anſwered, that 
they gathered from certain Plants a Subſtance 
which they ſpun into Thread; and that imme-- 
diately afterwards they laid the Threads in 
double and triple Rows, moiſtening them 
with a glutinous Liquor, and thus giving 
them Conkiſtence ; aſterwards they colour the 
Cloth thus prepared with a Subſtance procured 
from the Juices of Herbs. It was alſo ſhewn- 
me how they prepare the Thread; the Women 
fit down on the Ground, and wind it by Means 
of their Toes; and when wound they draw 
it towards them, and with the Hand ſpin it 
out to any Fineneſs they pleaſe. : 


147. They ſaid alſo, that on that Earth every 
Huſband hath no more than one Wife; and: 
that the Number of Children in a Family is. 

| 5 5 from 
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from Ten to Fifteen. They added, that there 
are found likewiſe Harlots amongſt them, but 
that all ſuch, after the Life of the Body, when 


they become Spirits, are Magicians, and are 
caſt inte Hell.

. 
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Concerning a Third Earth in the 
Starry Heaven, it's Spirits and 
Inhabitants. 


— HERE appeared ſome Spirits from 
afar, who were not willing to ap- 
proach ; the Reaſon was, becauſe they could not 
be together with the Spirits of our Earth, who 
were then about me; hence I perceived that they 
were from another Earth; and I was afterwards 
informed that they were from a certain Earth in 
the Univerſe; but where that Earth is, was not 
made known to me. 'Thoſe Spirits were un- 
willing to think at all about the Body, or even 
about any Thing corporeal and material, con- 
trary to the Spirits of our Earth ; hence it was 
that they were not willing to approach; never- 
* theleſs, after the Removal of ſome of the Spirits 
of our Earth, they came nearer and diſcourſed 


with me. But inſtantly there was felt an Anxiety 


ariſing from the Colliſion of Spheres ; for ſpiritual 
Spheres encompaſs all Spirits and Societies of 
Spirits, (cc) and-inaſmuch as they iſſue from the 
Life of the Affections and conſequent Thoughts, 

5 therefore 
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therefore where the Affections are contrary, 
Colliſion takes Place, and hence comes Anxiety. 
The Spirits of our Earth related, that they even 
durſt not approach thoſe other Spirits, ſince on 
their Approach, they were not only ſeized with 
Anxiety, but alſo appeared to themſelves as if 
they were bound Hand and Foot with Serpents, 
from which they could not be looſed but by re- 
tiring; this Appearance had it's Ground in Cor- 
reſpondence; for the Spirits of our Earth, in the 
GRAND MAN, have Relation to the External 
Senſe, conſequently to the Senſual Corporeal Prin- 

 ciple, and this ſenſual Principle is repreſented in 
another Life by Serpents. (xx) 


149. Such being the Nature and Quality of 
the Spirits of that Earth, they appear in the Eyes 
of other Spirits not as others in a diſtin human 
Form, but as a Cloud, in many Caſes like a 
duſky Cloud, with whitith Tints reſembling 
Somewhat human ; - but they ſaid, that within 
they are white, and that when they become 
Angels, that Duſkineſs is changed into a beau- 
| | tiful 
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(xx) That the ſenſual external Principle of Man in the 
Spiritual World is repreſented by Serpents, as being in the 
loweſt Principles, and in Reſpe& to interior Things in Man, 
lying on the Ground, and as it were creeping; and that 
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hence they were called Serpents, who reaſoned from that 
ſenſual Principle, n. 195, 196, 197, 6398, 69439. 
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tiful Blue, which alſo was ſheun me. LI aſked, 

whether they entertained ſuch an Idea concerning 
their Bodies during their Abode in the World as 
Men? They replied, that the Men of their Earth 
make no Account of their Bodies, but only of the 
Spirit in the Body, as Knowing that the Spirit 
will live for ever, but that the Body muſt periſh : 
They ſaid alſo, that ſeveral on their Earth believe, 
that the Spirit of the Body hath exiſted from 
Eternity, and was infuſed into the Body when they 
were conceived in the Womb; but they added, 
that now they know that it is not ſo, and that they 
repent for having even entertained ſo falſe an 


Opinion. 


150. When I aſked them whether they were 
willing to ſce any Objects on our Earth, inform- 
ing them that it was poſſible to do ſo through my 
Eyes, (ſee above, n. 135) they anſwered firſt, 
that they could not, and afterwards that they 
would not, inaſmuch as they were merely ter- 
reſtrial and material Objects, from which they 
remove their Thoughts as far as poſſible. Never- 
theleſs, there were repreſented to their View 
magnificent Palaces, reſembling thoſe in which 
Kings and Princes dwell on our Earth; for ſuch 
Things may be repreſented beſore Spirits, and 
when they are repreſented, they appear exactly 
as if they exiſted; but the Spirits from that Earth 

„ | made 
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made light of them, calling them Marble Images ; 
and then related, that they have more magnificent 
Objects with them, which are their ſacred Tem- 
ples, not built of Stone, but of Wood. When 
it was objected, that theſe were till terreſtrial 
Objects, they replied, that they were not ter- 
reſtrial, but celeſtial, becauſe in beholding them, 
they conceived not a terreſtrial but a celeſtial 
Idea; believing that they ſhould ſee like Objects 
in Heaven after Death. 


151. They then repreſented their ſacred Tem- 
ples before the Spirits of our Earth, who declared, 
that they never ſaw any Thing more magnificent; 
and as they were ſeen alſo by myſelf, therefore I 
can deſcribe them : They are conſtructed of Trees 
not cut down, but growing in the Place where 
they were firſt planted ; on that Earth, it ſeems, 
there are Trees of an extraordinary Size and 
Heighth; theſe they ſet in Rows when young, 
and arrange them in ſuch Order, that they may 
ſerve, as they grow up, to form Porticos and 
Galleries; in the mean while, by cutting and 
pruning the tender Shoots, they fit and prepare 
them to entwine one with another, and join to- 
gether, ſo as to form the Ground-work and Floor 
of the Temple to be conſtructed, and by a Side- 
Elevation to ſerve as Walls, and being hended into 
an Arch above, to make the Roof; in this Man- 
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ner they conſtruct the Temple with: admirable 
Art, elevating it high above the Ground; they 
prepare alſo an Aſcent into it by continuous 
Branches of the Trees extended from the Trunk, 
and firmly connected together. Moreover they 
adorn the Temple without and vithin in various 
Ways, by diſpoſing the Leaves into particular 
Forms: Thus they build entire Groves. But it 
was not given to ſee the Nature of the Conſtruc- 
tion of theſe Temples within, only I was informed, 
that the Light of their Sun is let in by Apertures 
amongſt the Branches, and is every where tranſ- 
mitted through Chryſtals, whereby the Light 
falling on the Walls 1s refracted in divers Colours 
like thoſe of the Rainbow, particularly the Co- 


lours of Blue and Orange, which they are moſt 


fond of. Such is the Nature of their Architecture, 
the Works whereof they prefer to. the moſt mag- 
nificent Palaces. of our Earth. 


182. They faid further, that the Inhabitants : 
do not dwell in high Places, but on the Earth in 


low Cottages, by Reaſon that high Places are for 


the Lord who is in Heaven, and low Places for 
Men who are on Earth: Their Cottages were alſo. 
ſhewn me; they were oblong, having within along 
the Walls a continued Couch or Bed, on which 
they lie one next to another; on the Side oppoſite 
to the Door. was a: Kind of Alcove,. before which 

4, | was 
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was a Table, and behind it a Fire-Place, by 
which the whole Chamber is enlightened : In the 
Fire-Place there is not a burning Fire, but a 
luminous Wood, from which iſſues as much 
Light as from the Flame of a common Fire; 
they ſaid, that in an Evening this Wood ap- 
peared as if it contained in it lighted Charcoal. 


153. They informed me further, that they do 
not live in Societies, but in Houſes apart by them- 
ſelves; and that they are joined in Socicties when 
they meet at Divine Worſhip ; and that on theſe 
' Occaſions they who are Teachers walk beneath in 
the Temple, and the reſt in Piazzas at the Sides; 
and that in their Meetings they experience inte- 
rior Joys, ariſing from the Sight of the Temple, 
and from the Worſhip therein celebrated. 


154. In Reſpect to Divine Worſhip they ſaid, 
that they acknowledge God under a Human 
Form, conſequently our Lord; for whoſoever 
acknowledge the God of the Univerſe under a 
human Form, are accepted and led by our Lord; 
the reſt cannot be ſo led, becauſe they think 
without a Determination of the Thought to ſome 
ſpecific Appearance. They added, that the In- 
habitants of their Earth are inſtructed concerning 
the Things of Heaven by ſome immediate Com- 
merce with Angels and Spirits, which may be 
3 more 
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more eaſily opened to them than to others, by 
Reaſon of their rejecting corporeal Things from 
their Thoughts and Affections. I aſked, what 
became of thoſe amongſt them who are wicked ? 
They replied, that on their Earth it was not al- 
lowed that a wicked Perſon ſhould exiſt; but if 
any one gave into evil Thoughts or evil Actions, 
be was reprimanded by a certain Spirit, and 
threatened with Death if he perſiſted therein ; 
and in Caſe he till perſiſted, he was taken off by 
a Swoon ; and that by this Means the Men of 
that Earth are preferved from the Contagion of 
Evils. A certain Spirit of this Kind was ſent to 
me; he ſpake with me as with them; moreover 
he occaſioned Somewhat of Pain in the Region of 
my Abdomen, informing me that this was the 
Method he uſes with thoſe who give into evil 
Thoughts and evil Actions, and ro whom he 
threatens Death if they perfiſt. I was given to 
underſtand, that they who profane holy Things 
are grievouſly puniſhed; and that before the 
puniſhing Spirit comes, there appear to them in 
Viſion the Jaws of a Lion wide open, of a livid 
Colour, who ſeems as if he would ſwallow their 
Head, and tear it aſunder from the Body, and 
hence they are ſeized with Horror: They call the 
puniſhing Spirit the Devil. 5 


1585 Inafmuch 
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155. Inaſmuch as they were deſirous to 
know, how we are circumſtanced on our 
Farth in Regard to Revelation, I informed 
them, that it is effected by writing and preach- 
ing from the Word, and not by immediate 
Commerce with Spirits and Angels; and that 
what is written may be printed and publiſhed, 
and thus be read and comprehended by whole 
Societies, whereby the Life may be corrected 
and amended: They were exceedingly ſur- 
prized, that ſuch an Art as Writing and Print- 
ing, utterly unknown in other Places, could 
exiſt on our Earth; but they comprehended, 
that on this Earth, where corporeal and ter- 
reſtrial Things are ſo much loved, Divine 
Things from Heaven could not otherwiſe flow 
in and be received; and that it would be dan- 
gerous for Perſons in ſuch Circumſtances to 
diſcourſe with Angels. | : 


156. The Spirits of that Earth appear up- 
wards in the Plane of the Head towards the 
Right: All Spirits are diſtinguiſhed by their 

Situation in Reſpect to the human Body, which 
is in Conſequence of the univerſal Heaven cor- 
reſponding with all Things appertaining to Man; 
theſe Spirits keep themſelves in that Plane, and 
at that Diſtance, becauſe their Correſpondence 
is not with the Externals but with the Interiors 
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of Man. Their Action is upon the left Knee, 
a little above and beneath, with a Kind of 
Vibration very ſenſibly felt; this is a Sign that 
they correſpond with the Confunclion of Things 
Natural and Things Celeſtial. |

Concerning a Fourth Earth in the 


Starry Heaven, it's Spirits and 
Inhabitants. 


157. J Was further conducted to another Earth 


which is in the Univerſe out of our Solar 
Syſtem, which was effected by Changes of the 
State of my Mind, confequently as to the Spirit ; 
for, as hath been frequently obſerved above, a 
Spirit is conducted from Place to Place no other- 
wiſe than by Changes of the State of his Inte- 
riors, which Changes appear to him in all Reſpects 
like Advancements from Place to Place, or like 
Journeyings: Theſe Changes continued without 
Intermiſſion for about Ten Hours, before I came 
from the State of my own Life to the State of 


Life peculiar to the Spirits of that Earth, con- 


fequently before I arrived there as to my Spirit. 


1 was carried towards the Eaft, to the left, and 
ſeemed to be gradually elevated from an horizon- 


tal Plane: It was alſo given to obſerve clearly a 
Progreſſion and Promotion from a former Place, 
till at length the Spirits. from whom I departed 
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no longer appeared; and in the mean Time 1 
diſcourſed on various Subjects with the Spirits 
who were with me. A certain Spirit was alſo 
with us, who, during his Abode in the World, 
had been a Prelate, and a Preacher, and likewiſe 
a very pathetic Writer : From the Idea concern- 
ing him in me, the attendant Spirits ſuppoſed, 
that he was a Chriſtian in Heart ſuperior to the 
reſt; for in the World an Idea is conceived, and 
Judgment formed from Preaching and Writing, 
and not from the Life, if it is not attended with 
ſome extraordinary Circumſtances ; and in Caſe 
any Thing in the Life appears which does not 
agree with the Preaching and Writing, it is never- 
theleſs excuſed; for the Idea, or Thought and 
Perception concerning any particular Perſon, 
gives a Bias to the Judgment in all Things, in- 
clining it in Favour of ſuch Idea, Fought, and 


Perception. 


158. After this I obſerved that I was in the 
Starry Heaven, as to my Spirit, far out of our 
Solar Syſtem; for this may be obſerved from the 
Changes of State, and conſequent apparent con- 
tinued Progreſſion, which laſted nearly Ten 
Hours: At length 1 heard Spirits diſcourſing 
near ſome Earth, which was afterwards alſo ſeen 
by me; when I was come near them, after ſome 
Diſcourſe together, they ſaid, that Strangers 

ſometimes 
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ſometimes come to them from a Diſtance, who 
diſcourſe with them concerning God, and con- 
fuſe the Ideas of their Thought: They pointed 
alſo at the Way by which ſuch Strangers came, 
whereby it was perceivable, that they were from 
the Spirits of our Earth: On queſtioning them as 
to the Confuſion cauſed in their Ideas, they ſaid, 
that it aroſe from thoſe Strangers aſſerting, that 
they ought to believe on a Divine Principle diſtin- 
guiſhed into three Perſons, which they neverthe- 
leſs call one God; and on examining the Idea of 
their Thoughts, it is preſented as a Threefold 
Principle (Trinum) not continuous but diſcrete, 
and with ſome, as three Perſons diſcourfing with 
each other, and with ſome, as two ſeated toge- 
ther, one near the other, and a third hearkening 
to them, and going from them ; and although 
they call each Perſon God, and form a different 
Idea concerning each, ſtill they declare them but 
One God : They complained exceedingly, that 
hereby their Ideas were confuſed, in that theſe 
Strangers conceived Three in Thought, and in 
Speech profeſs One, when nevertheleſs Thought 
and Speech ought ever to be in Agreement with 
each other. The Spirit, who in the World had 
been a Prelate and a Preacher, and who alſo was 
with me, was then examined as to the Idea he 
entertained reſpecting one God and three Perſons, 

when 1t was diſcovered, A he repreſented to 
LE himſelf 
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himſelf three Gods, but making One by Con- 
tinuity ; he conceived however this Threefold 
Unity as inviſible becauſe it was Divine; and 
from this his Conception it was perceivable, that 
he thought only of the Father, and not of the 
Lord, and that his Idea concerning the inviſible 
God was no other than as of Nature in her firſt 
Principles, the Reſult of which Idea was, that 
the inmoſt Principle of Nature was his Divine 
Principle, and thus that he might eaſily be hence 

led to acknowledge Nature as God. It is well 
to be obſerved, that the Idea which any Perſon 
entertains concerning any Thing, in another 
World is preſented to the Life, and thereby every 
one is examined as to the Nature of his Thought 
and Perception reſpecting the Things of Faith ; 
and that the Idea of the Thought concerning God 
is the chief of all others, inaſmuch as by that 
Idea, if it be genuine, Conjunction is effected 
with the Divine Being, and conſequently with 
Heaven. They were afterwards queſtioned con- 
cerning the Nature of their Idea reſpecting God? 
They replied, that they did not conceive God as 
inviſible, but as viſible under a Human Form ; 
and that they knew him to be thus viſible, not 


only from an interior Perception, but alſo from 


this Circumſtance that he hath appeared to them 
as a Man; they added, that if, according to the 


Idea of ſome Strangers, they ſhould conceive 
God 
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God as inviſible, conſequently without Form and 


Quality, they ſhould not be able in any wiſe to 
think about God, inaſmuch as ſuch an inviſible 
Principle falls not upon any Idea of Thought. 
On hearing this, it was given to tell them, that 
they do well to think of God under a Human 
Form, and that many on our Earth think in like 
Manner, eſpecially when they think of the Lord; 
and that the Ancients alſo thought according to 
this Idea: I then told them concerning Abraham, 


Lot, Gideon, Manoah and his Wife, and what 


is related of them in our Word, viz. that they 
ſaw God under a Human Form, and acknow- 
ledged him thus ſeen to be the Creator of the 


Univerſe, and called him Jehovah, and this alſo 


from an interior Perception ; but that at this 
Day that interior Perception was loſt in the 
Chriſtian World, and only remains with the 
ſimple who are principled in Faith. 


159. Previous to this Diſcourſe, they believed 
that our Company alſo conſiſted of thoſe, who 
were deſirous to. confuſe them in their Thoughts 


of God by an Idea of Three; wherefore on hear- 


ing what was ſaid, they were affected with Joy, 


and replied, that there were alſo ſent from God, 


(whom they then called the Lord) thoſe who 


teach them concerning Him, and that they are 


not willing to admit Strangers, who perplex 


2 3 them, 
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them, eſpecially by the Idea of three Perſons in 
the Divinity, inaſmuch as they know that God js 
One, conſequently that the Divine Principle is 
One, and not conſiſting of Three in Unanimity, 
unleſs ſuch threefold Unanimity be conceived to 
exiſt in Cod as in an Angel, in whom there is an 
inmoſt Principle of Lite, which is inviſible, and 
which is the Ground of his Thought and Wiſdom, 
and an external Principle of Life which is viſihle 
under a human Form, whereby he ſees and acts, 
and a proceeding Principle of Life, which is the 
Sphere of Love and of Faith ifluing from him 
(for from every Spirit and Angel there procceds 
a Sphere of Lite, whereby he is known at a 


Diſtance) (cc); which proceeding Principle of 


Life, when conſidered as iſſuing from the Lord, 
is the eſſential Divine Principle which fills and 
conſtitutes the Heavens, becauſe it proceeds from 
the very ESSE of the Life of Love and of Faith; 
they ſaid, that in this, and in no other Manner, 
they can perceive and apprehend a threefold 
Unity. When they had thus expreſſed them- 
ſelves, it was given me to inform them, that ſuch 
an Idea concerning a threefold Unity agrees 
with the Idea of the Angels concerning the Lord, 


and that it is grounded in the Lord's own Doc- 
trine reſpecting Himſelf; for he teaches that the 
Father and Himſelf are One; that the Father is 
in Him and He in the Father; that whoſo ſeeth 
6 Him 
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Him ſeeth the Father; and whoſo believeth on 
Him believeth on the Father and knoweth the 
Father ; alſo that the Comforter, whom he calls 
the Spirit of Truth, and likewiſe the Holy Ghoſt, 
proceeds from Him, and doth not ſpeak from 
Himſelf but from Him, by which Comforter is 
meant the Divine proceeding Principle. It was 
given me further to tell them, that their Idea 
concerning a Threefold Unity agrees with the 
ESSE and EXISTERE of the Life of the Lord 
| when in the World; the ESSE of his Life was 
the eſſential Divine Principle, for He was con- 
ceived of Jehovah, and the Eſſe of every one's 
Life is that whereof he is conceived ; the EX- 
ISTERE of Life derived from that ESSE is the 
Human Principle in Form; the Eſſe of the Life 
of every Man, which he hath from his Father, is 
called Soul, and the Exiſtere of Life thence de- 
rived is called Body; Soul and Body conſtitute 
one Man; the Likeneſs between each reſembles 
that which ſubſiſts between a Principle which is 
in Effort Conalus,] and a Principle which is in 
Act derived from Effort, for Act is an Effort 
acting, and thus two are one: Effort in Man is 
called Will, and Effort acting is called Aclion; 
the Body is the Inſtrumental Part, whereby the 
Will which is the Principal acts, and the Inſtru- 
mental and Principal in acting are one; ſuch is 
the Caſe in Regard to Soul and Body, and ſuch 
18 
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is the Idea which the Angels in Heaven have 
reſpecting Soul and Body; hence they know, that 
the Lord made his Human Principle Divine by 
Virtue of the Divine Principle in Himſelf, which 
was to Him a Soul from the Father. This is 
agreeable alſo to the Creed received throughout 
the Chriſtian World, which teaches, that “Al 
&* though Chriſt is God and Man, yet he is not two 
« but one Chriſt ; yea he is altogether one and a ſingle 
e Perſon ; for as Body and Scul are one Man, ſo alſo 
« God and Man is one Ghrift.” (yy) Inaſmuch as 
there was ſuch an Union, or ſuch a Oneneſs in 
the Lord, therefore he roſe again, not only as to 
Soul, but alſo as. to Body, which is not the Caſe 
with any Man; concerning which Circumſtance 
he alſo inſtructed his Diſciples in theſe Words, 


e Handle me and ſee, for a Spirit hath not Fleſh and 


* Bones, as ye ſee Me have.” (x) Thoſe Spirits 
underſtood clearly this Diſcourſe, ſuch Things 
being ſuited to the Underſtanding of Angelic 


Spirits; they inſtantly added, that the Lord 


Alone 


(yy) From the Athanaſian Creed, 


(zz) That immediately after Death Man riſes again as to 
his Spirit ; and that he is in a human Form, and that he is 


a Man in all and every Reſpect, n. 4527, 3006, 5078, 8939,

as to Spirit, and not as to Body, n. 10593, 10594. That 
the Lord Alone roſe again as to Body alſo, n. 1729, 208g,

& 
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Alone hath Power in the Heavens, and that the 
Heavens are His; to which it was given to reply, 
that this is known alſo to the Church on our 
Farth from the Lord's Declaration before he 
aſcended into Heaven, for he then ſaid, „All 
« Power is given to Me in Heaven and in Earth.” 


160. Afterwards I diſcourſed with thoſe Spirits 
concerning their Earth; for all Spirits have 
Knowledge of the Things relating to the Earth 


they came from, when their natural or external 


Memory is opened by the Lord; inaſmuch as 
this Memory remains with them after Death, 
but it is not opened except at the Lord's good 
Pleaſure. Then they related concerning their 


Earth from which they came, that when it is al- : 


lowed them, they appear to the Inhabitants, and 
diſcourſe with them as Men ; and that this is 
effected by their being let into their natural or 


external Memory, and conſequently into the - 


Thoughts which they had during their Abode in 
the World ; and that on ſuch Occaſions the In- 
habitants have their interior Sight, or Sight of 
their Spirits, opened, whereby they are ſeen : 
They added, that the Inhabitants at ſuch Times 
know no other than that they are Men of their 

| Earth, and that they then firſt perceive them not 
to be Men, when they are ſuddenly taken away 
from their Sight, I told them, that this was the 
Caſe 
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Caſe alſo on our Earth in ancient Times, as when 
Angels appeared to Abraham, Sarah, Eot, the 
Inhabitants of Sodom, Manoah and his Wife, 
Joſhua, Mary, Elizabeth, and the Prophets in 
general ; and that the Lord appeared in like 
Manner, and they who ſaw him knew nv other 
than that he was a Man of the Earth, before he 
revealed himſelf: But that at this Day ſuch Ap- 
pearances are ſeldom exhibited, the Reaſon 
whereof is, leſt Men by ſuch Things ſhould be 
compelled to believe, for Faith wrought by 
Compulſion, ſuch as is the Faith which enters by 
Miracles, is not inherent, and would alſo be 
hurtful to thoſe, in whom Faith may be im- 
planted by the Wen in a State without Com- 
las. 


161. The Spirit, who had been a Prelate and 
a Preacher in the World, was altogether indiſ- 
poſed to believe, that any other Earths exiſted 
beſides our own, in Conſequence of having 
thought in the World, that the Lord was born on 
this Earth alone, and that none could be ſaved 
without the Lord, wherefore he was reduced into 
2 State ſimilar to that which Spirits are reduced 
Into, when they appear on their own Earth as 
Men, concerning which State ſee above; and 
thus he was let into that Earth, fo that he not 
* ſaw it, but alſo diſcourſed with it's Inhabi- 

; tants : 
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tants: Hereupon a Communication was alſo 
thereby granted me, ſo that I in like Manner ſaw 
the Inhabitants, and likewiſe ſome particular 
Things on that Earth (fee above, n. 135). There 
appeared then four Kinds of Men, but one Kind 

after the other in Succeſſion; at firſt there were 
ſeen Men cloathed ; next to them in Order of 
Succeſſion, Men naked of a human Fleſh Colour ; 
afterwards Men naked, but with inflamed Bodies ; 
and ERIN black Men. 


162. Whilſt the Spirit, who had been a Pre- 


late and a Preacher, was with thoſe who were 
cloathed, there appeared a Woman of a very 
beautiful Countenance, in a plain ſimple Dreſs, 
her Gown flowing gracefully behind her, with 
Sleeves alſo for the Arms; her Head-Dreſs was 
beautiful, in the Form of a Chaplet of Flowers: 
That Spirit was exceedingly delighted at the 
Sight of this Virgin; he diſcourſed with her, and 
alſo took her by the Hand; but inaſmuch as ſhe 
perceived that he was a Spirit, and not of that 
Earth, ſhe ruſhed haſtily away from him: Aſter- 
wards there appeared to him on the Right ſeveral 
other Women, who had the Care of Sheep and 
Lambs, which at that Time they were leading to 
a Watering-Trough, which was ſupplied with 
Water by a ſmall Drain from a certain Lake; 


theſe Women were cloathed in like Manner with 
„ the 
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the former; they had in their Hands Shepherd's 
| Crooks, by which they led the Sheep and Lambs 
to drink; they ſaid, that which Way ſoever they 
pointed with their Crooks, thither the Sheep 
went: The Sheep which we ſaw were large, with 
broad woolly Tails : The Faces of the Women, 
when viewed more cloſely, were full and handſome. 
There were ſeen alſo Men; their Complexion was 
like that of the Men of our Earth, but with this 
Difference, that the lower Part of the Face- was 
black inſtead of a Beard, and the Noſe was more 
of a ſnowy white than a Fleſh Colour. Afterwards 
the Spirit, who, as was ſaid, had been a Preacher 
in the World, was led on further, but reluctantly, 
becauſe his Thoughts were ſtill engaged about 
the Woman with whom he was delighted, as was 
cvident from this Circumſtance, that there ſtill 
appeared Somewhat of his Shadow in the former 
Place; then he came to thoſe who were naked ; 
they were ſeen walking together two and two, 
| Huſband and Wife, having a Covering about the 
Loins, and alſo. around the Head: That Spirit, 
when he was with theſe Inhabitants was led into 
the State in which he was in the World when he 
was diſpoſed to preach, and inſtantly ſaid, that 
he would preach before them the Lord crucified ; 
but they ſaid, that they were not willing, to hear 
any ſuch Thing, becauſe they knew not what was 


meant by the Lord crucified, but knew that the 
Lord 
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Lord is living: He then ſaid, that he would 
preach the living Lord, but this alſo they refuſed 
to hear, ſaying, that they perceived in his Diſ- 
courſe Somewhat not celeſtial, becauſe it had 
much Reſpect to himſelf, his own Fame, and Re- 
putation ; and that they could diſtinguiſh from 
the Tone of Voice, whether the Diſcourſe came 
from the Heart, or not; and that hence they 
pronounced him incapable of teaching them ; 
- wherefore he was ſilent: During his Life in the 
World he had been a very pathetic Preacher, ſo 
that he could excite in his Hearers very holy In- 
fluences; but this pathetic Manner had been 
acquired by Art, conſequently it was derived from 
Self and the World, and not from Heaven. 


163. They ſaid moreover, that they had a 
Perception whether there be any conjugal Prin- 
ciple with thoſe of their Nation who are naked; 
and it was ſhewn, that they perceive this by Vir- 
tue of a ſpiritual Idea concerning Marriage, 
which Idea being communicated to me was to 
this Effect, that a Likeneſs of Interiors was 
formed by the Conjunction of Goodneſs and 
Truth, conſequently of Love and Faith, and that 
conjugal Love exiſted from that Conjunction 
deſcending by Influx into the Body ; for all 
Things appertaining to the Mind are preſented in 
ſome natural Appearance in the Body, conſe- 

Z 2 on quently 
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quently in the Appearance of conjugal Love, 
when the Interiors of two Perſons mutually love 
each other, and alſo by Virtue of that Love are 
| deſirous to will and to think the one as the other, 
and thus to abide and be Joined together as to the 
Interiors of the Mind; hence ſpiritual Affection, 
which appertains to the Mind, becomes natural 
Affection in the Body, and cloaths itſelf with the 
Senſe of conjugal Love; Spiritual Affection ap- 
pertaining to the Mind is the Affection of Good- 
neſs and Truth, and of their Conjunction, for all 
Things appertaining to the Mind, or to the 
Thinking-Principle and the Will-Principle, have 
Relation to Truth and Good. They ſaid further, 
that it 1s altogether impoſſible for any conjugal 
Principle to exiſt between one Man and ſeveral 
Wives, inaſmuch as the Marriage of Goodneſs 
and Truth, which appertains to the Mind, can 
_ exiſt only between two. 


164. After this the above Spirit came to thoſe 
who were naked, but whoſe Bodies were inflamed; 
and laſtly to thoſe who vere black, ſome of whom 
were naked, and ſome cloathed ; but both the. 
latter and the former dwelt in a diſtant Part of the 
fame Earth; for a Spirit may be led in an Inſtant 
to Places far alunder, inaſmuch as he doth not 
proceed and advance like Man by Spaces, but by

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165. I laſtly diſcourſed with the Spirits of that 
Earth concerning the Belief of the Inhabitants of 
our Earth in Regard to a Reſurrection, in that 
they cannot conceive that Men come into another 
Life immediately after Death, and then appear 
like Men as to the Face, the Body, the Arms, the 
Feet, and all the external and internal Senſes; 
ſtill leſs can they ' conceive that they are then 
cloathed in Raiment ; and that they have Places 
of Abode and Habitations ; and this ſolely by 
Reaſon that the Thoughts of the Generality of 
Perſons on this Earth are grounded in the Things 
of Senſe, which appertain to the Body, and 
therefore they believe in the Exiſtence of Nothing 
but what they ſee and touch; and few can be 
withdrawn from external and ſenſible Things to 
Things of an interior Nature, and thus be elevated 
into the Light of Heaven, in which ſuch interior 
Things are perceived: Hence it is, that in Re- 
gard to the Soul or Spirit, they cannot form any 
Idea of it as of a Man, but as of Wind, of Air, 
or of a Phantom without Form, in which not- 
withſtanding there is ſome vital Principle: This 
is the Reaſon why they do not believe that they 
ſnall riſe again till the End of the World, which 
they call the Laſt Judgment, at which Time they 
ſuppoſe that the Body, although mouldered into 
Duſt, and diſſipated by every Wind, will be 
brought back again and joined to it's Soul or 

| Spirit: 
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Spirit : I added, that it is permitted they ſhould | 
thus believe, inaſmuch as it cannot otherwiſe be 
| conceived by thoſe, whoſe Thoughts, as was ſaid, 
are grounded in Things of Senſe, that the Soul 
or Spirit can live as a Man in a Human Form, 
unleſs it receives again that Body with which it 
was cloathed in the World; wherefore unleſs it 
was aſſerted that that Body is to riſe again, they 
would reject in Heart the Doctrine concerning a 
Reſurrection and eternal Life as incomprehenſible. 
But till this Thought concerning a Refurrection 
has this Advantage attending it, that it leads them 
to bclieve in a Lite after Death, the Conſequence 
of which Belief is, that when they come to lie on 
a Sick-Bed, and their Thoughts are not in- 
Auenced, as before, by worldly and corporeal 
Things, that is, by Things of Senſe, they then 
believe that they ſhall live immediately after their 
Deceaſe; they then alſo ſpeak about Heaven, and 
about the Hope of living there immediately after 
Death, with Ideas very different from thoſe ſug- 
geſted by their Doctrine concerning the Laſt 
Judgment : I related further, that it had ſome- 
times been Matter of Surprize to me, that when 
they who are principled in Faith ſpeak of a Life 
after Death, and of their Friends and Relatives 
who are deceaſed, and at ſuch Times do not think 
about the Laſt Judgment, they then believe that 
their Friends and Relatives live as Men imme- 
diately 
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diately on their Deceaſe; but this Idea, as ſoon 
as ever a Thought concerning the Laſt Judgment 
flows in, is changed into a material Idea, con- 
cerning their terreſtrial Body, that it is again to 
be joined to their Soul; for they do not know 
that every Man is a Spirit as to his Interiors, and 
that it is this Spirit which lives in the Body, and 
in all it's Parts, and not the Body which lives of 
itſelf ; and that it is from the Spirit of every one 
that the Body hath it's human Form, conſequent- 
ly it is the Spirit of every one which is principally 
Man, and in like Form as Man, but inviſible to 
the Eyes of the Body, yet viſible to the Eyes of 
Spirits; hence alſo, when the Sight of Man's 
Spirit is opened, which is effected by the Removal 
of the bodily Sight, Angels appear as Men: 
Thus Angels appeared to the Ancients, accord- 
ing to what is written in the Word: In my Diſ- 
courſe alſo with Spirits, whom I had been 
acquainted with during their Abode in the World, 
J have occaſionally aſked them, whether they had 
any Inclination to be cloathed again with their 
terreſtrial Bodies, as they had once thought 
would be the Caſe? But they ſtarted at the very 
Idea of ſuch a Conjunction, being full of Confu- 
ſion and Amazement to think, that whilſt they 
were in the World, they ſhould be under the In- 
fluence of ſo blind a Belief, void of all Under- 
ſtanding. 
166. More-. 
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166. Moreover on that Earth were ſeen the 
Habitations of the Inhabitants, which were low 
Houſes of a conſiderable Length, with Windows 
on the Sides according to the Number of the 
Rooms or Chambers into which they were 
divided; the Roof was round, and there was a 
Door on both Sides at each End; ve were told 
that they were built of common Soil, and covered 
with Turf; and that the Windows were con- 
ſtructed of Threads of Graſs, ſo entwined to- 
gether, that the Light was tranſparent. Little 
Children were alſo ſeen, and we were told that 
their Neighbours viſit them, eſpecially for the 
Sake of their Children, that they may be in Com- 
pany with other Children in the Preſence and 
under the Controul of their Parents. There ap- 
peared alſo Fields full of growing Corn which 
was at that Time nearly ripe for Harveſt ; the 
Seeds or Grains of their Corn were ſhewn us, 
which were like thoſe of Chineſe Wheat; we 
ſaw likewiſe ſome Bread made thereof, which 
was in ſmall ſquare Loaves. Moreover there ap- 
peared alſo Plains of Graſs adorned with Flowers, 
and likewiſe Trees laden with Fruits like Pome- 
granates, beſides Shrubs, which were not Vines, 
but ſtill produced Berries whereof they made 
Wine. gl 


167. The 
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167. The Sun of that Earth, which is to us a 
Star, appears there flaming, in Size about a 
fourth Part of our Sun; their Year is nearly 200 
Days, and each Day 15 Hours, computed.ac 
cording to the Length of Days on our Earth: 
The Earth itſelf is one of the leaſt in the Starry 
Heaven, being ſcarcely 500 German Miles in 
Circumference : This Information we had from 
the Angels, who made a Compariſen in all theſe 
Particulars with Things of a like Nature 'on our 
Earth, according to what they ſaw in me, or in 
my Memory; their Concluſions were formed by 
angelic Ideas, whereby are inſtantly known the 
Meaſures of Spaces and Times, in a juſt Propor- 

tion with Reſpe& to Spaces and Times elſewhere : 
Angelic Ideas, which are ſpiritual, in ſuch Cal-

165. Was led at another Time to another 

| Earth, which is in the Univerſe out of 
our Solar Syſtem, and on this Occaſion alſo by 
Changes of State, continued nearly for twelve 
Hours. There were in Company with me ſeveral 
Spirits and Angels from our Earth, with whom I 
diſcourſed in the Way or Progreſs thither : I was 
carried at Times obliquely upwards and obliquely 
downwards, continually towards the right, which 
in another Life is towards the South; only in two 
Places I ſaw Spirits, and in one I diſcourſed with 
them. In this Journey or Progreſs it was given 
to obſerve how immenſe the Lord's Heaven is, 
which is deſigned for Angels and Spirits; for 
from the Parts uninhabited it was given to con- 


clude, that it was ſo immenſe, that in Caſe there 


| were ſeveral Myriads of Earths, and on each 
Earth a Multitude of Men equal in Number to 


the Inhabitants of our Earth, there would ſtill be 
| a Place 
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a Place of Abode for them to Eternity, and it 
would never be filled: This-I was enabled to 
conclude from a Compariſon made with the Ex- 
tent of the Heaven which is about our Earth and 
deſigned for it, which Extent was reſpectively ſo 
ſmall, that it did not equal one Ten Thouſandth 
Thouſandth Part of the Extent uninhabited. 


169. When the Angelic Spirits, who were 
from that Earth, came into View, they accoſted 
us, aſking who we were, and what we wanted? 
We ſaid, that we came for the Sake of Journey- 
ing, and that we were directed thither, and that 
they had Nothing to fear from us: For they 
were afraid we were of thoſe, who diſturb them 
in Regard to God, to Faith, and Things of a 
like Nature, on Account of whom they had be- 
taken themſelves to that Quarter of their Earth, 
ſhunning them as much as poſſible. We aſked 
them in what Particulars they were diſturbed ? 
They replied, by an Idea of Three, and by an 
Idea of a Divine Principle without a Human, in 
God, when yet they knew and perceived that 
God is One, and that he is a Man. It was then 
perceived by us, that they who diſturbed them, 
and whom they ſhunned, were from our Earth; 
this was manifeſt alſo from this Conſideration, 
that there are Spirits from our. Earth, who thus 


_ wander about in another Life, in Conſequence of 
Aa 2 their 
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their Fondneſs for and Delight in Travelling, 
which they have contracted in the World; for on 
other Earths there is no ſuch Cuſtom of Tra- 
velling as on out's: It was afterwards diſcovered 
that they were Monks, who had travelled on our 
Globe from a Deſire of converting the Gentiles: 
Wherefore we told them, that they did well to 
ſnun ſuch Spirits, becauſe their Intention was 
not to teach, but to ſecure Gain and Dominion; 
and that they ſtudy by various Arts firſt to captĩ- 
vate Men's Minds, but afterwards to ſubject them 
1 themſelves as Slaves: Moreover, that they did 
well in not ſuffering their Ideas concerning God 
to be diſturbed by ſuch. They informed us fur- 
ther, that the above Spirits confuſe them by 
aſſerting, that. they ought to have Faith and to 
| believe the Things they declare; but that their 
Reply to this was, that they knew not what Faith 
or Believing meant, fince they perceive in them- 
ſelves whether a Thing be true or not: They 
were of the Lord's celeſtial Kingdom, where all 
know by an interior Perception the Truths, 
which with us are called the Truths of Faith, for 
they are in Illumination from the Lord]; but it is 
otherwiſe with thofe who are in the fpiritual 
Kingdom. That the. Angelic Spirits of that 
Earth were of the 1 &d's ccleſtial Kingdom, it 
was given alſo to ſee from the flaming Principle, 
whence their Idcas towed ; tor the Light in the 
. celeſtial 
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celeſtial Kingdom is flaming, and in the ſpiritual 
Kingdom it is white. They who are of the ce- 
leſtial Kingdom, when the Diſcourſe is about 
Truths, ſay no more than yea, yea, or nay, nay, 
and never reaſon about Truths whether they be 
ſo or not; theſe are they of whom the Lord 
ſpeaks in theſe Words, © Let your Diſcourfe be yea 
cc yea, nay nay, for | whatfoever is more than this 
* cometh of Evil:“ Hence it was that thofe Spirits 
faid, that they did not know what is meant by 
having Faith or believing ; they conſider an Ex- 
hortation to believe, like a Perſon's ſaying to his 
Companion, who ſees Houſes or Trees with his 
own Eyes, that he ought to have Faith or to be- 
lieve that they are Houſes and Trees, when he 
ſees clearly that they are ſo: Such are they who 
are of the Lord's celeſtial Kingdom, and ſuch 
vere theſe Angelic Spirits. (aaa) We told them, 


(aaa) That Heaven'is, diſtinguiſhed: into two Kingdoms, 
one of which is called the celeſtial Kingdom, the other the 
ſpiritual Kingdom, n. 3887, 4138. That the Angels i in the 
celeflial Kingdom have vaſtly more Knowledge and Wil- 
dom than the Angels in the ſpiritual Kingdom, n n. 2718. 
That the ecleſtial Angels do not think and ſpeak from a 
Ground of Faith, like the ſpiritual Angels, but from an in- 
ternal Perception tHat a Thing is ſo, n. 202, 697, 607, 784, 
1121, 1387, 1398, 1442, 1919, 7680, 7877, 8780. That the 
celeſtial Angels lay only concerning the Truths of F aith yea 
yea, or nay nav, but that the ſpirĩtual Angels reaſon whether 
it be ſo or not ſo, n. 202, 337, 2715, 3246, 4448, 9196. 
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that there are few on our Earth who have interior 
Perception, by Reaſon that they learn Truths in 
their Youth, and do not practiſe them : For Man 
hath two Faculties, which are called Underſtand- 
ing and Will; they who admit Truths no further 
than into the Memory, and thence in fome ſmall 
Degree into the Underſtanding, and nor into the 
Life, that is, into the Will, theſe, inaſmuch as 
they are not capable of any Illumination or inte- 
xior Sight from the Lord, ſay that thoſe Truths 
are to be believed, or that they are Objects of 
Faith, and alſo reaſon concerning them whether 
they be Truths or not, yea, they are not willing 
that they ſhould be perceived by any interior Sight, 
or by a Kind of Illumination in the Underſtand- 
ing; they ſay this, becauſe Truths with them 
are without Light from Heaven, and to thoſe who 
ſee without Light from Heaven, what is falſe may 
appear like what is true, and what is true like 
what is falſe; hence ſo great Blindneſs hath 
ſeized ſeveral on our Earth, that although they 
do not practiſe Truths, or live according to them, 
ſtill they ſay that they may be ſaved by Faith 
alone, as if it was the mere Knowledge of Things 
appertaining to Faith which conſtituted Man, 
and nat a Life according to that Knowledge. 
Me afterwards diſcourſed with them concerning 
the Lord, concerning Love to Him, concerning 
neighbourly Love, and concerning Regenera- 
= j K 0d ns tion; 
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tion; in Regard to the Lord we faid, that to 


love Him is to love the Commandments which 


are from Him, which is from a Principle of Love 
to do thoſe Commandments ; (445) in Regard to 
neighbourly Love, that it conſiſts in willing Good 
and thence doing Good to a Fellow-Citizen, to a 


Man's Country, to the Church, or to the Lord's 


Kingdom, not with a View to vain Applauſe, or 
to-eftabliſh Self. Merit, but from an Affection of 
Good. (ccc) Concerning Regeneration we ob- 
ſerved, that they who are regenerated by the 
Lord, and commit Truths immediately to Life, 
come into an interior Perception concerning 
them; but that they who receive Truths firſt in 
the Memory, and afterwards will them and do 
them, are they who are principled in Faith, for 
they act from a Principle of Faith, which is then 
called Conſcience. They ſaid that they perceived 
theſe Things to be fo, conſequently they per- 
ceived alſo what Faith is. I diſcourſed with

as. ,, were from the Northern Part of their 
Earth; I was afterwards led to thoſe who were 
on the Weſtern Part; theſe alſo being deſirous to 


diſcover. who and what I was, immediately ſaid, 
that there was Nothing in me but Evil, thinking 
thus to deter me from approaching nearer ; it 


was given me to perceive, that this was their 


Manner of accoſting all who come to them; and 
it was given me to reply, that I well knew. it to 
be ſo, and that in them alſo there vas Nothing 
but Evil, by Reaſon that every one is born to 


Evil, and therefore whatever comes from Man, 


Spirit, or Angel, as from his own, or from Pro- 
Priety, is Nothing but Evil, inaſmuch as all Good 
in every one is from the Lord: Hence they per- 
ceived that I was in the Truth, and I was ad- 
mitted to diſcourſe with them : They then ſhewed 


me their Idea concerning Evil in Man, and con- 
cerning Good from the Lord, how they are 


ſeparated from each other; they placed one near 
the other, almoſt contiguous, but ſtill diſtinct, 


yet as it were bound in a Manner inexpreſlible, . 


ſo that the Good led the Evil, and reſtrained it, 
inſomuch that it was not allowed it to act at Plea- 


ſure, and thus the Good bended the Euil in 
Whatever 
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whatever Direction it deſired, without the Evil 
knowing any Thing of it: In this Manner they 
exhibited the Dominion of Good over Evil, and 
at the ſame Time a State of Freedom. They 
then aſked, how the Lord appeared amongſt the 
Angels from our Earth? I ſaid, that he appeared 
in the Sun as a Man, encompaſled therein with a 
fiery ſolar Principle, whence the Angels in the 
Heavens derive all Light, and that the Heat 
which proceeds thence is Divine Good, and that 
the Light which proceeds thence is Divine 
Truth, each originating in the Divine Love, 
which is the Fiery Principle appearing around 
the Lord in that Sun; but that that Sun only ap- 
pears to the Angels in Heaven, and not to the 
Spirits who are beneath, ſince they are more 
removed from the Reception of the Good of Love 
and of the Truth of Faith, than the Angels who 
are in the Heavens, ſee above, n. 40. It was 
given them thus to inquire concerning the Lord, 
and concerning his Appearance before the Angels 
from our Earth, inaſmuch as it pleaſed the Lord 
at that Inſtant to preſent himſelf before them, 
and to reduce into Order the Things which had 
been diſturbed by the evil Spirits, of whom they 
complained ; this alſo was the Reaſon why I was 
led thither, that 1 might be an EI of 
- ». meate ge

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171; There was then ſeen an obſcure Cloud 
towards the Eaſt deſcending from on high, which 
in it's Deſcent appeared by Degrees bright and 
in a Human Form ; at length the Human Form 
appeared in Beams of flaming Luſtre, encom- 
paſſed with ſmall Stars of the ſame Radiance: 
Thus the Lord preſented himſelf before the 
Spirits with whom I was diſcourſing. At his 
Preſence all the Spirits thereabouts were inftantly 
gathered together from all Sides, and when they 
were come, they were ſeparated the good from 
the evil, the good to the right and the evil to the 
left, and this in an Inſtant as of their own Accord; 
and thoſe on the right were arranged in Order 
according to the Nature and Quality of their 
Good, and thoſe on the left according to the 
Nature and Quality of their Evil ; and they who 
were good were left to form amongſt themſelves 
a celeſtial Society, but the evil were caſt into the 
Hells. Afterwards I ſaw that thoſe Beams of 
flaming Luſtre deſcended to the lower Parts of 
the Earth thereabouts to a conſiderable Depth, 
and then they appeared at one Time in a flaming 
Luſtre verging to Lucidity, at another Time in 
a Lucidity verging to Obſcurity, and laſtly in 
Obſcurity; and I was told by the Angels, that 
that Appearance is according to the Reception 
of Truth from Good, and of the falſe Principle 
from Evil, with thoſe who inhabit the lower

Parts of that Farth, and that the Beams of flaming 
Luſtre themſelves were ſubject to no ſuch Vari- 
ableneſs : I was told alſo, that the lower Parts of 
that Earth were inhabited both by the good and 
by the evil, but that they were carefally ſeparated, 
to the Intent that the evil might be ruled by the 
good from the Lord; the Angels added, that the 
good were by Turns elevated thence into Heaven 
by the Lord, and that others ſucceeded in their 
Place, and fo on perpetually. In that Deſcent, 

the good were ſeparated from the evil in like 
Manner as above, and all Things were reduced to 
Order; for the evil, by various Arts and cunning 
Contrivances, had inſinuated Memſelves into the 
Dwellings of the good there, and had infeſted 
them; and this was the Cauſe of the preſent 
Viſitation. That Cloud, which in deſcending 
appeared by Degrees bright and in a human 
Form, and afterwards as Beams of flaming Luſtre, 
was an Angelic Society with the Lord in the 
Midſt. Hence it was given to know what is 
meant by the Lord's Words in the Evangeliſts, 
where ſpeaking of the Laſt Judgment he ſays, 
. « That he ſhould come with the Angels in the Clouds 
« of Heaven, with Glory and Power.” 


172. Afterwards there were ſeen ſome Monkiſh 
Spirits, viz. ſuch as had been travelling Monks 
or Miſſionaries in the World, of whom Mention 

Bb 2 | was 
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was made above; and there was alſo ſeen a Crowd 
of Spirits, who were from that Earth, ſeveral of 
them evil, whom the Monkiſh Spirits had ſe- 
duced and drawn over ro favour their Opinions: 
'Theſe were ſeen on the Eaſtern Side of that Earth, 
from whence they drove away the good, who be- 
took themſelves to the Northern Side of the Farth, 
of whom we-have ſpoken above: That Crowd 
with their Seducers was collected into one Body, 
amounting to ſome Thouſands, and was ſepara- 
ted, when the evil were caſt into the Hells. It. 
was given me to diſcourſe with one Spirit who 
was a Monk, and to aſk him what he did there ? 
He replied, that he taught them concerning the 
Lord: I aſked, what beſides? He ſaid, concern- 
ing Heaven and Hell: I aſked, what further? 
He ſaid, concerning a Belief in all that he ſhould 
ſay : I aſked again, if he taught any Thing elſe ? 
He ſaid, concerning the Power of remitting Sins, 
and of opening and ſhutting Heaven : He was 
then examined as to what he knew concerning 
the Lord, concerning the Truths of Faith, con- 
| | cerning the Remiſſion of Sins, concerning Man's 
Salvation, and concerning Heaven and Hell, and 
it was diſcovered that he knew ſcarce any Thing, 
and that he was in an obſcure and falſe Principle 
| concerning all and ſingular the Truths appertain- 
| ing to the above Subjects; and that he was 
; poſſeſſed ſolely by the ' Luſt of Gain and Do- 
. minion, 


, 
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minion, which he had contracted in the World, 
and brought with him thence; wherefore he was 

told, that inaſmuch as he had travelled fo far as 
that Earth under the Inſtigation of that Luſt, and 
was ſo very ignorant in Points of Doctrine, he 
muſt needs deprive the Spirits of that Earth of 
celeſtial Light, and cauſe in them the Darkneſs 
of Hell, and thus bring them under the Do- 
minion of Hell, and not of the Lord. Moreover 
he was cunning and crafty to ſeduce others, but 
dull and ſtupid as to the Things of Heaven; 
wherefore he was caſt thence into Hell. Thus 
the Spirits of that Earth were ſet at Liberty from 
thoſe Monkiſh Spirits. N 


173. The Spirits of that Earth mentioned alſo, 
amongſt other Particulars, that thoſe Strangers, 
who, as hath been ſaid, were Monkith Spirits, 
uſed all their Endeavours to perſuade them to live 
in Society, and not ſeparate and ſolitary: For 
Spirits and Angels dwell and cohabit in like 
Manner as in the World; they who have dwelt 
in a collected State in the World, dwell alſo in a 
collected State in another Life, and they who 
have dwelt in a ſeparate State, divided into 
Houſes and Families, dwell alſo in a ſeparate 
State in another Life: Theſe Spirits, on their 
Earth, whilſt they lived there as Men, had dwelt 
in a ſeparate State, Houſe and Houſe, Families 
and 
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and Families, and thus Nation and Nation apart, 
and hence they knew not what it was to dwell to- 
| | gether in Society; wherefore when it was told 

them that thoſe Strangers wiſhed to perſuade 
them to dwell in Socicty, to the Intent that they 

might reign and rule over them, and that they 
could not otherwiſe ſubject them to themſelves, 
and make them Slaves, they replied, that they 

were totally ignorant what was meant by reign- 
ing and ruling: That they fly away at the very 

Idea of Rule and Dominion, was made manifeſt 
to me from this Circumſtance, that one of them, 

who accompanied us back again, when I ſhewed 

him the City in which I dwelt, at the firſt Sight 

of it fled away, and was no longer ſeen.

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174. I then diſcourſed with the attendant 
Angels concerning Dominion, obſerving, that 
there were two Kinds of Dominion, one of neigh- 
bourly Love, and the other of Self. Love; and 
F | that the Dominion of neighbourly Love hath Place 
amongſt thoſe, who dwell ſeparated into Houſes, 
Families, and Nations ; whereas the Dominion 
of Self-Love hath Place amongſt thoſe, who 

' dwell together in Society: Amongſt thoſe who 
live ſeparated into Houſes, Families, and Na- 

| tions, he hath Dominion who is the Father of the 

| Nation, and under him the Fathers of Families, 

| and under theſe the Fathers of each particular 

1 6 Houſe: 
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Houſe: He is called the Father of the Nation; 
in whom the Families originate, from which 
Families the Houſes are derived ; but all theſe 
excrciſe a Dominion of Love, like that of a Fa- 
ther towards his Children, who teaches them how 
they ought to live, provides for their Good to 
the utmoſt of his Power, and diſtributes amongſt 
them all that he poſſeſſes ; whillt it never enters 
into his Mind to ſubject them to himſelf as Sub- 
jects, or as Servants, but he loves that they 
ſhould obey him as Children obey their Father ; 
and inaſmuch as this Love increaſes in deſcend- 
ing, as is generally known, therefore the Father 
of the Nation ads from a Principle of more in- 
ward Love than the Father himſelf, from whom 
the Children are next deſcended : Such alſo is 
the Dominion which hath Place in the Heavens, 
inaſinuch as ſuch is the Lord's Dominion; for 
his Dominion 1s grounded in a Principle of Di- 
vine Love towards the whole Human Race. Bur 
the Dominion of Self- Love, which is oppoſite to 
the Dominion of neighbourly Love, began, when 
Man alienated himſelf from the Lord; for in 


Proportion as Man doth not love and worſhip 


the Lord, in the ſame Proportion he loves and 
worſhips himſelf, and in the fame Proportion 
alſo he loves the World : Then it was, that, com- 


pelled by Motives of Self-Preſervation and Secu- 


rity from Injuſtice, Nations conſiſting of Families 
and 
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minion, is the Father of all ſuch Evils; (dad) and 
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and Houſes cemented themſelves into one Body, 
and eſtabliſhed Governments under various 
Forms; for in Proportion as Self- Love increaſed, 
in the ſame Proportion all Kinds of Evil, as En- 
mity, Envy, Hatred, Revenge, ' Cruelty, and 
Deceit, increaſed with it, being exerciſed towards 
all who oppoſed that Love; for from Man's 


Propriety, or Self hood, which has Rule in thoſe 


who are principled in Self-Love, Nothing but 
Evil ſprings, inaſmuch as Man's Propriety or 
Selfhood is Nothing elſe but mere Evil, and of 
Conſequence is not receptive of any Good from 
Heaven ; hence Self-Love, whilſt it has Do- 
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(add) That Man's Propriety, or Self hood, which he de- 
rives from his Parents, is Nothing but denſe Evil, n. 210,

Man's Propriety, or Selfhood, conſiſts in loving himſelf 


more than God, and the World more than Heaven, and in 


making light of his Neighbour in Reſpect to himſelf, ex- 
cept it be for the Sake of himſelf, and thus from Motives of 
Self- Love and the Love of the World, n. 694, 731, 4317, 


. 5660. That all Evils How from Self- Love and the Love 


of the World, when they have Dominion, n. 1307, 1308, 
1321, 1594, 1691, 3413, 7255, 7370, 7480, 7488, 83:8, 
9333, 9348, 10038, 20742. Theſe Evils are Contempt of 
others, Enmity, Hatred, Revenge, Cruelty, and Deceit, 
n. 6667, 9372, 7373, 7374, 9348, 100g8, 10742. And 
that from theſe Evils every falfe Principle flows, n. 1047, 
10283, 10284, 10286. 
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it is alſo a Love of ſuch a Nature, that where it is 
left without Reſtraint, it graſps at an univerſal 
Dominion over the whole Earth, and wiſhes to 
_ poſſeſs the Property of all; nay it is not even 
content with this, but would have Dominion over 
Heaven alſo, as may appear from the Example 
of modern Babylon. Such then is the Dominion 
of Self-Love, from which the Dominion of 
neighbourly Love differs as much as Heaven does 
from Hell. But notwithſtanding the Dominion 
of Self-Love is ſuch in Societies, or in Kingdoms 
and Empires, there is ſtill exiſting a Dominion 
of neighbourly Love, even in thoſe collective 
Bodies of Men, with thoſe who are wiſe from a 
Principle of Faith and Love towards God, for 
ſuch love their Neighbour: That ſuch alſo in the 
Heavens dwell diſtin& as to Nations, Families, 

and Houſes, although in Societies together, but 
according to ſpiritual Affinities, which have Re- 
Jation to. the Good -of Love and the Truth of 
Faith, by the Divine Mercy of the * will be 
ſhewn elſewhere. 


175. Iafterwards queſtioned thoſe Spirits con- 
cerning various Particulars in Regard to the 
Earth from whence they came, and firſt, con- 
cerning their Divine Worſhip, and concerning 
Revelation: In Regard to Divine Worſhip, they 
laid, that Nations with their Families every thir- 
Cie tieth 
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tieth Day meet together in one Place, and hear 
Preaching ; and that the Preacher on thoſe Occa- 
ſions, from a Pulpit a little raiſed from the 
Ground, teaches them Divine Truths which'lead 
to the Good of Lite. In Regard to Revelation, 
they ſaid, that it is communicated early in the 
Morning, in a State between ſleeping and waking, 
when they are in interior, Light not as yet 
diſturbed by the bodily Senſes and by worldly 
Things; and that on ſuch Occaſions they hear 
the Angels of Heaven diſcourſing Concerning 
Divine Truths, and concerning a Life in Con- 
formity thereto; and that when they are awake, 
an Angel appears to them in a white Garment by 
the Bed- ſide, and then ſuddenly vaniſhes out of 


Sight; and that hereby they know that what they 


heard was from Heaven: Thus Divine Viſion 
is diſtinguiſhed from Viſion not Divine, for in 
Viſion not Divine no Angel appears: They 
added, that in this Manner Revelations are made 
to their Preachers, and ſometimes alſo to others. 


176. On queſtioning them concerning their 
Houſes, they ſaid, that they were low, being 
{loping dovi1wards ; and that in Front dwelt the 
Hufband and Wife, in the next Chamber the 
Children, and the Men-Servants and Maid- 
Servants to the Back. In Regard to Food, they 

ſaid, 


i 
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' faid, that they drink Milk with Water; and 
that they have Milk from Cows, which are woolly 
like Sheep. Concerning their Manner of Life, 
they ſaid, that they go naked, and that they are 
not' aſhamed of it; alſo that their Connections 
are with thoſe of their own Families. 


177. In Regard to the Sun of that Earth, they 
related, that it appears to the Inhabitants of a 
flaming Colour; that the Length of their Years 
is 200 Days, and that a Day equals nine Hours 
of our Time, which they could conclude from 
the Length of the Days of our Earth perceivable 
in me; and further, that they have a perpetual 
Spring and Summer, and conſequently that the 
Fields are ever green, and the Trees ever bearing 
Fruit: The Reaſon of this is, becauſe their Year 
is ſo ſhort, being equal only to 75 Days of our 
Time ; and when this 1s the Caſe, the Cold does 
not continue long in Winter, nor the Heat in 
Summer, and of Conſequence the Ground is in 
a continual State of Vegetation. 


178. Concerning the Ceremonies preparatory 
to and attending Marriage, they related, that a 
Daughter, when ſhe arrives at a marriageable 
Age, is kept at Home, nor is ſhe allowed to leave 
the Houſe till the Day ſhe is fo be married ; and 


. that then ſhe 1s conducted to a certain connubial 
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Houſe, where there are alſo ſeveral other young 
Women, arrived at the ſame Age, rg toge- 
ther, and there they are placed behind a Screen 
which reaches to the Middle of the Body, ſo that 


they appear naked as to the Breaſt and Face: And 


that on ſuch Occaſions the young Men come thi- 
ther, to chooſe for themſelves a Wife; and when 
2 young Man ſees a young Woman that ſeems to 
ſuit him, and to whom his Mind inclines him; 
he takes her by the Hand ; and if ſhe then follows 
him, he leads her to a Houſe prepared for the 
Purpoſe, and ſhe becomes his Wife; for they diſ- 
cover from the Face whether they agree in Mind, 
inaſmuch as every one's Face on that Earth is an 
Index of the Mind, being free from Deceit and 
Diſſimulation. For the Preſervation of Decency, 
and to ſuppreſs Laſciviouſneſs, an old Man is 
ſeated behind the young Women, and an old 
Woman at the Side of them, to make their Ob- 
ſervations. There are ſeveral ſuch Places to 


which the young Women are conducted; and 


alſo ſtated Times for the young Men to make 
their Choice; for it they do not find a young 
Woman to ſuit them in one Place, they go to 
another; and if not at one Time, they return 


again at a future Time. They ſaid further, that 
a Huſband has only one Wife, and in no Caſe 


more than one, becauſe to have more than one is 
contrary to Divine Order, ATT * 
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
